Pursuant to Chapter 252 
of the Laws of 1916 of New Jersey, 
and the acts amendatory thereof and 
supplemental thereto, negotiable 


bonds of The City of Newark, to be 
known as “Public Park Bonds,” and 
to be dated not later than July 1, 
1988, are hereby authorized to be is- 
sued in the aggregate principal 
amount of $1,200,000, for the purpose: 
hereinafter stated, for which purposes 
it is necessary to raise said sum of 
money. 


Section 2. The money to be raised 
by the issuance of said bonds shall be 
applied to the payment of the cost of 
acquiring certain lands in the block 
bounded by Waverly Avenue, Barclay 
Street, Spruce Street and Somerset 
Street and in the block bounded by 
Spruce Street, Barclay Street, Mont- 
gomery Street and Somerset Street,

We 
are particularly busy departments try- 
ing to reduce expenses and trying to 
figure out a budget, and we have lots 
of work and we can’t afford to sit here 
for hours listening to a lot of blather- 
skite. 


Mr. Green: Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men of the Commission: I don’t think 
that Commissioner Egan— 


Commissioner Egan: I mean if you 
want to talk on the business or prin- 
ciple or policy which naturally will ia- 
clude the mentioning of names of men 
who are in public office, that is per- 
fectly all right. But you must not go 
into the point where you will be acri- 
monious in your expression concern- 
ing the man who is doing the job even 
though he disagrees with you. We 
are always glad to receive you before 
the governing body insofar as I am 
concerned as one member of the Com- 
mission, but because of these tense 
times you are no exception of the 
rule. You are inclined to become the 
least bit excited in expressing your 
opinion concerning problems that are’ 
of vital interest to you. No one ques- 
tions your sincerity; you are a whole 
hearted and unselfish citizen; but ` 
there does come a time when you go 
too far to bring your point more ef- 
fectively. 


Mr. Green: I didn’t write the docu- 
ment and it didn’t express what I 
would say to you. 


Mr. William Umscheid, 281 North 
5th Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, Commissioner 
Egan says the taxpayers are assesseu 
forty per cent higher than they should 
be. I will back him up that they are 
assessed 50 per cent. higher than they 
should be according to the times we 
have today. I wish you Commission- 
ers would give salvation for the land- 
lords. 


Mr. Samuel Levine: I presume you 
all read about the barter exchanges in 
the middle western states; that the 
unemployed have organized there for 
the purpose of helping themselves. 
Now, why can’t we organize a barter 
exchange which will help consider- 
ably. 


Commissioner Egan: ] have b2en 
studying very seriously the barter ex- 
change. I have associated personally 
with me now a very able and substan- 
tial economist who will within the 
next week give me a report based 
upon his study, which will include a 
visit in the State of Illinois and the 
State of Ohio where the barter ex- 
change is now in operation and based 
upon reports from the most renowned 
economists, worked satisfactorily. So 
I think if you will give us an oppor- 
tunity so that I might have my study 
completed, I am going to submit it to 
the Commissioners for their considera- 
tion. 


Mr. Levine: J thank you for that 
Mr. Egan, and I am very glad that 
you are considering it. 


Commissioner Egan: I have devoted 
a great deal of time personally so far, 
and am very favorably impressed 
with it. J was very much pleased 
with the reported meeting of the 
great leaders of the colleges of the 
country at Princeton which was re 
ported in the New York Times quite 
fully and when a great many out- 
standing leaders of education who 
have devoted time to the study of 
economics, supported with that reser- 
vation, it is something which I think 
every municipality should at least 
study very seriously and we can hope 
to relieve the distress at present. We 
will have it at the point where it can 
be discussed very intelligently, and l 
hope accepted under proper leadership 
in Newark with the result of at least 
relieving some of this serious distress 
that now exists.

There is a lot of our men today desti- 
tute, getting aid from the city, and 
there is a lot of work going on around 
here where some of these men could 
be put to work and thus reduce the 
tax burden on the taxpayers. Men 
from out of the state are provided 
with work on projects, and our own 
men have been forced to seek the aid 
of the city. One particular job is the 
American Bridge Company job over 
the Pennsylvania Railroad yards at 
Peddie Street. 


Mayor Congleton: That same state- 
ment was made here last week and 
we said that we would endeavor to 
find out the facts and try and help 
your men as much as we could. I 
made that inquiry of the State High- 
way commission and they say they 
are quite alive to the statute which 
provides that only residents of New 
Jersey can be engaged on this work 
and that all of the ironworkers are 
residents of New Jersey. Mr. Lee, 
the man in charge of the bridge work, 
has made that statement. 


Mr. Schacke: Men in our organiza- 
tion that have worked for the Ameri- 
can Bridge Company for years and 
know that the majority of those men 
working on that particular job are not 
bonafide residents of New Jersey. 


Mayor Congleton: aave you been 
to the State Highway Commission ? 


Mr. Schacke: I have. 


Mayor Congleton: Have you given 
them your residence? 


Mr. Schacke: To Colonel Blunt who 
has promised us his cooperation. 


Mayor Congleton: You have to try 
and prove your case to the State High- 
way Commission.

Now, if you know that that is not so, 
I would suggest that you prepare your 
information that John Jones, who is 
one of the men working there, is a 
bona fide resident of some other place, 
and take it to the State Highway 
Commission. We will do whatever we 
can to assist you. The work is not 
under our jurisdiction. The only way 
in which we can help you is by per- 
suasion, and we will try to do that. 


Mr. Schacke: We have a job at the 
Pennsylvania Station, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad bridge. McClintock & 
Marshali have the job of putting the 
bridge over the Passaic River. 


Mayor Congleton: When it was 
known that the McClintock-Marshall 
Company was to get that work, this 
City Commission had them in confer- 
ence with us and tried to get them 
down at the Hay plant, which they 
said they could not do, but they gave 
me their assurance that Newark labor 
would be employed. There is no need 
of your coming to us with respect to 
the State Highway Commission job. 
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The place for you to go is to their 
office down in the Industrial Building, 
but if you will submit to me any in 
formation with reference to a job that 
the city has something to do with, I 
will do everything I can to get New- 
ark labor work.

Mayor Congleton: Mr. Commission- 
ers, I want to ask your indulg-nce 
for a few minutes. According to the 
morning paper, at a meeting held last 
night for the discussion of the budget 
of my d2partment, one of the speakers 
made so many misstatements and de- 
livered so many absolute falschoods 
that I cannot but feel that it was done 
maliciously, and in justice to those 
associated with me in the Department 
of Public Affairs who may feel some 
hesitancy about answering the same, 
I believe it is my duty to take notice 
thereof. The first statement was to 
the effect that Mr. Costello, the Chief 
Engineer, was to receive two salaries 
in 1933. This statement I have here- 
tofore denied, but notwithstanding 
that the public records in the form of 
return checks with the proper endorse- 
ment thereon will substantiate my de- 
nial, the same statement is again 
made. If the gentleman who made 
this statement and who flourished a 
copy of my tentative budget, which I 
sent to his group, had stated the full 
facts he would have told his audience 
that at the top of the page from 
which he was reading the caption in- 
dicated it to be a tentative budget for 
maintenance of the Bureau of Sewers. 
The Chief Engineer referred to is one 
William Miller, who is Chief Engi- 
neer at the sewage pumping station, 
and has been in the employ of the 
city since July 1, 1899. This title was 
given him by the Civil Service Com- 
mission. Mr. Costello is the Chief 
Engineer of the Department of Pub- 
lic Affairs. 


Another matter mentioned was that 
in 1918 the ashes and garbage weve 
collected under private contract at a 
total cost to the city of $426,301. If 
it was intended to show a figure com- 
parable to the $1,200,000 included in 
the budget for street cleaning, gar- 
bage and ash removal, the speaker 


should have used the figure $808,500 
as the street cleaning, garbage and re: 
fuse removal are all covered in the 
same budget because of the interlock- 
ing of the two classes of work. And 
the cost of street cleaning in 1932 was 
$580,000 and refuse collections $780,- 
000, according to the figures set up 
by Price, Waterhouse and Company, 
auditors, who have audited the city's 
account: for many years. It was not 
in 1919 that the city decided to collect 
and dispose of its own ashes and gar- 
bage, but in September, 1916, and 
then because the contractor who had 
the contract defaulted. The first bud- 
get in which T participated in 1929 
carrie| an appropriation for street 
cleaning and garbage removal of $1,- 


760,000; the amount now fixed for 


1933 is $1,200,000, a reduction cf 
$560,000, and this amount can be fur- 
ther reduced if the people are content 
with fewer collections of garbage and 
refus: and are willing to carry to the 
curb their ashes, garbage and refuse 
material, Again it is pointed out 
that while we have 108 horses main- 
tained by the Bureau of Street Clean- 
ing there are 67 drivers, 10 stable- 
men, and 10 horseshoers, If the 
speaker wanted to be fair and give 
his audience a true picture he would 
have told them that these mm are 
paid only for the time they work, and 
that rather than discharge the men 
entirely I have staggered them and 
they are working only on part tims. 


Another glaring mistatement is to 
the effect that while my budget show- 
ed a net reduction in that part which 
goes to make up the tax budget of 
$438,543 that the salary reduction 
alone in my department totalled 
$546,051. This is a deliberate false- 
hood if it was intended to apply to 
the department over which I preside. 


The total saving by salary cuts for 
the six months period it was in effect 
last year in my department amounts 
to $74,075. The total saving in the 
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five departments under the control of 
the City Commission for the six 
months in which the reduction was ia 
effect last year amounted to only - 
$309,687. As my budget now stands, 
the total saving in op2rating expenses 
for the year 1938 amount to $911,- 
972; $473,435, however is not reflected 
in the department where money is 
raised by taxation. 


Another and more serious question 
is the one asked~-what happened to 
the salary reductions in the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs for 1932? I 
want to state as emphatically as pos- 
sible that every single employee that 
came within the terms of the ordi- 
nance passed early in July, received 
the cut therein specified and that the 
moneys thus deducted from the sal- 
aries were by that ordinance specifi- 
cally appropriated to the surplus rev- 
enue to be used to reduce the 
amount to be raised by taxation in 
1933 tax budget. I am sure that no 
one would think of accusing Mr. An- 
drew K. Brady, the City Auditor, after 
forty years of service, and with whom 
I have worked for over twenty-six 
years, of having permitted any em- 
ployee to eseape the reduction pro- 
vided for in the ordinance, or that he 
would have permitted the moneys to 
be used in any other manner than 
that specified in the ordinance. This 
is not a slap at me but at Mr. Brady 
and the financial officers, and also the 
Civil Service Commissioners who 
check every single payroll before pay- 
ments are made. No part of the sal- 
ary reduction was used by my de- 
partment either for items authorized 
or unauthorized. I am unable to un- 
derstand what was meant by the 
speaker’s statement that the Mayor’s 
budget carried $9,380 for insurance 
and that $4,560 was listed as for jit- 
ney operators. Of course, the City 
pays large premiums for compensa- 
tion insurance under statutes passed 
by Legislature, but I do not know 
what relation that bears to jitney op- 


erators. The jitney operators men- 
tioned in the budget are the men who 
check and inspect the jitneys operated 
in the city in the interest of the riders, 
and the records in the department 
will show that they are performing a 
very efficient and necessary service in 
the interest of the riding public. 


Much ado is made about the launch. 
The launch was not operated in 1932 
and the compensation which the cap- 
tain received was for other work 
which he performed, and the reason 
that no salary is carried for him in 
1933 budget is because I have had 
him transferred with the consent of 
the State Civil Service Commission to 
the performance of other duties, as it 
is not the intention to place the 
launch in operation this year. There 
was not $150 spent for gasoline for 
the launch last year, but the budget 
clearly shows that the sum was §8. 
The $250 set up for the launch in the 
1933 budget represents rent for the 
storage of the launch at the Elco 
Works, 


I welcome any criticism of my bud- 
get, but feel that it should be based 
upon facts. A copy of my budget was 
sent to the representatives of the 
group meeting last night on January 
4, 1933, and up to the present time 
neither he or anyone representing his 
group has asked for one word or in 
formation or explanation of a single 
item contained in that budget. I have 
always been glad to meet any group 
of citizens who in good faith were 
seeking information, and I have not 
departed from that policy. I am not 
concerned for myself, but men who 
have labored long years and faith- 
fully for the city against whom these 
slanders are aimed are entitled to 
have the head of their department 
state the true facts, and T do so. 


I would like to ask publicly: Mr. 
Brady, is there any single employee 
in my department coming under the 
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terms of the ordinance passed last 
July that did not have the reduction 
or deduction made from his salary 
that was there provided for? 


Mr. Brady: Not one. 


Mayor Congleton: Has any part of 
that money that was appropriated to 
surplus revenue created by the reduc” 
tions in salaries, been used for any 
other purpose than the purpose stated 
in the ordinance? 


Mr. Brady: Not one penny. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, gentle- 
men. Thank you for your patience. 


Commissioner Gillen: I would like, 
Mr. Mayor, to correct another mis- 
statement that has been made by a 
member of that association. It re 
lates to the Purchasing Bureau. I 
think he stated—at least, he was re- 
ported as stating in the newspapers 
that if the five purchasing depart- 
ments of the five departments of the 
city government were put under one 
head that the sum of $600,000 could 
be saved. Well, evidently he has no 
knowledge at all of what we are do- 
ing down here, because the five pur 
chasing departments have been com 
solidated and put under one head, and 
have been that way for a long period 
of time. Commissioner Howe says 
there was not one dollar of additional 
salaries expended in the creation of 
the central purchasing bureau. 


I have another matter, Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to bring before the com- 
mission and I would like the clerk to 
read this resolution: 


WHEREAS: The City of Newark 
has had at least two offers to lease 
that part of Port Newark formerly oc- 
cupied by the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration and the adjoining parcel, 
which was formerly occupied by the 
U. S. Quartermast2rs Department and 


which has been leased by the War De- 
partment to the Mercur Company, and 


WHEREAS the Quartermasters 
Base consisting of 185 acres was pur- 
chased from the City of Newark by 
the Federal Government during the 
World War and against the wishes 
and desires of the Governing body and 
the citizens of Newark who strove to 
have a lease made with the National 
Government instead of a sale because 
the policy was established from the 
beginning prohibiting the sale of any 
of the water front lands at Port New- 
ark, and, 


WHEREAS the Governing body of 
Newark was so pronounced in its op- 
position to selling the water front 
that it had a law enacted by the State 
Legislature prohibiting the sale of 
Port Newark water front lands, and 


WHEREAS, The Federal author- 
ities insisted against Newark’s wishes 
on a purchase instead of a lease and 
the people of Newark wishing to co- 
operate fully with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in all war activities agreed 
to a sale, and 


WHEREAS when the war was over 
and the Federal Government had no 
further use for this parcel, the City 
of Newark wishing to repossess it, in 
consonance with its policy of “no 
sale,” attempted to negotiate on sev- 
eral occasions a purchase of the land 
back from the Federal Government 
on a reasonably favorable basis simi- 
lar to that of the sale of Hog Island 
by the Federal authorities to Phila- 
delphia, 


AND, The Federal authorities failed 
to co-operate with the City and event- 
ually made a lease with the Mercur 
Company for the Quartermasters 
Base at $1 a year which lease was re: 
newed, extended, modified and chang- 
ed many times since its commence- 
ment in 1929, 


AND the said Mercur lease has. 
brought no revenue to the Government 
and has been generally condemned 
because it gave the Lessees an oppor 
tunity to store sugar and other com- 
modities at rental so low that many 
of the large warehouse operators in 
the Metropolitan district who were 
paying substantial rents were almost 
forced out of business by this unfair 
and unjust competition created by the 
unwise acts of the War Department 
in letting the Port Newark property 
at $1 a year, and . 


WHEREAS it is now proposed by 
Congress to investigate the Mercur 
lease throughly with a view to its 
termination, and 


WHEREAS, it is alleged that cer- 
tain subleases have been made by the 
Mercur Company which may be in- 
validated by the findings of Congress 
to the end that the City of Newark 
would face no obstacles in the making 
of an advantageous lease with one or 
the other of the applicants for the 
Submarine Boat parcel, and the Quar- 
termaster’s Base combined, now 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the City Commission of Newark 
hereby respectfully request and urge, 
together with other interested parties, 
a hearing by the Military Affairs: 
Committee on the Mercur Lease at 
the earliest possible date because the 
City is unable to proceed in its ne- 
gotiations with its prospective ten- 
ants until the status of the Mercur 
lease is established.

Commissioner Gillen: We have al- 
ready been in touch with the govern- 
ment and the hearing was supposed 
to be held, but there seems to be no 
rush about it in Washington, and this 
is merely to urge an early date for the 
hearing which we agreed to attend. 


Mayor Congleton: The chairman of 
the sub-committee that was appointed 
said before he went into the hearing 
he wanted to go into the files of the 
War Department and make himself 
familiar with the facts, and then he 
would fix the date. 


Commissioner Egan: I am very glad 
to vote aye on this resolution in the 
hope of having the representatives in 
Congress be diligent in their duties in 
so far as the City of Newark is con 
cerned. In the first instance, the War 
Department, in my opinion, had no 
right as a federal unit of government 
to execute in the name of the federal 
authorities such a lease as apparent- 
ly exists between the government and 
the Mercur Corporation; they had no 
right to make any such move without 
giving the city of Newark its day in 
court; and from present indications 
jt would seem almost impossible to 
get any action at the hands of this 
lame duck Congress that is now in 
session. I believe if Newark in con- 
centrated fashion insists upon quick 
action perhaps the City of Newark 
and the taxpayers of this municipal- 
ity will be given the early relief which 
they are entitled to, particularly in 
face of the fact that this city in the 
days of the war in this very room was 
unusually magnanimous in its spirit 
of cooperation with the federal au- 
thorities in, every matter having to 
do with proper procedure in so far as 
this nation’s position was concerned 
in the world war. I seems utterly un- 
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fair to me that any federal repre- 
sentative would be so remiss in his. 
duty or in their duties, as the records 
seem to indicate insofar as the Port 
of Newark is concerned, and I am 
very happy to vote aye, and hope that 
the result of this resolution will bring 
to the attention of our representatives 
in Washington the real need of this. 
city being given its justice, and that 
is all we ask,

like to call the attention of the Com- 
missioners to a bill that has been in- 
troduced known as Senate bill 84, by 
Senator Young of Morris.

It would provide that farmers pay 
some sort of a small fee to the State 
for some purpose or other and that. 
no municipality can charge them for 
a license fee, any municipality in 
which a farmers market exists. We 
went on record last year opposing 
that bill. Since that time we passed 
an ordinance licensing farmers who 
are doing business in the City of 
Newark and also speculators, aid we 
charge them a license fee. Thaé, how- 
ever, is being litigated in the courts. 
by the farmers. This pill, of course, 
would prevent us from exerzising the 
power to charge farmers: or specu- 
lators a license fee for doing busi- 
ness in the City of Newsrk. And I 
would move we go on record as dis- 
approving this bill, and communicate 
our wishes to our repesentatives in 
the Legislature. > 

Commissioner Eyenstein: I would 
suggest, Mr. Mayer, that before go- 
ing on record, ar far as I am con- 
cerned I would lite to see the bill and 
make an examiration and study of it. 


Commissioner Egan: I second Com- 
missioner Gillen’s motion, Mr. Mayor, 
and I am heartily in favor of our be- 
ing opposed to this bill in principle 
for the reason that home rule seems 
to be almost extinct in New Jersey be- 
cause of the attitude of our Legisla- 
ture in usurping all that.goes to con- 
stitute the functions of government 
locally. Right now, in Trenton, there 
will be public hearings on bills hav- 
ing to do with mandatory legislation, 
which is a great mass of legislation 
placed upon the statute books of this 
state over a long period of years, 
which, without any voice, so far as 
Newark is concerned as a unit of 
‘State government, is required to pay, 
no matter what the charge may be, 
‘and it is reflected in the tax bill of 
of the individual taxpayer. I do not 
believe that the Legislature should at- 
tempt to further handicap local gov- 
ernment insofar as governmental 
functions are concerned under muni- 
cipal auspices; and I am very happy 
to second the motion of Commissioner 
Gillen that we oppose this legislation. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I might. 
say, Mr. Mayor, that I am entirely in 
acecrd with Commissioner Egan; but, 
however, it is my understanding that 
this Commission takes those matters 
up in legislative conference, and I do 
not recall the attention of this Com- 
mission teing called to that bill, and 
that was my purpose in making the 
suggestion. The principle, of course, 
is entirely m accord with my views. 


Mayor Corgleton: Any further re- 
marks? - 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adipted by the follow-

Commissioner Ellensein not voting. 
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Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
would like to bring formally before 
the Commission this morning a mat- 
ter I think is of paramount import- 
ance to Newark. We all recognize 
the great difficulty in borrowing 
money today to maintain government; 
we all appreciate the fact that the 
most important thing now is to care 
for our needy citizens. Newark has 
done this job conscientiously at a 
great cost, which in a large measure 
is again reflected in the tax bill of 
the citizens of our city, At the pres- 
ent time in the tentative budget we 
have an it2m of $900,000 which is 
chargeable to the taxpayers of New- 
ark for poor relief. That is an in- 
crease of $650,000 over the appropria- 
tion in the budget last year. In 1932 
there was expended under the au- 
spices of the City Commission the 
sum of $2,400,000 for direct poor re- 
lief, and that does not include the 
amount of money that was paid out 
for so-called work relief. The State 
of New York, under the leadership of 
Governor Lehman, I notice in the 
paper this morning, has succeeded in 
having granted to that State a loan 
in the sum of some $6,000,000. We 
have found our experience to indicate 
that it is almost impossible to sell 
bonds representing money expended 
for poor relief. It seems to be re- 
garded by the banking fraternity us 
an unattractive issue of short-term 
bonds. We recognize that we are re- 
ceiving a great deal of help from the 
State in so far as our poor is con- 
cerned. That help is coming now 
from money that was appropriated by 
a referendum last election setting 
aside $20,000,000 to be used for that 
purpose in all sections of this state. 
Many municipalities under the plan 
in operation are receiving a larger 
proportion of state aid than is 
Newark, and the reason Newark, 
as I understand it, is not receiv- 
ing more than it does now receive as 
the state contribution is because of 
our enviable credit position. I believe 


that: those. in charge in Washington 
ean. still retain our credit position and 
give Newark, through the State, 
money to be used for the care of our 
poor. I would like to make a motion 
that this Commission make. an intense 
study of the situation from the State’s 
standpoint. so that Newark, at least, 
as one. municipality, can urge the 
State authorities to seek loans. from 
the federal authorities to maintain 
our poor. 


(Loud applause.) 


Commissioner Gillen: I second the 
motion.

Mayor Congleton: Does any per- 
son have any matter he desires to 
take up with the commission this 
morning? 


Mr. O. Henry Grois: Mr. Mayor and 
Honorable members of. the Board of 
Commissioners: I am going to oppose 
strenuously. the contemplated slashing 
of. salaries. I am going to cite some of 
the reasons. and some of the. things 
why Newark has not prospered, 


Commissioner Gillen: Do you know 
any city. that. has prospered during 
the panic? 


: Mr. Grois: I am not going into de- 
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bate with you over facts. Men in 
public life come down, as did Mayor 
Congleton and Commissioner Egan, 
from big paying positions and take 
smaller salaried positions. Of course, 
if any. man wants to work for less 
that is his own business. 


Commissioner Egan: Henry, will 
you let me give you a thought? In 
the Department of Public Safety the 
average reduction or deduction in sal- 
ary that was effective last July was 
five per cent. Because of lack of ac- 
tivity. in my budget. there is a reduc- 
tion of twenty-five per cent. or a 
stagger system for the Building De- 
partment, Electrical Department and. 
the Mechanical Department of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, which rep- 
resents a reduction in income to those 
particular employees of at least thir- 
ty per cent. I reduced my salary vol- 
untarily thirty-three and one-third per 
cent. in order to be consistent as the 
Director of the Department because 
my salary was higher and I did not 
think it would be fair for me, as the 
director of the department, to reduce 
the salary or wages of. the men and 
women under me thirty per cent. if I 
did not take at least that much by a 
cut myself, knowing full well that. the 
position itself, the duties and the re- 
sponsibilities, warrant a far larger 
salary than even $7,500 a year. I just 
wanted to get your thought blended 
with my reason for doing what I did 
in so far as my department is con- 
cerned. The budget has not yet been 
passed, you know. We are very glad 
to get your thought on anything to do 
with the budget, because you know 
perfectly well you have. to take into 
consideration all the- elements that 
constitute the cost of government, the 
income as well as the outgo, when you 
prepare the budget. We have been in 
conference practically every day for a 
long while dealing with our budget 
problem, not only in the City of New- 
ark under the auspices of the Cour 
mission but. also with the problem of 


the Board of Education, and cooperat- 
ing with the Board of Freeholders, 
pointing out to them what we felt was 
necessary. 


Commissioner Gillen: You will par- 
don me, Mr. Grois. I do not propose 
to vote to slash any salaries in the 
City of Newark nor have I done so 
so far, 


We have already cut down four and 
a half million. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: 


Commissioner Howe and gentlemen 
of the commission: The City Hospital 
and Board of Health ought to be put 
on the same basis as the Board of 
Education and the school buildings. 
There are more than four hundred 
people in the poor house and eight 
hundred demanding admission. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Just a 
minute before you go. You made a 
number of statements that are not so. 
In the first place, you said there were 
four hundred people in the poor house 
and eight hundred demanding admis- 
sion.

I defy you or anyone else to 
show me a single instance where any 
child or man or woman regardless of 
creed, race or color has been denied 
hospitalization in the City Hospital, 
and I will resign from this job im- 
mediately. I want to tell you this: 
You have been coming up here con- 
tinuously and talking about different 
things from week to week. And I 
asked you as a gentleman to come 
into my office and consult with me 
and that I would prove to your entire 
satisfaction that I am doing every- 
thing possible in the interests of the 
people generally of this city and you 
have not done me the courtesy of 
coming in to my office. And I want 
to say this to you, that I feel and ap- 
preciate the value of a human life 
just as much as you do, and very 
much more. My past record as a pri- 
vate citizen will prove that. And I 
want to say to you that immediately 
upon my discovery of this unfortunate 
occurrence, at eight o'clock Monday 
morning I started a complete investi- 
gation from every possible angle. í 
haven’t had time to complete it in de- 
tail, but I have made every possible 
provision so that nothing like that can 
possibly occur again.

Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, in 
behalf of the landlords and the retail 
merchants in the vicinity of Sixteenth 
Avenue and Fifteenth Avenue and the 
streets that parallel or are alongside 
of said street we are protesting 
against a market at 302 Sixteenth 
Avenue. 


Now, this market is, I think, of 
your knowledge—I don’t believe I 
have to go into detail—will be on a 
similar basis as that of the Bear Mar: 
ket of Elizabeth. 


Commissioner Egan: This is the 
first I heard of it. I will have it 
checked out in the building depart- 
ment to see if there is any applica- 
tion. 
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Commissioner Gillen: The City 
Commission has already foreseen this, 
and last wiek took up the matter in 
conference and referred the whole 
subject to the Law Department to de- 
termine if taere was any legal method 
or law by which we could prevent the 
opening of such markets in the city 
of Newark. We have told the Law 
Department to us: every legal means 
and method within our reach to pre- 
vent the opening of any such markets 
in Newark. [ think they are most de- 
structive and ruinous to fair competi- 
tion, and I think the City Commis- 
sion feels that every effort should be 
made to keep them out of the city. So 
we are in entire sympathy with your 
proposal and we are waiting for the 
Law Department to advise us what 
powers w: have in the matter. Apro- 
pos of that, I would offer a motion 
now that the Law Department im 
mediately prepare an ordinance to li- 
cense all businesses in the city of 
Newark at a nominal fee. That woul 
give us some power over each busi- 
ness. 


Commissioner Egan: You do not 
mean all businesses 


Commissioner Gillen: Yes, sir, all 
merchandising business. This is of 
the essence, and these fellows may 
come in while we are apparently pow- 
erless to keep them out; and I think 
steps should be taken at once to keep 
them out. The city of Atlantic City, 
I understand, licenses all business; no 
busin2ss can be opened without a per- 
mit of some character. Being in tha 
same state as Atlanite City I think we 
ought to have the same power, and I 
think a general ordinance to license 
all merchandising businesszs, not for 
the purpose of getting a large reve- 
nue, but merely for the regulation of 
business, with a nominal fee of one 
dollar, would be a st2p in the right 
direction. 


Mayor Congleton: All in favor of 
the motion will say aye. 


Commissioner Egan: I would rather 
refrain from voting on that motion 
for the time being. It is a very broad 
motion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I think it 
could well go to the Law Department 
and then submit it to the commission 
in a body, and then a decision mada 
on it. I cannot see any harm in pass- 
ing the motion, and I am in favor of 
it. 


Mayor Congleton: The motion is to 
refer the question to the Law Depart- 
ment for preparing an ordinance. 


Commissioner Egan: If you will 
make it for the purpose of study Í 
will vote aye on it.

Broad Street: I wish to address the 
commission in reference to the open:

Commissioner Egan: May I say to- 
you, Counsellor, I received a letter to- 
day from Mr. Bigelow. They have 
made application for permits concern- 
ing electrical equipment. The Eles 
trical Bureau requires approval from 
the Building Division which has not. 
been granted to date. It is the opin- 
ion of the Department that under the 
present laws and ordinances we have- 
no way to stop the project. The Law 
Department has not given any written 
opinion yet, has it, Mr. Boettner?

Commissioner Egan: The matter is:

Commissioner Gillen: The Board in- 
structed the Law Department to draw 
such an ordinance.

Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South Eigh- 
teenth Street: When I was before you 
either in June or July the City was 
advertising real estate and property 
for sale under the arrears of taxes, I 
was assured by Director Howe that 
the City has never taken over and 
deprived an owner of his property 
while he was in arrears in taxes. 


Commissioner Howe: We have not 
taken anybody’s home. Do you know 
anybody’s home we have taken? 


Mr. Zemel: I did not say that; I 
haven’t put that that way. 


Mayor Congleton: The Commission 
has taken no action on it. 


Commissioner Howe: We haven't 
any list to submit of properties that 
we have taken over. 


Mr. Zemel: Then I take it that you 
are not going to proceed any further 
with this. 


Commissioner Howe: Not if we can 
avoid it. 


Commissioner Gillen: From all the 
indications that we can see now it 
looks ag though we are really at the 
turn of the road, that this probably 


will be she last very bad year that 
we will have. The indications point 
that way. This being the last will be 
the worst, of course. The people are 
probably less able to pay today than 
they were a year ago, and I think— 
some cities have done it, it is just a 
suggestion on my part—it might be 
well not to hold any delinquent tax 
sale this year. Personally, I wouid 
feel, if the Director of Revenue and 
Finance thought that way, I would 
support a motion to that effect, if he 
can do it. Some other cities have done 
it, that we would not hold any de- 
linquent tax sale this year and depen 
upon the future and on the prospects 
that appear before us now for being 
better able to handle the subject next 
year. 


Mr. Zemel: It is not the future tax 
sales I am referring to, I am refer- 
ring to the tax sale that has already 
taken place in June or July when the 
city of Newark has acquired, I be 
lieve, about 1600 pieces of property. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, the 
mere fact the city has become a pur- 
chaser at a tax sale does not give the 
city at that point the right to take 
possession of the property. There is 
further action that has to be taken be: 
fore we are entitled to enter into pos- 
session. What I meant when I spoke 
first was that the Commission has 
taken no action with respect to taxes 
that are in arrears. There was a bil 
introduced in the Legislature tast night 
growing out of a conference of mu- 
nicipal officials, which, if it passes, 
will permit the people who are in 
arrears to pay in installments over 
five years; and no property, if that 
statute becomes a law, will be sold 
if a person each year pays twenty 
per cent. of the taxes in arrears. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Zemel, 
that brings us to the point that is 
recognized as a very serious problem 
in every American city as indicated 


clearly by a conference of Mayors of 
American cities in Washington last 
Friday when this Committee took 
formal action in the form of resolu- 
tions prepared by a resolutions com: 
mittee of which the Mayor of the City 
of Newark was a member, urgin.: 
Congress to change the law govern- 
ing the Reconstruction Finance Corp: 
oration. That Committee, including 
your representatives of Newark, con- 
ferred with the Banking Committee of 
the United States Senate last Satur- 
day morning in the Senate Building 
and urged upon that Committze the 
recognition of these resolutions to the 
effect that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation grant loans to municipal- 
ities covering tax warrants, as they 
eall the paper in the West and far 
West, which we recognize as tax rev- 
enue bonds, taking the position that 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion should support and assist munici- 
palities in straightened circumstances 
financially. And as Mayor Curley of 
Boston, stated, supported by the same 
sentiment exprassed by Mayor Mur: 
phy of Detroit and further supported 
by the attitude of Mayor Hoan of Mil- 
waukee, that the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation was created by Con- 
gress to relieve conditions, particular- 
ly in so far as private businesses were 
concerned, and states and territories 
in so far as financial relief for the 
maintenance of our poor. And they 
urged the further inclusion in the Re- 
construction Finance organization of 
these tax revenue bonds, taking the 
position that the collateral was a first 
lien on the land of the country, and 
therefore a better securiy than the 
supporting collatral in their hands 
now presented by banking institu- 
tions, financial institutions, utility 
companies, and railroad companies. 
The committee that we appeared be- 
fore, as you know, is known as the 
lame duck group of Senators, and 
their term will expire in a very few 
days. Much discussion took place, 
but I am of the opinion that the 
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mayors of the American municipal- 
ities favorably impressed this import- 
ant committee, and J feel confident 
that Congress will revamp the law 
having to do with the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, whereby money 
will be advanced to municipalities 
covering these tax revenue bonds. 
And after all, the legislation that was 
recommended by the League of Mw 
nicipalities and presented to the Legis- 
lature last night is just anticipating 
the day when we will have to seek fi- 
nancial assistance beyond our financial 
channels in this particular commun- 
ity. We have been successful in New- 
ark in borrowing large sums of money 
on a temporary basis. We know that 
that money in the first instance was 
loaned to us in the form of tax antici- 
pation money, and later on tax reve- 
nue money, and we still find ourselves 
with millions of dollars of taxes in 
arrears uncollected; and if conditions 
do continue as they have existed in 
the last two years the time perhaps 
is not too far distant when the bank- 
ing institutions will not be able to 
float that paper; and, to quote Mayor 
Hoan, if the American cities should 
default, then the United States of 
America is in bad condition, and it 
was incumbent upon Congress, the 
Federal government, to come to the 
assistance of the municipalities that 
find themselves in difficult straits at 
the present time. So I think, Mr. 
Zemel, from what seems to be exist- 
ent in the way of activity in Trenton 
and in Washington, and the full real- 
ization of the officials of American 
municipalities, every effort is being 
made to visualize the difficulties which 
we might perhaps have confronting 
us, and sufficient vision is existent to 
give us relief through Federal chan- 
nels before it is too late. 


Mr. Zemel: Director Egan, Mr. 
Mayor and Director Gillen, your oi 
forts in behalf of the City of Newark 
are greatly appreciated by all the 
people of Newark, citizens, taxpayers, 


‘and tenants. And I take it from your 
talk this morning that this matter 
will be ignored. 


Mayor Congleton: There is one fur- 
‘ther thing we might state at this 
time also: We have been very mind- 
ful of the financial situation and of 
‘the difficulty that people have in pay- 
ing taxes, and we have been working 
for a long time to make this 1933 tax 
burden as light as possible. And I am 
glad to state that last night we were 
present and saw passed the bill which 
changes the fiscal schoo] year. We 
felt in these times it was poor busi- 
ness to be raising money to run the 
schools for the first six months of 
1934 in this particular budget that 
we are now making up, and that is 
the reason for our conference this af- 
ternoon, we expect to give very close 
thought and study as to how now to 
deal with the school budget for the 
six months of 1938. Now, of course, 
next year, you must bear in mind, you 
‘will raise a full year for your schools, 
and that will of necessity mean an in- 
crease in the rate for schools; but it 
‘has been thought that we at this time 
are at the low ebb of this economie 
depression and that any relief that 
could be given in this year 1933 should 
be given, and that is what we have 
‘been working for and aiming at. We 
are going to be criticized in this 
school proposition and be accused of 
having done it for political purposes. 
T anticipate that criticism. But I want 
to say that that is not the motive 
back of this move it was an honest ef- 
fort in this year of all years to make 
the tax burden as light as possible. 


Mr. Zemel: Mr. Mayor and those 
that took part down in Trenton in be- 
half of the citizens of Newark, your 
efforts are appreciated, J assure you; 
and I absolutely assure you that ther: 
won’t be any criticism coming from 
anyone who thoroughly understands 
the situation. I thank you.

ber or his or her beneficiaries shal! 
receive the same benefits as if this 
ordinance had not been adopted and 
deductions from the salary or com- 
pensation had not been made. 


6. Nothing in this ordinance con- 
tained shall be construed to affect er 
impair the rights of any person in 
any retirement or pension fund or un- 
der any Civil Service Law or tenure 
of office statute. 


7. This ordinance shall take effect 
March 1, 1933, and shall become inop- 
erative December 31, 1983. 


8. All ordinances and parts of ov- 
dinanceg inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I

Mr. Becker: I am going to read you 
laws whereby you cannot limit me, 
any taxpayer, in presenting our ob:

Mayor Congleton: I am quite famil- 
jar with that law, Mr Becker, and 
you will also see, if you read that law, 
a date is fixed for public hearing, and 
at the close of that hearing the hear- 
ing is closed, and then the balance of 
the business is that of the five corr 
missioners. That took place on Wel 
nesday. 


Mr. Becker: Now you are speaking 
on the budget and I am going to tell 
you that we all object to this budgat 
because it is not in conformity with 
the law under the Act of 1917. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Becker, 
you have already talked before this 
Commission for over two hours on 
this budget, and I think this Com- 
mission has some right to regulate 
these hearings and not subordinate its 
position to anyone who might assume 
an unreasonable attitude. Now, the 
motion prevailing before the Com: 
mission is that you are limited to five 


minutes; and as one member of the 
City Commission I will insist on that 
motion being complied with to the 
letter; and if you don’t like the de- 
cision of the Commission you have 
your right of appeal. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to address the Com- 
mission ? 


Rev. Paul Knappek, Pastor of St. 
Casimir’s Roman Catholic Church: 
Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, I 
would like to speak in favor of the 
police and firemen who are receiving 
a salary of $2,500. 


Mayor Congleton: Father, the ordi- 
nance reducing the salaries will come 
up for public hearing two weeks from 
this coming Wednesday. If you de- 
sire to speak now and not then we 
will hear you. 


Father Knappek: Those men have 
families and expenses are high. I 
think we would do them harm to cut 
down their salaries. 


Mr. Harry D Hammond, 125 Pine 
Grove Terrace: Am I to understand I 
will not be heard on the budget two 
weeks from today? 


Mayor Congleton: On the salaries 
you will, of course. That will be the 
order of business two weeks from this 
coming Wednesday. The ordinance 
which has simply been given a first 
reading today, when it comes up for 
public hearing two weeks from Wed- 
nesday you will be heard. The other 
ordinance that was pending has been 
discarded. 


Mr. Hammond: Then J understand 
that any protest on the part of myself 
against any salary reductions or de- 
ductions for public employees will be 
heard? 


Mayor Congleton: Absolutely. 


Mr. Valentine B. Kane, 356 Seventh 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor, I am appearing 
this morning as President of the 
Roseville Merchants and Civic Asso- 
ciation. We think that we should 
have a chance to go into this budget 
with you and offer you suggestions 
how you could arrange this budget 
without cutting the police and fire- 
men. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Kane, Wed- 
nesday, which was the date fixed, we 
gave everybody an opportunity to be 
heard and we were prepared to sit 
here part of that evening. 


Commissioner Egan: I think Mr. 
Kane’s thought is good, Mr. Mayor, 
and I know whoever he represents 
will be properly represented, and 
that he speaks for this merchants as- 
sociation. Don’t you think you can 
present the case fully, representing 
and speaking for that association” 


Mr. Kane: Well, Director Egan, I 
am placed in such a position that | 
do not want to talk for my associa- 
tion. 


Mr. Nathan Rubin, Firemen’s Build- 
ing: Mr. Mayor and City Commis- 
sioners, Į represent a group of mer, 
chants doing business in the Fifth 
Ward, the Ironbound Section of New- 
ark. We ask that the tax budget he 
cut to the bone, that municipal ex- 
penses be cut as far as possible. But 
we object to any salary reduction of 
any city employe unless that reduc- 
tion is not only necessary but abso: 
lutely imperative. 


Mr. A. B. Heffernan, Supevintend.. 
ent, Mt. Bethel Rescue Mission, 60 
Lafayette Street: Honorable Mayor 
and Board of Commissioners, I am 
here to tell our Commissioners of 2 
little silent work done in my organ- 
ization by the city employees and to 
ask you not to deduct from them any 
portion of their pay. Last Thanks- 
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giving I had the city employees come 
to my rescue and they fed 456 men. 
Christmas they doubled that amount. 
971 men fed there through the kind 
generosity of the city employees. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to address the Commission on 
the budget ? 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
the hearing be closed on the budget. 


Mayor Congleton: ‘fhe motion is 
that further hearing on the budget be 
closed. AI in favor will say aye, op 
posed no; the clerk will call the rol. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adcpted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Mayor Congleton: I would like to 
say at this time before the clerk reads 
the resolutions, that under the law as 
it stands today, tomorrow is the last 
day upon which the budget can be 
adopted. There is legislation pending 
which if passed will accomplish what 
Mr. Kane suggested, an opening up 
of the budget for further consider: 
tion if further legislation on other 
matters goes through. We have been 
fathering that legislation and we are 
in hopes that it may be passed and 
that it will give further relief to the 
taxpayers this year. 


With respect to any thought of fur: 
ther cuts in salaries, I think the posi- 
tion of a municipal official is very 
similar to that of President Roosevelt. 
And I think he summed the matter up 
most beautifully in his message, to 
Congress yesterday when he said, 
“Such economies which can be made 
will, it is true, affect some of our citi- 
zens; but the failure to make them 
will affect all of our citizens. The 
very stability of our government it- 
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self is concerned, and when that is 
concerned the benefits of some must 
be subordinated to the needs of al. 
When a great danger threatens our 
basic security it is my duty to advise 


‘the Congress of the way to preserve 


it. In so doing I must be fair not 
only to the few but to the many. It 
is in this spirit that I appeal to you.”

Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, so 
far as the budget figures are con- 
cerned for my department, Į feel as 
you do, that this is a time, no matter 
how difficult the problem may be, that 
men in public office must follow the 
leadership of the President of the 
United States in order to reduce the 
cost of government as substantially 
as possible, having in mind particular- 
ly the welfare of the great mass of 
our people. A matter of public ser- 
vice is a matter of properly caring for 
the interests of the population of a 
community. 


During the period of prosperity 
every type of public service has been 
developed to a high standard, perhaps 
to a point that might be looked upon 
as luxurious service, because during 
the days of prosperity public businses 
seemed to be everybody’s business, 
and the concluding definition of every- 
body’s business is almost nobody’s 
business. 


The small property owner in this 
city, as in every other municipality in 
this country, is suffering severely be- 
cause of this economic catastrophe. 
And I am not surprised on an oC: 
casion euch as this to find a great 
mass of the citizens coming into the 
City Hall, disturbed in the nervous 
and mental system to the point where 
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it seems to manifest obsession. Every- 
one has suffered tremendously since 
1929. And to find an individual or a 
group of individuals disturbed to the 
point where their conduct is likely to 
be looked upon as unreasonable is not 
surprising. These are trying days. 
But on the other side of the picture 
let me state to you good citizens here 
this morning that there must be~- 
and I do not speak politically—but 
there must be, to maintain stability 
in this country, respect of goverir 
ment. And I speak of government inv 
personally. We men who happen to 
constitute the City Commission today 
are public servants. We are charged 
with doing a duty that is, to say the 
least, very difficult in times such as 
these. We are charged with respon- 
sibility not only having to do with 
the financial situation of our city, but 
we are charged with the most sacred 
obligation, the protection of life and 
property. And if you are going to 
properly maintain life and property 
you must maintain stability and you 
must maintain respect of government. 


And I have found it necessary as 
the Director of Public Safety, the 
day before yesterday to take a definite 
position in so far as what I type the 
Red or the Communist is concerned. 
And I am going to speak frankly to 
you citizens this morning, I did that 
because I knew full well what the real 
problem in this country is today. 1 
have been dealing confidentially and 
intimately and technically with the 
problem that is bast exemplified by 
your voluntary expression this mit: 


ute. There is a professional element 
in this country now who would love 
to incite a riot; there is a professional 


element in this country who would’ 


love to deal with the ignorance of the 
masses in order to create confusion in 
a time when this country is severely 
confused, having te do with the fundas 
mental welfare of our people. And I 
do not care how many individuals nor 
do I care how many groups will dis- 
like my official attitude. 


But I want to say to you that I am 
going to stand staunchly under the 
leadership of this nation and main 
tain a dignity and respectability in 
this city, having in mind the welfare 
of all of our people. And as JI said 
earlier in my talk, I sympathize with 
the individual who is upset today, who 
is inclined to be unreasonable to 
the point where he feels like shriek- 
ing impulsively. I do not blame you. 
But I ask you in the name of this 
nation to assume the attitude of the 
American soldier in the period of the 
war. The matter of money is totally 
incidental to the welfare of the young 
and old of our nation. What would 
we be, we men who govern this small 
city as a unit of government in this 
country, if we did not attempt to the 
fullest of our capacity to assume 
every ounce of our responsibility? T 
am not going to permit waveg of 
hysteria, I cannot do it as Director of 
Public Safety and 1 will not do it. 


Now, having to do with the financial 
side of this government: No man, a 
human being, wants to be responsible 
for reducing the cost of our govern- 
ment to a point where it affects the 
income of the individual who is oc: 
cupied as a public employee; nobody 
wants to do that, no matter how cal- 
lous, no matter how cynical he may 
be. But as the President of the 
United States indicated decisively 
yesterday in his public and official ut- 
terance, it is the protection of the 
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many as against the protection of the 
few. 


Now, we have features of govern- 
ment in our present standard of ser- 
vice which are costing more money 
than the taxpayer can afford to pay 
today, and if we do not use every 
effort to reduce the cost of govern: 
ment it spells only one thing, ladies 
and gentlemen, and that is confisca- 
tion of private property by public or: 
ganizations such ag municipalities, 
counties, and states and the nation. 


I have reduced my budget to the 
lowest point possible in order to main- 
tain the kind of service that Newark 
must have today. Pauticularly in so 
far as the police and fire protection is 
concerned. I want you to know that 
Ninety-five per cent. of the cost of 
operating the Department of Public 
Safety is represented in salaries and 
wages. Practically all of it goes to 
the payment of salaries of the mem: 
bers of te Police Department and the 
Fire Department, both organizations 
charged with maintaining social 
equilibrium and protecting life and 
property. But in order to go forth 
on this mission, feeling in my heart, 
my conscience and my mind that J arn 
doing what I think is for the best in- 
terests of this entire municipality, I 
want my budget cut another $100,000 
and I will find ways to save that ad- 
ditional $100,000 during the current 
year even though I have to reduce the 
standard of service. 


And I want to say in passing that 
I admire his Honor, the Mayor: After 
he reduced his budget right down to 
the lowest point, to a point where in- 
dividual employees have been made to 
suffer from the individual economic 
point of view, he has reduced his bud- 
get $100,000 more. And I do not in- 
tend to vote for Commissioner Gillen’s 
budget until it is reduced further, and 
I do not intend to vote tur Commis- 
sioner Ellenstein’s budget usti] it is 
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reduced further; and I intend, as a 
member of the Board of School Es- 
timate, to vote for the elimination of 
the Art School entirely. 


I intend to vote to cut down the 
cost of the school system beyond the 
matter of the Art School. My mind 
is still! open in so far as other items 
of government are concerned and the 
cost of government. And I am going 
to deal with it, recognizing the fact 
that no matter how small the public 
service is reduced to the mass of our 
people there is going to be dissatis- 
faction manifested. 


But these are new times. This is a 
new period. And above and beyond 
the important problems of finance, let 
me say to you, ladies and gentlemen 
here this morning, and your presence 
manifests your keen interests, as gov- 
ernment is constituted support gov- 
ernment to the fullest extent in or- 
der to maintain the substantial, digni- 
fied position of the United States of 
America as the greatest nation of the 
earth. 


Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission, 
Commissioner Egan says he will not 
vote for my budget unless it is cut 
further. 1 may say that there was a 
very substantial cut made in my 
budget. 


Some time ago when we met with 
the Citizens Advisory Committee 
composed in the greater part of bank- 
ers and insurance men and men who 
represent the big interests of the city, 
they demanded a cut in the city bud- 
get of fifteen per cent. I have cut 
my budget fifteen per cent. and cont 
plied with that severe request that 
was made by, them. 


Within the past ten days or two 
weeks, without any pressure at all, I 
reduced my budget $16,000 before any 
pressure was brought to bear on my 
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budget, and that $16,000 is a fairly 
substantial percentage, because my 
total budget is only six hundred and 
some odd thousand dollars as Com: 
pared to the millions of dollars in the 
budget. The reduction that I volun- 
tarily made in the last two weeks of 
$16,000 compares very favorably with 
any reduction made by the Mayor’s 
Department or Commissioner Egan’s 
department. 


Commissioner Egan: May I inter- 
rupt and say I did not know you had 
cut that item. That makes a differ- 
ent picture in so far as I am con 
cerned, and I think you have done a 
very good job. 


Commissioner Gillen: I have cut 
$16,000 in the last two weeks. I have 
complied with all the demands made 
by the Advisory Committee to reduce 
my budget fifteen per cent., and Ire: 
duced it almost sixteen per cent. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor and my colleagues in the Com- 
mission: In answer to what Commis. 
sioner Egan said, it is obvious to 
everybody that I have been in office 
but a few months, and during that 
period I have endeavored to do every- 
thing that it is humanly possible that 
a human being could be called upon 
to do: putting in long hours in an 
endeavor to go over the various de: 
partments under my control. It is 
apparent to anyone that with an in- 
crease of indigent families that we 
have in our city, increasing from 
5,200 in the early part of last year to 
over 13,000 now, that a far greater 
burden is brought upon my particular 
department. With every indigent 
family we have the additional bos- 
pitalization and medication of that 
family and its members. 


In the City Hospital, for example, 
where the normal capacity is five hun- 
dred patients, there are today more 
than 710. That is obvious to any- 


body, to a school child, that it requires 
more food, more maintenance and 
more employees to take care of those 
indigent gick. 


In the Board of Health we have an 
increase of from 210,000 treatments 
as compared to 440,000 treatments in 
the last twelve months. That requires 
more maintenance, more treatment 
and more labor, 


Now, just taking those two items 
into consideration, without going into 
the question of the City Alms House 
where there is an increase now of 76 
beds, and which is a percentage in- 
crease of 25 per cent. as compared to 
those who have been there in prior 
years, we obviously require more food 
supplies, more maintenance and more 
labor. 


We have in addition at the City 
Home an increase of approximately 
22 per cent., and it must be apparent 
to anybody that if anything the bud- 
get in this department should be in- 
creased and not decreased, 


When I took this oath of office I in 
effect obligated myself to take care 
of the health, safety, welfare and 
morals of the citizens of this city, 
and health stands first and foremost 
above anything else. If you do not 
take care of the health of the indigent 
of our city, when things adjust then- 
selves they won’t have the physical 
capacity to carry on in this city, they 
won’t have the physical ability to go 
to work when they have a job. And 
I am charged with taking care of the 
health of these people. And as a 
practical proposition, there isn’t one 
of us in this room that would not 
sell the very shoes from his feet in 
order to restore the health of a dear 
one in his family. 


I feel that I owe a like duty to 
every citizen of this city; and I have 
on my desk now a letter from Dr. 
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Craster wherein the appropriation as 
it stands now is increased over $1,000 
above what is allowed in this budget. 


The Board of Health, the City Hos- 
pital and Alms House are all under- 
manned, and I know as a fact—and 
any citizen of this city can go near 
the Board of Health and observe the 
numbers of people that come there for 
treatment, and we owe that duty; and 
Į ag an individual am going to dis- 
charge that duty in that direction. And 
I say to the citizens of this city if I 
am elected as City Commissioner I 
will do everything possible in favor of 
economy and remove those positions 
and remove those extravagances, and 
it should not make a difference to the 
citizens of this city whether that is 
saved prior or during the next year, 
it is a saving to the taxpayer no mat- 
ter how it occurs. 


I have not had the opportunity to 
go into the details of all the depart- 
ments, but I am pledged that I shall 
go into the details of that department 
if I am elected to the City Commis- 
sion. If I am not, then it is your duty 
to see that the Commissioner who 
takes my place, whoever he may be, 
does practise those economies. 


There are certain phases of the 
budget that I do not think are eco- 
nomical, and since my judgment is di- 
rected in that way, and I think they 
are directed, I will reserve that right 
to follow the dictates of my consci- 
ence and stand by what I think is 
right. And should I make any mis- 
takes I can assure you that it will 
not be mistakes of the heart but mis- 
takes of the head. And if I am in- 
correct I will be one of the very first 
to listen to that mistake and correct 
it at the very first opportunity. 


Mayor Congleton: The clerk will 
call the roll on the resolution.

Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
vote with qualifications on the budget, 
recognizing the fact that Commis- 
sioner Gillen has further reduced his 
budget the item he indicated, and 
fully appreciating the fact that Dr. 
Ellenstein in the first instance has n 
very, if not the most important duty 
to perform officially, and recognizing 
his short time of service in the City 
Commission. I am sure that regard- 
less of the items as they appear in the 
budget that the Doctor will give due 
diligence to certain features that we 
have discussed in executive session 
having to do with costs in his depart- 
ment in the hope of reducing those 
costs; and I speak particularly of 
three items: Item No. 1 having to do 
with the public baths. As I analyzed 
that budget, based upon the budget 
layout, plus the fact that I am famil- 
jar generally with the Baths Depart- 
mént after serving the city for the 
years that I have, I feel that the 
Baths Department is overmanned ail 
that the program of activity goes be- 
yond the program of welfare and into 
the program of pastime or luxury. 
But I am sure that the Doctor will 
deal with that particular budget and 
reduce the cost properly. There ave 
too many employees in each bath: 
house and there are activities beyond 
the activities having to do with the 
welfare of our community, as I see it, 
such as swimming classes coming 
from the schools and different organ 
izations, et cetera. 


` ing 


The next item that I feel is worthy’ 


of further consideration in the reduc- 
tion of costs, and I am gure if Dr. 
Ellenstein had sufficient time he 
would have dealt with. it decisively, 
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is the matter of plumbing in- 
spectors in the Health Depart- 
ment. The plumbing inspectors do 


a comparable service to my buill- 
inspectors and my _ electrical 
inspectors and I have staggered those 
employees, reducing them twenty-five 
per cent. The plumbing inspectors 
under the Director of Public Works do 
the same comparable work in the 
physical life of our city as do my 
building snspectors and electrical in- 
spectors, and if they can be reduced 
twenty-five per cent. it is my opinion 
that the plumbing inspectors can like- 
wise be reduced twenty-five per cent. 


The group of inspectors generally 
in the H2alth Department, in so far 
as the number ig concerned and the 
amount of work that they do is 
worthy of further consideration. 


The next item that I know the 
Doctor will give serious consideration 
to is the mechanical forces in his de- 
partment. We have in the respective 
departments mechanics who maintain 
the structures of the city. In my de- 
partment my mechanical department 
has been staggered reducing their 
services twenty-five per cent. In 
those three departments I have saved 
an item of $50,000. I believe that the 
repair activity of that department, in 
so far as the mechanics are com 
cerned, can be reduced comparable tu 
the reduction in my department. 


The next item I wish to discuss, 
and I know the Doctor will give it 
serious consideration because I dis- 
cussed it with him in executive ses- 
sion the day before yesterday, is the 
matter of the cost of supervising the 
Outdoor Poor. According to the fig- 
ures I have received from the Au- 
ditor’s Office the cost of supervising . 
the distribution of food and other re ` 
lief will cost the City of Newark this, . 
year approximately $330,000. Jt 
seems to me like a tremendous cost, 
and I know the Doctor will give that 


further serious consideration; and I 
am perfectly willing to suggest a plan 
whereby we can save at least $150,- 
000 this year on that item, for the 
reason that I will be very glad to 
have the members of the Police De: 
partment and Fire Department cooper. 
ate with the Doctor in his department 
and have the distribution of those 
cases so arranged and supervised by 
his Overseer of the Poor that I am 
sure the members of the Police and 
Fire Department could give him field 
reports comparable to the field re 
ports that are now being given, thus 
saving the City of Newark approxi 
mately $150,000. 


With that record I vote aye on the 
budget as it is prepared. 


The City Clerk: Commissioner Ei: 
lenstein. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Before 
voting on this budget I want to 
make this statement in refer2nce 
to the $330,000 that was alluded 
to by Commissioner Egan, that 
that is money that is expended in the 
main by the State Emerg:ncy Relief 
and not by the City of Newark. The 
City of Newark simply contributes 
$75,000 a month. The balance of that 
money is expended by the State Em- 
ergency Relief headed by a State Di- 
rector, a State Deputy Director, a 
County Director, a County Deputy Di- 
rector, a Municipal Director, and then 
I am the Municipal Deputy Director, 
so that I am sixth in line. And the 
money expended for services to the in- 
digent families of our city, the ac. 
counts are audited by the State Em- 
ergincy Relief at least once a week, 
and evary single expenditure is gone 
over very carefully by the men im- 
mediately above me and my superiors 
on that committee; and they find that 
we have an insufficient number of in- 
vestigators, they find that the investi- 
gators who take care of between 150 
and 160 families receive a little less 


_the Departnient of Public Welfare, it - 


than $20 a week for their services, 
and they put in long hous. And if any- 
thing, speaking of that department, 


is undermaaned. That is admitted 
not only by the State Director and the 
County Director but by the Municipal 
Director. But there are insufficient 
funds in the State to hire any addi- 
tional investigators to properly take 
care of the 13,000 indigent families in 
our city. 


In so far as the other two depart- 
ments are concerned, there may be 
some merit to that. In so far as the 
Bureau of Baths is concerned, I have- 
n’t had an opportunity to make a per 
sonal survey and I have got to rely 
upon the word of the executives of 
that department. But I have a right 
to assume that when this appropria- 
tion was passed in 1932, with the 
same personnel on this Commission, 
that there was nothing extravagant. 
There was no addition to the Bureau 
of Baths over that of 1932 and I know 
that there are very many more people 
that use the baths today than did dur: 
ing 1932. And if there are any op: 
portunities for curtailment of ex- 
penses not only in baths, but in any 
other department, it will be my duty 
to go in there and practise economy; 
and as I statzd before, it should not 
make any difference to the taxpayer 
whether you save the money in ad- 
vance or afterwards, because it all 
inures to each taxpayer’s immediate 
benefit. I vote aye.

Mayor Congleton: Aye. I declare 


the budget adopted. 


There is just one word I would like 
to say before we adjourn. We hava 
heard and read in the newspapers re- 
cently a great deal about the tax rate 
in the City of Newark should be re- 
duced to $2.50. There has been a very 
strong protest against any reductions 
in salary. I just want to call the 
publie’s attention to the fact that the 
combined salaries in the Board of Edu- 
cation and the City and the library 
and the other civie activities where 
the funds are raised through your tax 
bill, aggregate approximately $17, 
000,000. The City’s debt service, 
which means retirement of bonds year 
by year as they fall due and a pay- 
ment into the Sinking Fund for long 
term bonds, amounts to approximate- 
ly $7,000,000. The County’s budget 
as made up will call for a contribu- 
tion by the taxpayers of the City of 
Newark of something over $2,500,000. 
Those three jtems alone aggregate 
$26,500,000, and that does not include 
amounts that we under the law have 
to put in the tax budget and act as a 
collecting agency for the State, to 
wit: The mill tax for roads, the State 
school tax, and the soldier’s bonus, all 
of which are state taxes but we are 
the collecting agency. But leaving 
those items out and just taking the 
three that I have mentioned, salaries, 
debt service and our contribution to 
the County, those three items alone 
will produce a tax rate of $3. Before 
one penny has been appropriated for 
any materials or any other type of 
operating expenses in your Board of

Mr. Mayor, I happen to be the re- 
lief director for my organization of 
carpenters. I was here one year ayo 
about loca] labor on local jobs. Oa 
this Prudential building, I. believe 
some other crafts are interested along 
with us, and we would like to see that 
your ordinance is enforced on that 
job. That is local labor for local men. 


Mayor Congleton: May I tell you 
what has already taken place? I saw 
something in the paper the other day 
about some controversy about a fore 
man. I immediately took it up with 
the contractor that has that work, and 
I have his absolute assurance that 
aside from what he calls his keymen 
or skeleton organization, I think he 
said it might be eight or nine men on 
this vast job who have been with hint 
for long periods of time, outside of 
that small skeleton organization, as 
he stated it, every single craftsman, 
ironworker, carpenter, mason and 
others, will be drawn from the resi- 
dents of the City of Newark. 


Mr. Smith: Mr. Mayor, about ten 
months ago we had a discussion about, 
what work belonged to certain crafts 
on the station. At that time the dock- 
builders claimed that was their work 
and no other craft could do it. That 
condition does not exist today and 
there is no excuse for a dock builder 
being on that job at all. It is all car- 
penter work today. I believe if that 
was investigated again you might 
change your mind, 


Mayor -Conglton: I will be very glad 


to go into it. I am anxious to see as 
many Newark men get work as pos- 
sible. I have been following that jon 
constantly, and from time to time I 
have discovered there were out-of- 
town ironworkers and others on that 
job; and I think it was the week be: 
fore last we discovered they had got- 
ten in some fifteen men that did not 
belong in Newark and they were or- 
dered to discharge them that night 
and put Newarkers on, and they did 
so. We will do our utmost on it, and 
we have been doing it constantly. 
Everybody is going to be given an op- 
portunity to be heard, and we shall 
insist upon the meeting being con- 
ducted in an orderly manner or we 
will ask those who cannot contain 
themselves to leave the room. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, on the unemployed situa- 
tion for men, women and children, get 
to work with the Governor and county 
officials and arrange to get some 
money, 


Mayor Congleton: We beat you to 
it, Mr. Green; we have done ali that 
you have suggested we should do. 
Governor Moore has made application 
to the United States Government for 
a grant to the State of New Jersey. 


Mr. Edward A. Dougherty, 
Huntington Terrace: 
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Honorable Mayor and members of 
the Commission, in regard to the iron- 
workers in the City of Newark, there 
are five keymen on the Pennsylvania 
Station job, and everyone of them is 
from Hudson County. And when you 
said that you sent an order down to 
lay off every man that was not a resi- 
dent of Newark and hire men that 
were residents of Newark, that is just 
what they done. The only thing was 
that they laid them men off and put 
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them right back again with a new ad- 
dress right in the City of Newark. I 
ask the Commission if something can- 
not be done, because when a man was 
fired from. the City Railway job he 
wag told that he had to be a resident 
of Newark, why, they became resi- 
dents of Newarx over night on that 
paysheet down there. 


Mayor Congleton: That is not so. 
There may have been some cases of 
that kind, but we have ourselves gone 
out and checked up addresses that 
were given us as Newark addresses 
and we did find conditions as you 
state them. 


Mr. Charles Becker, 114 Market 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 
what you decided to do about the 
lease on the Lefcourt Plaza? 


Mayor Congleton: There has heen 
no decision arrived at, sir. 


Mr. Becker: You are not going to 
take that up at this meeting? 


Mayor Congleton: No, sir. 


Mr. Becker: Now, Mr. Mayor, you 
said that the law governs your con- 
duet and actions pertaining to chain 
store incorporation business activities 
in the City of Newark. 


We have an assessment board. They 
have no right to give decision, it must 
come back to this body.

Mr. McDonald: I just wanted to ask 
the Commission if he would be able to 
go to work and not be discriminated 
against because we do not pay dues 
into St. Louis or somebody else? 


Mayor Congleton: He says he will 
take the men “off the curb” and not 
take them from the business delegate. 


Mr. McDonald: That is our idea, 
hire the men from the street, and if 
he don’t like them to fire them. 


Mayor Congleton: He said he will 
employ his own men. `

Members of the City Commission, 
Newark, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


On March 24, 1933, our committee 
met with you at your request to dis- 
cuss the critical financial situation 
now facing Newark. It appears that 
it is necessary to arrange the sale of 
$3,000,000 Tax Anticipation Notes, in 
order that payrolls, debt service and 
general expenses of the city and 
schools may be met during April and 
May. It was arranged at our meet- 
ing at your request, that we endeavor 
to arrange this financing, if possible. 


Newark banking institutions now 
have all the city’s indebtedness that 
they can handle at the present time, 
making it necessary to borrow funds 
from other sources to meet present 
needs. The difficulties we find exist- 
ing in procuring money is due to the 
fact that Newark, like other munici- 
pahties, is collecting only a portion 


of its taxes each year but spending 
100% of its appropriations. The dif- 
ference must be borrowed on revenue 
and tax anticipation notes. With 
financial conditions throughout the 
country in an uncertain state, buyers 
of notes of all kinds have become 
dubious as to their ability to collect 
their principal and interest. For this 
reason the market for municipals has 
become very restricted. It is neces- 
sary for Newark to bring its expendi- 
tures as closely in line with its actual 
receipts from month to month in or- 
der to maintain any credit standing 
and to improve the city’s cash posi. 
tion by the end of the year. 


The sale of these short term notes 
has been arranged for, with the quali- 
fications that the following financial 
changes be made: 


1. Change the tax ordinance so that 
the tax levy is increased by $1,- 
000,000. We are advised that 
you have the right to increase 
any individual item 10% and the 
entire budget not exceeding 5%. 
This increase is not to be spent 
but is to be treated as surplus 
revenue and not to be used for 
expenses this yaer. 

2. Increase water rates, effective 
immediately, on the basis of 
$500,000 per annum. 

3. Decrease expenses by $2,000,000 
per annum, to be put into effect 
immediately, such decrease to be 
from the bucget as it now stands 
and to take no cognizance of the 
increased levy mentioned above; 
the savings in operation by this 
decrease to be definitely reserved 
and not to be spent this year. 


In connection with the third item, 
we recommend, that the operating re- 
duction be made on a yearly basis, 
with departmental distribution as fol- 
lows, and that 75% of these amounts 
be saved between now and December 
31, 1933:

Although the school year ends on 
July 1st, the plan that we outlined is 
to conserve cash and to hold the City’s 
floating debt in control, and for that 
reason the reduction in schools should 
be treated exactly as other reductions 
and should be made effective immedi- 
ately. 


With this financial plan definitely 
in operation, we have assurance that 
the sale of $3,000,000 Tax Anticipa- 
tion Notes can be made forthwith.

Mr. Austin J. Waldron, 82 Berkeley 
Avenue, representing the Newark 
Taxpayers’ Association, opposed 
any salary reductions below $2,500 
and urged the adoption of the recom- 
mendationg of the Newark Taxpayers’ 
Association in reducing the budget. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South 18th 
Street, appeared and urged further 
cuts in the budget. 


Mr. O. Henry Grois, 704 South 14th 
Street, opposed any reduction in the 
salaries of employes receiving less 
than $4,000 a year and urged the 
elimination of useless positions, cut- 
ting of salaries in the higher brackets 
and the reduction of operating ex- 
penses. 


Mr. Charles Becker appeared and 
opposed the adoption of the budget in 
its present form and detailed a num- 
ber of buildings in the City which he 
said were under assessed, stating if 
proper assessments were levied 
against these properties the budget 
could be greatly reduced. 


(At this time a recess was taken 
until 2.30 P. M.) 


March 29, 19383. 
The Board reconvened at 2.30 P. M. 


Present: Commissioners, Egan, El- 
lenstein, Mayor Conglton.

Mayor Congleton: The meeting will 
reconvene. 


Mr. Becker continued his recital of 
underassessed properties citing forty- 
three pieces which he stated were not 
properly assessed, and opposed any 
increase in the present water rates. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue, appeared and opposed any 
cuts in salaries of persons receiving 
$900 a year or less. 


Mr. William Umscheid, 281 North 
6th Street, urged additional cuts in 
the budget. 


Mr. Nat Frank, 1090 Broad Street, 
appeared and stated he had some con- 
crete plans for reducing the budget. 
He was invited to meet with the Com- 
mission in conference in the Mayor's 
Office tomorrow at 10 A. M. 


Mr. Irving E. Schwartz, 597 Parker 
Street, complained of assessments on 
various properties and on which he 
endeavored to obtain reductions with. 
out success. 


Mr. James D. Kennedy, 17 Sunset 
Avenue, appeared and opposed salary 
reductions for police and firemen or 
school teachers. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to speak to the tax 
ordinance ? ? 


(No response). 


No one else appearing, Commis- 
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sioner Egan moved that the hearing 
be closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: - . 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Ellen- 
stein, Mayor Congleton. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
would like to offer an amendment to 
the ordinance. 


This Commission last August re- 
quested a committee, in the first in- 
stance composed of the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
to serve as the nucleus of an advisory 
committee on finance. That commit- 
tee organized composed of some 
twelve citizens, leaders of industry, 
commerce, and finance, 


That committee since that time has 
been dealing intimately with the prob- 
elms of this government going 
through periods of most unusual con- 
ditions; and as a result of their ad- 
vice this government was able to 
maintain a substantial, position by 
having arranged through this com- 
mittee temporary loans through the 
banking institutions of this commun- 
ity and New York City. 


Prior to our considering in execu- 
tive session the budget or the cost of 
government in 1933, they gave us 
their opinion having to do with the 
curtailment of costs. Their advice 
was accepted by the governing body, 
and the cost of government as indicat- 
ed in the tentative budget in the first 
instance reflected their recommenda- 
tions. It was felt at that time that 
they would be able to finance Newark 
up to and including June 1, 1933. 
Then the bank holiday on the 4th of 
March, and a very, very unusual con- 
dition existed in this country which 
particularly affected financing muni- 
cipal government. We find ourselves 


today with some $17,000,000 of taxes 
in arrears outstanding and uncollect- 
ed. We found ourselves on the 15th 
day of March with no money avail- 
able to pay the bills due creditors of 
the city and with no money available 
to pay the servants of the City of 
Newark. . 


Going back to March 1, we found 
ourselves in a difficult position to mzet 
the payrolls of the entire city em- 
ployees, including the school staffs. 
After the 15th of March we requested 
a conference with the advisory com- 
mittee, a creature of this Commission, ` 
and they granted us that conference, 
Present at the conference represent- 
ing the advisory committee was John 
R. Hardin, president of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance, the chairman; 
Horace Corbin, vice-president of the 
Fidelity Union Trust Company; 
Harry Bacheller, president of the 
Fidelity Union Trust Company; 
Christian W. Feigenspan, president of 
the Federal Trust Company; Franklin 
Conklin, Jr: Chester I. Barnard, 
president of the New Jersey Bell 
Telephone Company; Perey Young, 
vice-president in charge of finance of 
the Public Service Corporation; 
Robert L. Ross, president of the 
Franklin Savings Institution; Charles 
L. Farrell, president of the National 
Newark and Essex Banking Institu- 
tion; Charles Roh, president of the 
Murphy Varnish Company. Using 
the words of the spokesman of this 
committee on that occasion, last Fri- 
day at one-thirty p. m., they gave as 
the opinion of the committee that the 
City of Newark was facing a catas- 
trophe. They pointed out clearly and 
to any mind familiar with financing, 
logically that which has to be con- 
tended with in every American mu~ 
nicipality today. They showed in the 
course of the discussion that the City 
of New York, which some ten days 
previously had granted to them $40,. 
000,000 on a temporary loan basis 
through the banks of New York, that 
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the banking institutions were unable 
to dispose of any of those securities 
and the banking institutions had in 
their portfolios that $40,000,000 of 
paper. They pointed out, too, legis- 
lation that is catalogued in their 
minds as radical legislation in the 
nation and in many states in the na- 
tion, providing for legal moratoria in 
so far as the payment of taxes is 
concerned, and providing iegal struc- 
tural expediences to protect the mu- 
nicipal body as a result of insolvency 
or bankruptcy; the net result of 


which is a total lack of desire on the . 


part of the investing publie to pur- 
chase any municipal pap2r. They 
pointed out, too, that the bankers in 
New Yoik City with whom we are re- 
quired to deal, are already undr ob- 
ligation in the form of a pledge that 
they will finance the City of New 
York to the extent of some $160,000,- 
000 financing of a temporary nature. 
The banking institutions in New York 
City have taken the position that be- 
cause of this radical legislation pend- 
ing in the nation and in the states, 
they are unable to dispose of muni- 
cipal bonds; that in the City of New 
York, from a banking standpoint, they 
will be compelled to conserve their 
liquid position financially in order to 
keep their word with the City of New 
York. Incidentally, they also stated 
that the attitude of the bankers of 
New York was to the effect that they 
were going to demand another drastic 
cut in the cost of government in the 
City of New York. They pointed out 
that in this city the banking institu- 
tions have now some eighteen or nine. 
teen millions of dollars in the form of 
temporary bonds, represented almost 
entirely in tax anticipation and tax 
revenue bonds. 


They brought clearly to the atten- 
tion of your governing body that 
while we have outstanding and in ar- 
rears uncollected over $17,000,000 
now, based upon economic conditions 


the outlook for the collection of taxes 
in 1983 is far worse than it was in 
1932. They said, using an expression 
that igs quite understandable in busi- 
ness, that the cash position of New- 
ark was in a very dangerous state: 
On the one hand we are unable to col- 
lect our taxes and on the other haad 
we are unable to borrow money on a 
temporary basis in anticipation of our 
taxes, Fundamentally, and beyoad 
that particular picture, the investing 
public with whom the banking element 
deal, are no longer interested in buy- 
ing public paper, no matter what the 
rate of interest may be. Mr. Rippel 
brought out that municipal paper was 
being offered last Friday to yield 
seven and one-quarter per cent., 
which from a financial standpoint is 
serious, to say the least. 


They informed your governing body 
that they would deal with the matter 
instantly and diligently in the hope of 
painting a picture in the financial 
circles of New York that would place 
this city ins a position to carry 
through along financial lines. Repre- 
sentatives of this committee spent 
Friday afternoon and Friday evening 
with the bankers of New York, and 
again all day Saturday and Saturday 
evening, and they worked Saturday 
night and Sunday dealing with this 
problem. 


I know perhaps as well as any indivi- 
dual in this city that a picture such 
as is confronting your city today 
must be dealt with intelligently and 
without the remotest regard political- 
ly. I know, too, that in this great 
city of almost half.a million residents, 
that a great percentage of the mass 
of our population is in destitute cir- 
cumstances, ag indicated vividly in the 
fact that we are taking care of over 
fourteen thousand families today who 
are unable to care for themselves. To- 
day this Commissior. passed a resolu. 
tion relieving the City of Newark of 
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the responsibility financially to care 
for our poor. No matter how small 
your group may be in a city such as 
is Newark, dealing with it charitably 
or fraternally or religiously, no ser- 
vice is so pleasing as the unselfish 
service. Newark is just as proud as 
a city as is any group of individuals; 
but today, citizens ot Newark, we 
were required to relieve ourselves of 
the responsibility of feeding, clothing, 
keeping warm and sheltering over 
fourteen thousand families in our 
midst; relieved of the responsibility 
because we are no longer able tu 
carry the load financially. We do not 
have the money. 


The taxpayers who have contribut- 
ed so courageously are now in a posi- 
tion where they no longer can con- 
tribute in the form of taxes so that 
Newark can do its just duty to its 
less fortunate citizens. So the State, 
effective April 1, assumes full respon. 
sibility of administering to the poor 
of our city, paying the entire bill; and 
the only reason for it, Mr. and Mrs. 
Newarker, is because your municipal. 
ity does not have the ability to pay. 


Conferring again with the repre. 
sentatives of this Committee on Mon- 
day, his Honor, the Mayor, and my- 
self were told what was the tentative 
plan of the citizens advisory finance 
committee, and it proposed this rec. 
ommendation, drastic economies im- 
mediately, reducing the cost of gov. 
ernment now in the sum of $2,000,- 
000, increasing the water rates to the 
consumer of our potable water supply 
$500,000, increasing the tax levy $1,- 
000,000, giving us immediately a bet- 
ter cash position to the extent of 
$3,500,000. 


I have related, as clearly as I could 
the history in thumbnail fashion, of 
what brings us to the condition we find 
‘ourselves in today. I have stated here 


for the public record what Newark 
as a city is facing. I have pointed 
the picture of the responsibility of 
your City Commission. I am not blind 
to the fact that this is the eve of a 
political campaign which will result 
in the election of the five men who 
will govern the affairg of your city for 
a period of four years under the law. 
I am politically minded to the point 
that I fully realize that any disciplin- 
ary procedure on the part of the gov- 
erning body will make the govern- 
ing body a political target in many 
channels. Speaking for myself as one 
of this City Commission, my future in 
politics is totally inconsequential and 
entirely incidental in so far as I am 
concerned, as compared with the wel- 
fare of the City of Newark. (Ap- 
plause.) 


I say to the citizens of Newark to- 
day what I said to the Committee last 
Friday: Studying the problems as I 
have studied them our present condi- 
tion is no surprise to me. 


Realizing the fact that we have 
gone through what might be looked 
upon as the period of depression, 
through the period of panic, through 
the period of crisis, I concur in the 
expression of the Citizens Advisory 
Finance Committee when they say 
Newark is facing a catastrophe. And 
I say beyond that that I look upon it 
as a plain duty to deal with the prob- 
lem of government, today as any- 
body should deal with the prob- 
lems of government, no matter what 
the political consequences may be. 
Viewing the picture more intimately, 
I am just as human as the next fel- 
low, and I hesitate, almost to the 
point of timidity, when it comes to 
assuming the responsibility of de- 
cision in so far as the economic life 
of the individual public employees is 
concerned. I do not like to feel that 
I am responsible as an individual for 
doing anything that would make it

more difficult for the individual pub- 
lic servant to thoroughly enjoy every- 
thing in the way of comfortable in- 
come and contented existence. But if 
I may say it, and I say it most re- 
spectfully, Newark has arrived at the 
point that the President of the United 
States indicated this nation has ar- 
rived at, it is a question now of tak- 
ing care of the many rather than the 
few. In accepting the recommenda- 
tions of this Committee I find myself, 
as Director of a particular depart- 
ment, in the position where I will 
have to reduce the cost of the opera- 
tion of my department, according to 
these figures, in the sum of $325,000. 
I also know that at the last minute, 
in so far as the budget was concerned, 
I arbitrarily reduced the budget $100,- 
000 for the Department of Public 
Safety, which gives me a reduction 
beyond my budget in the sum of 
$425,000, which means that I will have 
to provide for rigid economies im- 
mediately in the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety in the sum of at least $350,- 
000. Other departments constituting 
this government, having to do with 
every element of public service, will 
be required to do likewise, including 
the school system. 


I want to publicly say, and again in 
the face of mental attitudes on the 
part of some of our citizens who are 
worried today because of the distress 
that they have suffered as individuals, 
and no matter what might be said 
along derogatory lines of these 
_ gentlemen who have so graciously and 
unselfishly rendered services to their 
city, that I am proud of what these 
men have done for Newark, what they 
are doing, and what they are attempt- 
ing to do. I am proud officially to 
express my gratitude to this group 
of twelve men who have assumed this 
burden and responsibility; and if you 
will, I think Newark as a city is very 
fortunate in having men, and I will 
mention the names for the record, 


such as Joh) R. Hardin, president of 
the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
Company; Fidward Duffield, president 
of the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany; Chester I Barnard, president of 
the New Jevsey Bell Telephone Com- 
pany; Christian W, Feigenspan, presi- 
dent of the Federal Trust Company; 
Henry Bacheller, president of the 
Fidelity Union Trust Company; 
Horace Corbin, vice-president of the 
Fidelity Union Trust Company; 
Franklin Conklin, Jr., one of our big 
manufacturers; Charles Roh, presi- 
dent of the Murphy Varnish Com- 
pany; Robert L. Ross, president of 
the Franklin Savings Institution; 
Julius Rippel, the banker; Percy 
Young, vice-president of the Public 
Service Corporation in charge of 
finance; Charles L. Farrell, president 
of the National Newark and Essex 
Banking Company. These gentlemen 
constitute the Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee appointed by the City Com- 
mission of the City of Newark to ad- 
vise with the governing body having 
to do with the financial situation of 
this city. And I want to particularly 
compliment Mr. Horace Corbin in the 
name of the City of Newark for the 
untiring effort he has manifested and 
for the most unusual grasp he has on 
a very, very complicated financial 
problem. I make this statement now 
so that it will be as clear as it is pos- 
sible for me to express it for the con- 
sumption of the citizens and taxpay- 
ers of Newark. I make it fully recog- 
nizing the fact that it is imperative 
that we cannot do otherwise, and also 
fully recognizing the fact that from 
a political position it perhaps will 
reap a tremendous amount of acrim- 
onious statements on the part of some 
of our citizens who perhaps do not 
comprehend it, others who are per- 
haps ambitious politically, others who 
are perhaps worried along psychologi- 
eal lines because of their own difficul- 
ties; but I do it, and I do it as a 
plain duty to my city in what I look 
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upon as the most serious emergency 
that this city has ever faced. 


And I want to come back just a 
moment to the Department of Public 
Safety. These men have been cour- 
ageous enough to assume the re- 
sponsibility of recommending a re- 
duction of $350,000 for the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. And they 
know, and I pointed out to them, so 
there would be no opportunity of 
overlooking it, the fact that the police 
and firemen are charged with protect. 
ing life and property and they as I 
know, and as I have indicated in the 
course of these discussions having to 
do with the budget, that approxi- 
mately ninety-five per cent. of the 
cost of the Department of Public 
Safety is represented in salaries or 
wages of members of the Police and 
Fire Departments. My department 
facing the necessity of this reduction 
means one thing, a reduction in service 
in police and fire activity. I have no 
choice for the reason that I have no 
leeway other than public servants. I 
see no other way now except reducing 
the force and Fire Department in the 
City of Newark. I feel that it per- 
haps will be an additional responsibil- 
ity to the men who will remain in the 
service, and perhaps very, very dis- 
couraging to the men who will be re- 
quired to leave the service. I expect 
the men who stay in the service to 
give me the best that is in them based 
upon the responsibility that is theirs 
as public servants charged primarily 
with protecting life and property. I 
hope to work out a program whereby 
I will not cause too much damage to 
the men in the Department of Public 
Safety who will be let out of the ser- 
vice at least part time. Public duty 
and public responsibility places upon 
a man’s shoulders problems that are 
so difficult of execution in times such 
as these that one hesitates when he 
tries to harmonize the reaction of the 
mind and heart. But when the City 
of Newark finds itself facing a catas- 


trophe and we are compelled to do 
these things because of conditions be- 
yond our control, I see no other 
choice. 


And before I offer the following 
amendments to this Tax Ordinance I 
again ask in the name of the City 
of Newark, of all citizens that they 
too use their best efforts to under- 
stand the plight of this great city and 
to be fair in discussing these leading 
citizens and gentlemen who have so 
unselfishly and courageously assumed 
a position of leadership in advisory 
capacities. J ask the citizens to be 
fair. 


Mr. Mayor, I offer the following 
amendments to the Tax Ordinance: 


“Amend title of ordinance by strik- 
ing out the words ‘Nineteen Million, 
Four Hundred Eighteen Thousand,

Mayor Congleton: The amendments 
are before the Commission for discus- 
sion. I want to say that I concur in 
all that Commissioner Egan has said. 
These have been very trying times. 
To sum it up in just a sentence or 
two, we are confronted with the prop- 
osition of doing as a majority of the 
Commission have agreed to do or hav- 
ing City business absolutely collapse, 
and the employees and those that are 
looking to the City employees for the 
rendering of service will be without 
that service, and the City employees 
will be without any compensation. If 
the City should default, judging by 
history, it is a thing that it will take 
from twenty-five to thirty years to 
recover from; and as distasteful as 
it is, I believe that it is better for us 
all to forego further hardships, if you 
please, for a year, a year and a half 
or two years, than to have this 
_ burden hanging over us for twenty- 
five-or thirty years. By that I mean 
if our credit is once destroyed you will 


pay more for your money for a long 
period of years; and I only need to 
point to the City of Elizabeth, when it 
defaulted in 1878, I think it was, or 
1876, and it was something over thir. 
ty years before they were able to re- 
cover from it. And for that reason | 
shall vote for the amendment. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I might 
say, Mr. Mayor and Commissioners 
that since returning to the city it has 
come to my attention that this Citizens 
Advisory Finance Committee has sug- 
gested that the Department of Public 
Works reduce its budget $400,000. I 
might call attention to the fact that 
the budget of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works is $2,398,000 for 1983 as 
compared with $5,593,000 for the De- 
partment of Public Safety and an ap- 
proximate amount for the Depart- 
ment of Publie Affairs. Still, the Citi- 
zens Advisory Finance Committee has 
requested a reduction in the budget 
of the Department of Public Works of 
$400,000 ag compared to the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety of $325,000, the 
Department of Public Affairs of 
$175,000. To me it appears a rather 
arbitrary figure that this Committee 
should ask the Department of Public 
Works to reduce the budget $400,000 
without any suggestion as to how it 
is to be done. 


I want to point out that in the pres- 
ent budget as now set up there is 
$878,857 appropriated for the City 
Hospital; $589,520 appropriated for 
the Board of Health, eighty to eighty. 
five per cent. of which is predicated 
and used for treatments in the clinic 
at the Bureau of Health; and $92,609 
for the Convalescent Hospital, mak- 
ing a grand total of $1,510,986; which 
is sixty-five per cent of the entire 
budget of the Department of Public 
Works. And not stopping to compute 
$250,000 which is now incorporated in 
the budget and was allocated to the 
use of the Outdoor Poor, and which 
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has already been almost entirely ex- 
pended; and the $29,750 which is an 


appropriation to the hospitals, and. 


has been passed down, in so far as I 
am able to learn, for many years, and 
thug given to the different private or 
quasi-private hospitals in our city for 
the services they render to our in- 
digent sick. These two items I con- 
sider almost mandatory in nature; 
and if they were left out of the en- 
tire budget of $2,398,000 then the 
amount that is allocated to the City 
Hospital, Bureau of Health and Con- 
valescent Hospital rises to seventy-six 
per cent. of the total budget. Now, I 
am entirely in accord with economy 
and I am the last person that 
wants this budget to default; 
but I cannot see how the committee 
expects the Department of Public 
Works to cut off $400,000 from its 


‘budget as it is now presented unless 


we close the City Hospital or one of 
those other institutions, 


And it should be brought to the at- 
tention of this Committee, and I make 
this as a public statement, that a fair 
barometer is the fact that in Janu- 
ary, 1932, there were 5,200 indigent 
families in the City of Newark car- 
ried on the poor relief rolls and there 
is now 14,381 families, an increase of 
almost three hundred per cent. It is 
obvious to anyone that you cannot ad. 
minister to the sick that require hos- 
Pitalization and that require medica- 
tion for the same sum when there is 
an increase of almost three hundred 
per cent. as is evidenced by that. 
Now, since this Citizens Advisory Fi- 
nance Committee has not definitely 
stated how they expect the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to reduce the 
budget $400,000, I therefore recom- 
mend and urge that a committee of 
citizens he appointed, consisting of a 
newspaper man, one banker, two pro- 
fessional men, one of the legal pro- 
fession and one of the medical profes- 
sion, one from industry and one from 
commerce, and that- that committee 


go through every department under 
the five commissioners in this form 
of government and let this committee 
come back and make recommenda- 
tions disclosing where each depart- 
ment is overmanned, where a man is 
receiving more than he actually re- 
turns in compensation; and I say pow 
I want to be placed on public 
record that I will follow every single 
recommendation made by that com- 
mittee when it is presented to me; 
and 1 further urge this committee be 
appointed immediately and that it not 
be top-heavy with bankers but dis- 
tributed throughout commerce, indus- 
try, the two professions, a newspaper 
man and a banker, and that this com- 
mittee then report; and if and when it 
is found that the budget can be de- 
creased, whether it be my department 
or any other department, to the 
amount as requested by this Citizens 
Advisory Finance Committee, I say 
this, that then at that time, if I un- 
derstand finance as it is presented to 
me, with a reduction like that, the 
bond issue of the City will have been 
been further enhanced, then that very 
same committee should go to those 
bankers who now hold $19,000,000 of 
temporary bonds and ask for a reduc- 
tion in the interest rate on that $19,- 
000,000 on the theory, and the practi- 
cal theory, that the bonds are further 
enhanced in value. 


Mayor Congelton: The motion be- 
fore the Commission is the adoption 
of the amendments to the ordinance. 
All in favor will say aye, opposed no; 
the clerk will call the roll.

Newspaper articles indicate that in 
response to an advertised offer for 
lease by Commissioner Charles P.

Mrs. Kane and I feel 
that it is not safe that our children 
should be called upon to direct traffic 
in Newark. These children will be as-

WHEREAS, the Legislature of this 
State on April 5, 1988, passed an act 
entitled “An Act Concerning the 
manufacture, distribution and sale of 
certain beverages having an alcoholic 
content and providing for licenses, 
regulations and fees in connection 
therewith and penalties for violation 
thereof”; and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of 
said act it shall be lawful to manu- 
facture, distribute and sell certain 


vinous liquors or fermented malt, in- 


cluding ale, beer, lager, porter and 
wine having an alcoholic content not 
greater than 3.2 per centum by weight 
(hereinafter in this resolution called 
beverages); and 


WHEREAS, the governing body of 
any municipality in this state under 
the terms of said act may by resolu- 
tion provide for the temporary licens- 
ing of any individual, partnership or 
corporation to distribute or sell bev- 
erages, as defined in section 1 of said 
act; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of The City of Newark: 


L For the purpose of this resolu- 


29 


tion the word “person” shall be con- 
strued to mean a person, individual, 
firm, partnership or corporation, vol- 
untary association and the principal 
or agent thereof; 


2. No person shall distribute, dis- 
pose of, sell or expose for sale any 
of the beverages referred to above 
within the City of Newark without 
first obtaining a license and paying 
the license fee hereinafter prescribed; 


3. The Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark shall constitute 
the proper authority to issue such li- 
censes; 


4. For the purpose of this resolu- 
tion there shall be three classes of 
licenses, depending upon the nature 
of the business pursued by the ap- 
plicant: 


(a) Distributor’s Licenses—Where 
the beverages are sold and distributed 
from a truck or other conveyance by 
the barrel or fraction thereof or by 
the bottle in quantities of not less 
than one-half dozen bottles and not 
for immediate consumption the per- 
son so engaged shall pay a license 
fee of $25 for each truck or other 
conveyance used in such business. 
This provision shall not apply to any 
distributor who shall obtain a license 
from the State Tax Commissioner as 
a distributor for the distribution or 
sale of said beverages in more than 
one municipality. 


(b) Store Licenses—Where bever- 
ages are disposed of or sold by the 
bottle, barrel or fraction thereof in 
any store or business establishment 
and not for consumption on the prem- 
ises the person so engaged shall pay 
a license fee of $10 for each location 
or establishment in which such busi- 
ness is conducted. 


(c) Consumer’s Licenses — Where 
beverages are disposed of or sold for 


immedtate consumption on the prem- 
ises the person so engaged shall pay 
a license fee of $75 for each location 
or establishment in which such busi- 
ness is conducted. 


(d) A person engaged in more than 
one class of the business outlined 
above shall obtain a license for each 
separate class of business in which 
he is engaged. 


5. No license shall be issued to 
any person, partnership or corpora- 
tion unless such person or the mem- 
bers of such partnership or officers 
and directors of said corporation are 
citizens of the United States and resi- 
dents of the City of Newark for at 
least five years preceding the issuance 
of such license and are over the age 
of 21 years, nor to any one who has 
within the past ten years been con- 
victed of crime involving moral tur- 
pitude, nor shall any license be issued 
to any regularly incorporated club or 
fraternal or military organization un- 
less the same be incorporated or or- 
ganizea for more than one year last 
past and the members whereof pay 
regular annual dues, nor shall any li- 
cense be granted to any public officers 
chargeable with the granting of li- 
censes under this act or the adminis- 
tration or enforcement of the provi- 
sions hereof nor shall any public of- 
ficer be interested either directly or 
indirectly in such license. 


6. All licenses issued under the 


provisions of this resolution shall be. 


subject to the following regulations 
and restrictions: 


(a) The licensee shall comply with 
all the provisions of the act pursuant 
to which this resolution is adopted. 


(b) No beverage shall be sold to. 


any person under the age of 21 years 
unless accompanied by his or her 
parent, nor to any person under 18 
years of age; 
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ic) No males under the age of 21 
years nor any females shall be em- 
ployed as servers of the beverages; 


(d) No pool tables, games or 
amusements or mechanical devices 
shall be permitted (except musical in- 
struments), where beverages are 
served. 


6. Licensees holding a consumer’s 
license shall have a restaurant li- 
cense if food is served for a compen- 
sation with the beverage. 


7. Licensees holding a distributor’s 
license shall not sell in quantities of 
less than six bottles or its equivalent 
nor shall such licensees permit the 
consumption of the beverages in or 
about the premises of the distributor. 


8. Store licenses and consumer’s 
licenses shall be displayed in a prom- 
inent place in such establishment and 
distributor’s licenses shall be affixed 
to the truck or conveyance so licensed. 


9. No alcoholic beverages shall be 
dispensed from any bar as defined in 
the act aforesaid. 


10. No licenses issued under the 
provisions hereof shall be transfer- 
able from person to person nor shall 
said licenses be transferred from any 
other place or truck or conveyance 
than that designated in the license. 


11. All applications for licenses 
hereunder shall be in writing upon 
forms to be supplied by the City 
Clerk. 


12. The licenses applied for in this 
resolution may be obtained immedi- 
ately upon the passage hereof and the 
delivery of beverages licensed hereun- 
der may commence at any time after 
midnight April 6, 1933, and the sale 
after 7 A. M. on April 7, 1933. 


18. All leenses issued under the

An ordinance relating to, and pro- 
viding for the licensing and regulat- 
ing of certain kinds of sales of mer- 
chandise, defining offenses and provid- 
ing penalties for the violation thereof. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. No person, or persons, 
firm or firms, or corporation, shall ad- 
vertise, represent or hold out that any 
sale of goods, wares and merchandise 
is an insurance salvage, bankruptcy, 
bankrupt stock, mortgage, insolvent, 


assignee’s, executoi’s admuinistratoi’s, 
receiver’s, tirustee’s, removal, re-or- 
ganization, going out of business, sell- 
ing out, and/or a quitting business at 
any particular location sale, and/or 
a sale of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise damaged by fire, smoke, water or 
otherwise, and/or a sale of the goods, 
wares and merchandise of a former 
owner therecf, whether in the seller’s 
own name or that of th: former 
owner, at any location othe: than the 
seller’s bona fide retail establishment 
where he has beer. in business for a 
period of at least six (6) months prior 
thereto, in the City of Newark, and it 
shall be unlawful for any person, per- 
sons, firm or firms, or corporation, in 
any of the advertising in connection 
with any sale to use the word “bank- 
rupt” “bankrupt stock,” "United 
States District Court,” “assignee,” 
“receiver,” or “trustee,” without first 
filing with the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety the inventory 
hereinafter provided for and obtain- 
ing frora him a license so to do, to be 
known as a “Closing Out Sale Li- 
cense,” provided, however, that no- 
thing in this ordinance shall be deem- 
ed to apply to Sheriffs, Constables 
and other public or court officers, or 
to any other person or persons acting 
under the direction of any court of 
record, selling goods, wares and mer- 
chandise in the course of their official 
duties. The fee for such license shall 
be and the same is hereby fixed as 
follows:

For a period not exceeding 20 das en e 200.00 
For a period not exceeding 80 days. 300.00 


provided that only one such license 
shall be issued to any one such per- 
son, persons, firm, firms or corpora- 
tion within a 12-month period, and no 
such license shall be issued for more 
than 30 days. 


Section 2. The inventory required 
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by the next preceding section shall 
contain a complete and accurate list 
of the stock of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise to be sold at any sale for 
which «= license is hereby required, to 
gether with the cost price thereof, 
which inventory or list shall be signed 
by the person, persons, firm, firms, or

corporation, seeking the license, or by 
a resident agent thereunto authorized, 
and by affidavit at the foot thereof, he 
or such agent shall swear or affirm 
that the information therein given 1s 
full and true, and known by him o: 
such agent to be so. 


It shall be unlawful to sell, offer or 
expose for sale at any such sale, or to 
list on such inventory, any goods, 
wareg or merchandise which are not 
the regular stock of the store or other 
place, the business of which is to be 
closed out by such sale, or to make 
any replenishments or additions to 
such stock for the purpose of such 
sale, or during the time thereof, or to 
fail, neglect or refuse to keep ac- 
curate records of the articles or 
things sold, from which records the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety may ascertain the kind and 
quantity or number sold. 


Section 8. The Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety may, in his 
discretion, verify the details of an in- 
ventory filed for the purpose of ob- 
taining a “Closing Out Sale License,” 
or he may make a check and verify 
the items of merchandise sold during 
the sale, and it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, firm, firms or 
corporation to whom a “Closing Out 
Sale License” has been issued to fail 
or refuse to give the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, or any 
person designated by him for that 
purpose all the facts connected witn 
the stock on hand or the proper in- 
formation of goods sold, or any other 
information that he may require in 
order to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of all phases connected with the 
sale. 


Section 4. The license fees imposed 
hereunder shall be paid to the City 
Clerk. 


Section 5. The license to be issued 
under the provisions of this ordinance 


shall not authorize any person, firm 
or corporation except the designated 
licensee, to engage in business under 
such license. Said license shall not 
be transferable from the person, firm 
or corporation to whom issued to any 
other person, firm, or corporation, ex- 
cepting upon the transferee complying 
with all the provisions of this ordi- 
nance in relation to original applica- 
tion and license, and shall then only 
be transferable in case the original 
license fee has been paid. Approval 
of the transfer may be given by the 
Director of the Department of Public 


‘Safety, and upon payment of a trans- 
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fer fee to the City of Newark in the 
sum of 10% of the fee for the original 
license. 

Section 6. The license referred to 
herein shall be on display at all times 
at the place designated in the applica- 
tion for such license. 


Section 7. A license may be revok- 
ed by the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety for the violation of 
the terms of the license or falsifica- 
tion in applying for the license, or 
when, in the opinion of the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety 
the business so licensed is conducted 
in a manner contrary to law or to 
public morals or to the public health 
or to the safety of the life or limb of 
the public. Before a license is revok- 
ed the licensee shall be accorded a 
hearing before the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety upon at 
least two days’ notice, in writing. The 
decision of the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall be 
final as to revocation, 


Section 8. A license may be sus- 
pended for not more than two weeks 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety upon probable cause be- 
ing shown that the license should be 
revoked. 


Section 9. The Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall hold 


such hearings and make such investi- 
gations as he may deem necessary in 
carrying out the provisions of this or- 
dinance in relation to suspension or 
revocation of licenses. 


Section 10. Nothing in this ordi- 
nance contained shall be construed to 
relieve any person, firm or corpora- 
tion from complying with the provi- 
sions of any ordinance of the City of 
Newark relating to the manufacture, 
sale, distribution or handling of food, 
food products or merchandise. 


Section 11. This ordinance is en. 


acted for the purpose of raising rev- 
enue and for the regulation and con- 
trol of certain kinds of sales of mer- 
chandise. 


Section 12. If, for any reason, any 
section, or provision of this ordinance 
shall be questioned in any court and 
shall be held to be unconstitutional or 
invalid, the same shall not be held to 
affect other sections or provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Section 18. Any person or persons, 
firm or firms, violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine in any sum not exceeding $200.00, 
or in default thereof may be im- 
prisoned in the County Jail for a 
period not exceeding 90 days; any 
corporation violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of not 
more than $200.00, which may be re- 
covered in an action of debt. 


Section 14. All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

Herewith you will find the original 
proposition for Camp Newark, at 
Neptune City, N. J., which was ar- 
ranged by me for Director Murray, 
in exchange for the ocean front prop- 
erty, at West End, N. J. 


The West End property adjoins the 
United States Life Saving Station at 
West End, and was selected by Di- 
rector Murray after a careful inspec- 
tion of Ocean front properties that 
were for sale or exchange from 
Beach Haven to Long Branch, N. J. 
The owners of this ocean front prop- 
erty were told by Director Murray 
after negotiations had been carried 
on for some time that their property 
was suitable for the Newark Boys’ 
Camp and he would take the property. 


The owners of the property then 
had the proper action taken by the 
West End Town authorities permit- 
ting this property to be used for 
Camp purposes, and passed a resolu- 
tion for that purpose. 


The question of paying cash or ex- 
changing the old Camp Newark prop- 
erty at Neptune City now owned by 
the City of Newark, was left for the 
Director to decide, and the Director 
finally said he thought the exchange 
would be best for the City of Newark.

We would kindly call your attention 
to a condition in this section of New- 
ark; perhaps, not dissimilar to many 
other sections of this city. 


We house a great number of the un- 
employed, who are from six months 
to over one year in arrears, in pay- 
ment of their rent. In many cases, 
the houses are completely tenanted 
by these unemployed and not enough 
rent is collected to even pay for the 
water rent. 


We have housed these unemployed, 
up to the present time, not only at 
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the risk of losing our property but, 
in many cases, have been compelled 
to deprive our families and ourselves, 
of the very necessities of life because, 
most o£ us are also unemployed. The 
only reason we are called landlords. 
is because we hold deeds to parcels. 
of property. 


We must either receive some im- 
mediate relief from this unjust load, 
or be compelled to dispossess all these 
tenants at once. 


Unless you may have a better plan, 
we would suggest that in addition to 
the two days work required from 
these unemployed for their grocery 
checks, a few days work be given 
them on projects that sooner or later 
must ke done, and can now be done at. 
a very low cost. This additional work 
need not be paid in cash but, in script 
payable for rent and acceptable for 
taxes.

Mr. Ray Hatfield, 324 Morris Ave- 
nue: Honorable Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, I wish to acquaint you with 
some of the facts that exist today in 
the building work. Take the job of 
the Prudential housing project going 
on now. Nine ironworkers' there and 
six of whom are out-of-town resi- 


dents 
there. 


I am unable to go to work 


Mayor Congleton: I am in thorough 
sympathy and accord with everything 
that you have said about the work 
going to resident people. I have con- 
stantly been at that matter ever since 
these jobs started, and wherever I 
could get proof I have ordered peo- 
ple laid off. You probably just a few 
minutes ago heard of the people who 
had given Newark addresses that we 
believe are not bona fide addresses, 
and fourteen men were ordered laid 
off last night, including the foreman; 
and now you see them here this morn- 
ing with counsel insisting that they 
are bona fide residents. And I would 
be glad to have you meet with me at 
three-thirty this afternoon and i1 you 
have information that these people 
are not bona fide residents, I weleome 
any information that I can get. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move it be 
referred to the Engineering Depart- 
ment. 


Mayor Congleton: I just wanted to 
say for the Engineering Department, 
Commissioner Gillen, you will recall 
two weeks ago a motion was made to 
that effect, and wer have been at it 
constantly since. Now, with respect 
to the Prudential job, I had a list of 
the employes from the contractor only 
just a few days ago, with their ad. 
dresses. At that time there were two 
ironworkers that were non-residents: 
one was the Superintendent, who J un- 
derstand had been with the company 
that has this contract for years, and 
which they call one of their key men 
that goes from job to job with them. 
I found there were twenty-one car- 
penters that do not actually live in 
the City of Newark. The contractor 
came back to me with the statement, 
however, that all of these men are 
union men and he has employed them 
from the business agents, and that the 
jurisdiction of the carpenters union 
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extends not only through Newark, but 
Orange and West Orange and the 
neighboring locality, and every man 
that was on the job, according to the 
records given to us, lives within the 
jurisdiction of this local. The con- 
tractor says he would be very glad to 
take Newark people if the business 
agent will give them to him, but he 
does not want a strike. He says 
this, “there are Newark people work- 
ing outside. If I say to outsiders who 
are members of this local, ‘You can- 
not work in Newark,’ why, then your 
Newa-k men that are working in Or- 
ange and West Orange will be thrown 
off.” So I have been doing my very 
utmost to try and protect Newark 
labor, and it is a very difficult propo- 
sition. Here comes this controversy 
withir, the union. 


Commissioner Gillen: With respect 
to the postoffice, the City has no juris- 
diction over the construction of the 
postoffice; but Representative Lehl- 
bach had a great deal to do with this 
postoffice matter, and I would move 
that that complaint about the em- 
ployees engaged on the construction 
of the postoffice be referred by this 
Commission to Congressman Lehlbach 
to investigate and to do what he can 
to rernedy the situation.

Coramissioner Gillen: I think the 
provision in the act prohibiting the 
sale of this non-intoxicating beer—it 


has been declared non-intoxicating by 
Congress—is a remnant of the old 
hypocrisy that put prohibition over on 
this country; and I feel it is very in- 
jurious to New Jersey and very unfair 
to the residents of the State. We have 
three hundred miles of coast line in 
New Jersey dotted by hundreds of 
summer resorts to which are attracted 
countless thousands of people from 
outside the state. They come into 
New Jersey and spend their money 
here and spend their summers here 
and New Jersey benefits by that. 
Now, if you have a proviso in the law 
which prohibits the sale or drinking 
of a glass of beer on Sunday, that 
may result in keeping thousands and 
thousands of people away from New 
Jersey and turning away vast sums 
of money that might be spent in the 
State. And I believe as you do that 
Sunday is the day of the working 
people; in fact, everybody, rich and 
poor, it is practically the only day 
they have a chance to take their fam- 
ilies out. And if you dine out or 
lunch out and want a glass of beer 
with your meals, and if this is non- 
intoxicating, why shouldn't it be just 
as reasonable to drink it and sell it 
on Sunday as it would be on Monday 
or Tuesday? If it is not sold in New 


Jersey people will go to New York ` 


from New Jersey and spend their 
money over there. I therefore move 
you that this City Commission go on 
record and memoralize the Legislature 
that we favor eliminating that pro- 
hibition against the Sunday sale of 
beer from the law. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I second 
‘the motion. . 


Mayor Congleton: I go along with 
the principle of the motion; but the 
so-called tavern or what we used to 
call the saloon, I am in favor of those 
places being kept closed until say two 
o’clock.

Is the 
Commission correctly informed? 


Mr. Edward A. Dougherty, 176 
Huntington Terrace: I am an iron- 
worker, a member of local 11 and a 
citizen of Newark. I have been un- 
able to obtain work for two years. I 
am married and have a wife and fam- 
ily dependent on me for support. I 
realize there are thousands of others 
in the same position as myself. Out- 
dsiers are given work that belongs to 
cur own citizens. In 1930 on the City 
Railway work all the men on that job 
were from out of Newark. January, 
1981, the same thing. June 1931, Oc- 
tober of 1931, October 1932, February 
1933 and March 1988. Director Gillen 
made a motion to investigate and 
bring back the report to your engi- 
neers, 


Mayor Congleton: You do not want 
to give this group of men the impres- 
sion that after the matter was dis- 
cussed on these various days that 
nothing was done, do you? Men were 
discharged constantly, and you know 
it. Of course, I cannot check up every 
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day. But we checked up on that job, 
and on anything that was a city job 
or where the city had the authority 
we were constantly, from the begin- 
ning of that work, ordering people 
that were non-residents off the job, 
Now, I know from subsequent investi- 
gation that some of them came back 
and gave phoney addresses, and I took 
the trouble and pains to have those 
addresses investigated; and when we 
found they were phoney they went off. 
Now, I don’t want you to give the im- 
pression to this group that on these 
various occasions when the matter 
was brought to the attention of the 
Commission nothing was done. 


Mr. Ray Hatfield, 324 Morris Ave- 
nue: Honorable Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, I appeared before you a week 
ago Wednesday. My discussion was 
the Prudential job. I have been a 
member of the ironworkers for over 
twenty years in good standing. On 
the Prudential Housing project there 
are seven out-of-town men, one, in- 
cluding the foreman, known as the 
keyman. I ask your full support in 
the help of the many needy families 
and men in Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: I certainly will 
have it investigated. 


Mr. William L. Brown: 284 Broad 
Street: Honorable Mayor and Com- 
missioners, about two and a half 
months ago I came to the City Hall 
and complained that the men down on 
this job are from Jersey City. 


Mayor Congleton: Pardon me. Do 
you know if there are any ironwork- 
ers on the Pennsylvania job that are 
not Newark people? ` 


Mr. Brown: There is a couple down 
there I have my doubts about. 


Mayor Congleton: Because more 
than a week ago, after we had gotten 
the latest information that we could 


get, we found people there that had 
Newark addresses but we did not be~ 
lieve they were bona fide residents of 
Newark and we ordered the contractor 
to lay them off. That we have some 
control over down at the Pennsyl- 
vania. We haven’t that same control 
with the Prudential job. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to speak? ? 


Mr. Dougherty: Mr. Mayor, the 
only way this situation can be rem- 
edied is to fire those out-of-town fore- 
men. 


Mayor Congleton: Are there more 
than one? 


Mr. Dougherty: They are all out-of- 
town foremen.

Mayor, I move you that this Commis- 
sion request the contractor to furnish 
a list of the names and addresses of 
those men now on the Pennsylvania 
job or any other job under control of 
this Commission, and their addresses 
for the last year, and that that list be 
furnished weekly to this Commission.

Mr. Brown: If you will pardon me, 
Mr. Ellenstein, I don’t think you go 
quite deep enough in it, because the 
payrolis coming up here would mean 
nothing about these men unless you 
have an investigator and let some of us 
familiar with the people in this local- 
ity check up with the investigator and 
find out who these men are, because 
they will shimmy that payroll, and I 
know they will. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
be investigated by the City Commis- 
sion. 


Mr. Carl Teske, 65 Merchant Street: 
How about meeting some of us after 
the Commission meeting here and 
give you the names and addresses and 
you can go to work on them Monday 
morning and get rid of them. 


Commissioner Gillen: As I under- 
stand it, it is the sense of the Com- 
mission that any evidence like that as 
to non-residents, that action will be 
taken. And I believe it comes under 
your department Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Congleton: No, the Pruden- 
tial does not come under my depart- 
ment. The building of those buildings 
is a private enterprise. If Dr. Ellen- 
stein’s motion has prevailed, we are 
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to ask the contractor to give us each 
week a list of the men working on the 
jobs with their residence. Now, with 
that, they will be available to any- 
body that wants to look at them. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
we ask a representative of the Pru- 
dential Insurance Company to come co 
the conference of the Board of Com- 
missioners and discuss this subject at 
the earliest time we meet.

Mr. Hugh McDonald, 11 Mt. Pleas- 
ant Avenue: Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, I am the delegate of six hun- 
dred independent ironworkers belong- 
ing to the Bridgemen, Ironworkers 
and Riggers Union of Newark, and 
also the general agent of the Inde- 
pendent Building Trades Council of 
about fifteen hundred of the various 
crafts. When you Commissioners 
make any disposition of the welfare 
of the ironworkers that you also in- 
clude there the independent man, be- 
cause this organization is comprised 
of men who through discrimination 
and exhorbitant dues had to drop 
their tickets in the old union, and 
form a union of their own. I can say 
truthfully of our six hundred men 
there is not one that is not a compet- 
ent ironworker, and the various other 
crafts also. 


Mr. James Byrne, 2 Orchard Street: 
This matter was brought up before 
our executive board a week ago last 
night, and we asa body were petition- 
ed to appear, and to file a protest 
against the members discriminating 
against the various members of our 
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organization being knocked off in the 
City of Newark. According to our 
International Constitution it was im- 
possible for us at any time to dis- 
criminate against any member of our 
organization working any place in the 
United States or county as long as he 
carries a good card. 


Mr. Peter Roth, 15 Leo Place: Hon- 
orable Mayor and Commissioners: At 
last night’s meeting of our executive 
board a committee of complainants 
that presented this petition about non- 
resident members of our organization, 
after we reported to them, felt that 
we were not competent to handle this 
case and they requested our chairman 
to take it out of our hands, and the 
executive board, and for him alone to 
take this up with the Mayor or to 
conclude this case. 


Mayor Congleton: Let me ask you, 
do I understand from what you have 
said that the complainants were peo- 
ple that had beer, discharged from the 
Pennsylvania job who were not resi- 
dents of Newark? 


Mr, Roth: Several of them. 


Mayor Congleton: And that that 
was what the delegation came down 
the other day to take up with me, to 
try and have those men reinstated ? 


Mr. Roth Your answer to us, Mr, 
Mayor, that it would be beyond your 
powers to do otherwise that the laws 
you are governed by on this City 
work, we conveyed to them and it was 
not favorable. They then withdrew 
the same petition and the same reso- 
lution asking us to come before you 
men and ask you not to discriminate 
aaginst our membership; that very 
same resolution they withdrew and 
took our powers in this matter away . 
from the executive board and made 
ouy chairman all powerful to conclude 
this case for them. 


Mayor Congleton: The point I want. 
ed to get some further information on 
is this, that even in your own organi- 
zation at your regular meeting there 
is not a unanimous opinion that New- 
ark men should get Newark work, 
and the reason your committee was 
originally appointed, as I gathered 
from what you said, was to come to 
me or to the Commission complaining 
about having discharged men off of 
the Pennsylvania job who were not 
Newark residents. You said the com- 
plainants before you were some of the 
men who had been discharged from 
the Pennsylvania job and that they 
were non-residents of Newark. And 
they were complaining about that ac- 
tion, and based on this complaint, this 
resolution that you are now referring 
to was passed and the delegation did 
come to see me? Based on the com- 
plaint that people, non-residents of 
Newark had been discharged from the 
job and they thought they ought to 
go back? So there isn’t any unan- 
imity of opinion in your own organi- 
zation on it? I want to make clear to 
this group exactly what I told you 
and Mr. Byrne who bas spoken 
when you were in my office the other 
day and you had your president and 
several other members of the execu- 
tive committee, together with your 
business agent: When the question 
was broached about these men were 
members of the local and that your 
local haq jurisdiction over territory 
broader than just the City of Newark. 
I think you will bear me out when I 
say that I told that committee that it 
did not make any difference,—and T 
say this in no arrogant sort of way, 
but respectfully,—that when it came 
to work that was paid for by the tax- 
payers of Newark which was city 
work, that I would have to disregard

Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor, I 
do not have to remind you or the citi- 
zens how the property owners are 
worried today over their taxes. There 
was a law passed on April 11 which to 
become effective must be adopted by 
resolution of the City Commission. 
Property owners will be thus granted 
an opportunity to pay arrearages over 
a period of five years. Such install- 
ments shall be payable every month 
Or quarter, with interest on the un- 
paid balances at the rate of seven per 
cent. per annum. During the period 
of the extension of time by the City 
Commission the lien of such arrears 
shall be suspended and the amount 
thereof shall not be considered due 
except as the same becomes payable 
in installments under the terms of the 
act. The municipality shall have no 
further right to enforce payment of 
arrears as long as surh installment 
payments are made. This extension 
of: time and suspension of lien of ex- 
isting taxes in arrears shall not pre- 
vail until the first half of the 1933 
tax thereof has been paid. The 
adoption of sueh a resolution by the 
governing body and the suspension of 
the lien of arrears will afford great 
relief ‘to the property owners upon 
whom these tax arrears have been 
pressing down as a nightmare, not al- 
together because of the imminent 
danger of the sale of their properties, 
by the municipalities, but because of 
the fear which they have of fore- 
closure proceedings by holders of 
mortgages on their property by rea- 
son of non-payment of taxes, even 
though the interest on such mortgage 
encumbrances have been paid. The 


mortgage encumbrance on the proper- 
ty under this measure is still main- 
tained as a first lien upon the prop- 
erty because of the suspension of the 
lien of the taxes, and property own- 
ers need not fear that foreclosure 
suits will be brought against them by 
the mortgagees because of non-pay- 
ment of their taxes. It will relieve 
thousands of property owners from 
anxiety and enable them to sleep at 
night, and bring to the municipality 
the prompt payment of the first half 
of 1933 taxes. 


Now, as stated, the governing body, 
of course, must pass a resolution. It 
seems to me that these are extra- 
ordinary times, far beyond anything 
we have ever experienced before, and 
they are so unusual and the property 
owners are in such a distressful con- 
dition that I think the governing body 
of this city should do everything pos- 
sible to help them out of their ter- 
rible dilemma. Every indication to- 
day seems to point to a recovery of 
business, and the trade revorts all 
over the country show an upturn in 
all kinds of trade and business; and 
we are all hoping and longing for 
better times when people will have 
a little money to meet these payments 
of their back taxes. So in these cir- 
cumstances it seems to me we should 
take action; end I would offer a mo- 
tion to ask the Law Department to 
prepare a resolution to be presented 
at the meeting next week. In the 
meantime all the Commissionars will 
have had an opportunity to examine 
carefully into the matter—I think you 
are familiar with it anyhow—and de- 
cide what you want to do with it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I second 
that motion. 


Commissioner Gillen: It is amended 
‘so they have to pay the current taxes. 


The roll being called, the motion 
‘was declared adopted bv the follow- 
ing votes:

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission this morn- 
ing that we have some jurisdiction 
over? 


Mr. Leonard Corey, Lucas Street, 
Hillside, New Jersey, business agent 
of the Carpenters of Essex County: 


Mr. Mayor, men on the Miller job, 
last section of the City Railroad, are 
compelled to rebate or give back $4.20 
a day out of $11.20. Four of the six 
carpenters have made affidavits ask- 
ing you gentlemen to investigate this. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, 
may I make a report on it so the 
other Commissioners outside of your- 
self and myself may be familiar with 
this matter so they will be able to 
deal with it intelligently this morning. 
On last Saturday Mr. Corey conferred 
with yourself and myself having to 
do with the I. Miller job on the canal, 
bringing to our attention the fact that 
I. Miller had apparenly sub-contract- 
ed some of this work andj was recog- 
nizing local labor conditions and pay- 
ing the prevailing rate to all appear- 
ances. And after I conferred further 
with Mr. Corey and called in the Po- 
lice Depaitment to investigate the 
matter. And we are satisfied from 
our investigation, supported by affi- 
davvits by men who wo ked on the 
job, that this contractor has been con- 
ducting h'mself ccntemptibly in face 
of the fact that he entered into this 
contract with the city of Newark in 
good faith. Jt is our firm opinion, 
well supported, that he for the record 
paid the prevailing rate of wage, 
$11.20, and then demanded that the 
throwback of $4.20 be made effective. 
Investig. ting the actual return of Us 
money on Monday, we are convince‘ 
that it was done and done ver 
adroitly by the agents of I. Miller and 
Companv 
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Mr. Corey: Beg pardon, it is the 
subcontractor. 


Commissioner Egan: We do not 
recognize the subcontractor; I Miller 
anq Company has a contract with the 
City of Newark, and this subcontract- 
ing is just another feature of mani- 
pulation on the part of the contractor 
who wants o apparently keep himse!t 
clean on the surface and uses some 
organization to give himself a veneer- 
ed covering. These men find it almost 
impossible to obtain employment to- 
day, and when they do find work, and 
this particular work is under the au- 
spices of the city, it seems a pity ana 
a shame that a contractor will take 


- advantage of the man who is working 


for a living by compelling him to pay 
back tribute to the contractor as a 
bonus, if you will, for the work that 
is supplied to him through the con. 


. tractor because of the city’s activities 


at this time, I see Mr. Miller in the 
audience this morning. We have had 
him in the Police Department with tne 
so-called subcontractor. I have af. 
fidavits here signed by four men who 
are members of the Carpenters Union 
and who maintain a proper posit’on as 
skilled mechanics in recognizing their 
union rules, for the particular reason 
that the contractoy agrees to rezog- 
nize the rules of this territory when 
he accepted this contract; and it 
shows clearly that he wanted to he 
on record as recognizing the prevail- 
ing rates in face of the fact that he 
did pay $11.20 a day, but then made 
the men who did get some wo k on 
the job pay back through his agent 
$4 20, and pay it back in such a way 
that nobody would ever be actually 
caught receiving the money from the 
man who worked for a living. There 
is quite a bit of space up there, and 
we have sufficient evidence to prove 
conclusively to us that this practise is 
factual as well as very, very con- 
‘temptible. 


Mayor Congleton: I want to exp ess 
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my thanks to Commissioner Egan for 
the very prompt and efficient help he 
has given me in getting the evidence 
ir this case. The contract is very 
specific that the contractor shall pay 
the prevailing rate of wage and shall 
recognize the hours fixed by our 
statute as a day. In addition to 
breaching the contract in this respect, 
I also feel the I. Miller has breached 
the contract in subletting the work 
without first getting the consent of 
the city; and I want to assure you, 
Mr. Corey and the members of your 
union, that with this evidence before 
me I will take up the matter very 
promptly with the thought of taking 
the contract away from the Miller 
Company because of their deliberate 
breach of the contract. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
want to say to you that I believe your 
colleagues concur in your attitude, 
and if there is any possibility legally 
that this contract with I. Miller and 
Company will be cancelled. I believe 
they have breached the contract, and 
I believe in breaching the contract 
they showed bad faith with Newark, 
they showed bad faith with the men 
who have to earn a living; and in my 
opinion they are entitled to no decent 
consideration at the hands of the City 
of Newark. And I move you that 
your action in arranging to cancel 
this contract be concurred in by the 
other members of the Commission. 


Commissioner Gillen: And that th? 
Law Department be advised of the 
breach of the contract. 


_ Mayor Congleton: You have heard 
the motion. Any remarks to it? If 
not, all in favor will signify by say- 
ing aye, opposed no; the clerk will 
call the roll. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas. Commissioners Egan, Ellen- 
stein, Gillen, Howe, Mayor Congleton. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to bring anything to 
the attention of the Commission this 
morning? 


Mrs. Joseph Cohn, President, Par. 
ent-Teachers Association, Hawthorne 
School: 


Mayor Congleton and Commission- 
ers; our Board of Education has de- 
cided to retire all principals, teachers, 
Dr. Jackson, assistant superintendent, 
and all our educators in the depart- 
ment. If there is to be any cut in our 
budget the entire educational system 
must be willing to share that respon- 
sibility, not a chosen few. We are 
setting an example to all around us. 
Suppose next week our other cities 
about us decide to do the same thing 
and retire hundreds of their people, 
what happens? We have a run on 
the bank, on the pension fund as we 
did on the bank. 


Mayor Congleton: No, Mrs. Cohn, 
that has not been the experience at 
all. The Legislature makes appro- 
priations to the Teachers Pension and 
Annuity Fund from year to year 
based upon actuarial figures furnish- 
ed to them by real insurance people; 
and during the last few years the 
State has paid into that Teacher3 
Pension and Annuity Fund something 
over $16,000.000. 


Mrs. Cohn: Mr. Mayor, I have a 
letter from our assistant Comm13- 
sioner of Education of New Jersey, 
in which he writes to Mr. McElroy, 
dated April 12 for Mr. McElroy to 
use every possible influence. Do you 
know that if the Legislature shoult 
fail to make this appropriation to the 
Teachers Fund— 


Mayor Congleton: If they should 
fail. They haven’t in all the years 
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Mrs. Cohn (continuing).—as_ re- 
quired by law, that the Board of 
Trustees would be unable to continue 
the payment of pensions to the tea- 
chers now retired. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, we have to 
be guided a bit by the actions taken 
by boards and bodies over a long per- 
iod of years. The State Legislature 
has appropriated year in and year out 
a sum fixed by people who presum- 
ably are qualified to act, to keep that 
Teachers Pension and Annuity Fund 
solvent and in a position to pay all of 
its obligations. Further than that, I 
have the assurance of Mr. William L. 
Morgan, a member of the law firm of 
Piney, Hardin ang Skinner, who is one 
of the trustees of that pension fund, 
that the pension fund e able to take 
care of its obligations and they have 
no fear that the Legislature is not go- 


ing to give into the fund some more . 


of the taxpayers’ money. And, of 
course, that is what that fund was 
created for. It cannot be used for 
any other purpose. And I haven’t the 
least fear in my own mind about that 
fund not being kept in proper shape. 
The State Legislature passed the act 
under which the Board of Education 
is acting in giving them discretion as 
to the age that they shall retire tea- 
chers. It is optional with the Boara 
of Education afte: a teacher becomes 
sixty-two years of age. Just the 
same as the army and navy fixes six- 
ty-four and just the same as the State 
Legislature has fixed the age of, I 
think it is, sixty-four, for policemen 
and firemen, ` 


Commissioner Egan: Sixty-five. 

Mayor Congleton: I have sat as a 
member of the Pension Fund and been 
compelled to retire police officers that 
wee just as capable of performing 
police duty on that particular day as 
they had been for the last five or ten 
years and who were rendering excel- 
lent service. The theory back of it is 
not that the younger people of the 
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system should have something to look 
forward to in the way of promotion 
so that they might get some of these 
higher positions and have that used 
as a part of their average pay over a 
period of years so that when they re- 
tire they may be able to get a pension 
which will enable them to live on 
nicely. 


Mrs. Cohn read petition from par- 
ents and tax payers protesting 
against such retirements. 


Mayor Congleton: A representative 
of the school people called upon me, 
and if my recollection serves me cor- 
rectly, told me of the sixty-some that 
this retirement affected, forty-some 
had already made applications to the 
pension fund for retirement, so that 
it was merely confirming what they 
themselves asked for. 


Now, I would like to take this op- 
portunity, in view of the public state- 
ments of Mrs. Cohn, to correct an im- 
pression that seems to be abroad that 
I had something to do with this action 
taken. by the Board of Education. I 
want to state as emphatically as I can 
that my first knowledge of it was 
when I read it in the newspapers. 
Since it has been my privilege to ap- 
point the members of the Board of 
Education I have not attempted in 
any way to influence their policies. I 
have appointed people that I had con- 
fidence in and whom I knew had a 
right viewpoint on the public school 
system, and have left it to them, to- 
gether with the professional educa- 
tors in the system, to conduct the 
work as they thought best. 

And another correction that IT 
would like to make that seems to be 
prevalent, there has been no desire or 
attempt on the part of the members 
of the City Commission that sit in the 
Board of School Estimate to in any 
way hamper or destroy our educa- 
tional system. It is our opinion that 


‘unemployed. 
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the money that was appropriated is 
ample. In prosperous time the cost 
of education went up just the same as 
every other cost. Proof of that is 
that for the school year 1918-1919 the 
cost of the school system in the City 
of Newark was a little over four mil- 
lions of dollars, and the cost of the 
school system in the City of Newark 
for the year 1931-1932 was over 
twelve millions of dollars. And the 
school budget for 1930-1931 provided ` 
a million dollars more in salaries for 
the school teachers than the budget 
for 1928-1929. So I was, if I can, to 
correct the impression that the high 
cost of gevernment that is so much 
talked about was due to expenditures 
in departments that came under the 
five City Commissioners. In pros- 
perous days when we were going 
along just as the individual was going 
along, and giving to the public the 
service that they were demanding, we 
were not a bit stingy with the school 
system. The tax ordinance is passed 
and there is no possibility of the City 
increasing, under the law, the ap- 
propriation heretofore made for the 
support of the public schools. 


This statute under which they have 
been acting is a statute that was pre- 
pared by the school people themselves 
and which they lobbied through. I do 
not mean lobbied in any offensive 
manner, but sponsored that, is per- 
haps a better word, sponsored it 
through the legislature. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, about the housing situa- 
tion the latest figures from Washing- 
ton show that 17,034,000 people are 
If we made some ar- 
rangements to throw down the houses 
that are unfit for habitation and build 
modern, up-to-date houses for the 
people it would give employment to 
the building workers and painters. 


Mi. Ea l Eble, 488 Summer Ave ue 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, I 
simply want to endorse the remarks 
by Mrs. Cohn. 


Mayor Congleton: Anyone else? 


Mr. Aaron Burke, 385 Springfield 
Avenue: 


Commissioners, I came seeking per- 
mission to have a tag day on the 
Scottsboro campaign. 


Commissioner Egan: Myr. Mayor, 
this gentleman has been in touch with 
me. He wanted to have a tag day 
throughout the City of Newark on the 
Scottsboro situation. It has been the 
rule of the city that we do not have 
those tag days throughout the city. 


Mayor Congleton: We are not in- 
clined to grant any such permission. 
It is the policy of the City Commis- 
sion not to permit tag days for mat- 
ters of that kind. Now, you will have 
to go amongst your people if you 
want to raise funds to assist them in 
defense. That is the purpose of this. 
It will not be permitted in any see- 
tion of the city. It is against the 
policy of the Commission. I want to 
be as courteous to you as I can, but 
I think that is quite clear. Your ap- 
plication for permission to have a 
tag day for the purpose that you are 
applying is denied. 


Mr. Irving Gross, 68 Huntington 
Terrace: 


Gentlemen, today in this chamber 
we are honoring the boys of our city. 
We are supposed to show these boys 
how our city is run. But what: about 
the silence that you have taken with 
regards to the ballot affair. I wish 
to quote from a newspaper article, 
the Rev. Dr. Walter L. Whallon: “Not 
onc of the commissioners and certain- 
ly the commission as a unit have not 
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shown the interest ın this matter thar 
ouy city has a right to expect from 
them.” 


Mayor Congleton: A proper answer 
to the young man who just spoke 
might be for him to ask Prosecutor 
Smith the reason for the silence on 
the part of the Commissioners. Per- 
sonally, and I know J express the 
sentiments of all the other members 
of this commission when I say to you, 
and you may carry back to the people 
you represent, young man, that we 
are more interested in seeing the real 
culprits discovered and convicted than 
we are in seeking personal glorifica- 
tion by issuing statements for the 
front page of the newspapers. (Ap. 
plause.) 


Your statement so carefully pre- 
pared is correct with respect to the 
silence on the part of the Commis- 
sioners, but it is not correct when it 
states that this Commission and the 
individual members of it have taken 
no interest in the discovery of the 
people guilty of this dastardly crime 
and which is a blow at the funda- 
mentals of our form of government. 
Immediately when this crime was dis- 
covered the members of the Com- 
mission immediately conferred; we 
did not blaze it before the public, we 
were interested, as I said before, in 
attempting to discover the people re- 
sponsible for this crime. In that con- 
nection, I want to publicly say that I 
know of my own personal knowledge 
of the action and attitude assumed by 
Commissioner Egan when this crime 
was discovered. It was discovered 
just prior to the members of this 
Commission coming to a meeting on 
Wednesday wnorning, and Commis- 
sioney Egan did not wait until the 
meeting was over, but while we sat 
here he sent for the head of the De- 
tective Bureau and had the person 
who had given him the information 
about the commission of this crime 
repeat ıt to him ın that side room, 
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sir; and he did not stop there; he con- 
ferred with people—-he did me the 
honoy to confer with me, and stated 
that inasmuch as it was alleged that 
certain members of the Police De- 
partment were charged with being 
parties to this crime, and he being Di- 
rector of the Devartment of Public 
Safety, would I undertake to make an 
investigation with respect to this 
crime. I refused for two reasons: 
first of all, I had no power of 
subpoena; and second, unless I were 
able to discover the real parties I 
would be charged with having white- 
washed this entire affair. But out of 
that conference, let me tell you, grew 
the thought that Commissioner Egan, 
who was so anxious for a full, 
thorough and competent investigation 
to be made that he went to the late 
Chief Justice Gummere,—and this 
State has never had a more honor- 
able judge, a man of great independ- 
ence, a man whose character has 
never been attacked,—and asked him, 
because of the position he occupied, 
to either appoint a special prosecutor 
to investigate this cace or to have 
the Attorney General of the State of 
New Jersey, who is of a different po- 
litical faith, if you please, appoint a 
special attorney to conduct this in- 
vestigation. The Chief Justice re- 
fused that request with the statement 
that it was a crime that came under 
the jurisdiction of the County Pros- 
ecutor and that he had confidence in 
the County Prosecutor; that he had 
his staff available for that purpose. 
And immediately, and I know from 
my own personal knowledge, Commis- 
sioner Egan conferred with the Pros- 
ecutoy and this whole matter was 
gone into. And now let me say to you 
why our silence. Mr. Prosecutor re- 
quested because certain members of 
the Police Department were alleged 
to be parties to this crime that he be 
left in sole cha:ge of the investiga- 
Don and requested Commissioner 
Egan to place at his disposal, under 
Chief McRell, all of the facilities of 


the Newark Police Department; and 
further, Prosecutor Smith, in the in- 
terests of justice, as he stated, re- 
quested that the members of this City 
Commission should not be issuing 
statements, but that all information 
to the press and the public should 
emanate from his office. That is the 
reason we have not opened our 
mouths. I am more interested in 
seeing the guilty persons brought to 
justice, just as interested as any citi- 
zen of this city or of these United 
States. But I believe that it is more 
important that we get the right peo- 
ple than it is to try and advertise our. 
selves on the front page of the news. 
papers. 


My colleagues and I have been tak- 
ing it on the chin because we have 
been doing that which we thought was 
in the interests of justice, and at the 
request of the man that was in charge 
of this investigation. And I would 
like to ask these people that have 
been criticizing the silence, what more 
could be done than is being done? We 
have the county criminal authorities, 
first under the guidance of that great. 
justice, Chief Justice Gummere, and 
later Judge Flannagan, taking care of 
this case; the Prosecutor having his 
own staff and having Chief McRell, 
who has made his reports direct to 
the Prorecutor and not to his im- 
mediate superior; we have the Fed- 
eral authorities investigating this 
case and they have returned indict- 
ments. I want to ask in all fairness, 
what good would resolutions passed 
do to bring the culprits to justice? 
And I want ot say that if I am to be 
judged by reason of my silence when 
J have done it in the interests of jus- 
tice at the request of the criminal au- 
thorities of this state and this nation, 
I am prepared to take the conss- 
quences. 


I would like to add one further 
word, if you please, that some of 
these very men who have been crit- 
icizing this silence visited me in my 


-office shortly after this crime was 
committed, and I confidentially in- 
formed them of my attitude, so they 
‘have known it for weeks and months. 


Mr. Frank J. Kosh, 63 Mott Street: 


‘Gentlemen, I have been before you 
‘several times in reference to my case 
with the State Highway. 


Mayor Congleton: We have told you 
time and time again that it was a 
matter between you and the State 
Highway, and that we have en- 
deavored to the utmost. What do you 
think we can do that we have not 
done? 


Mr. Kosh: I think the Commission 
should take action that the State 
should compensate me for my injuries. 


Mayor Congleton: We have done 
that, sir, and the State does not com- 
ply with our request. 


Commissioner Gillen: We have 
passed resolutions, and we have com- 
municated with the State Highway 
Commission and expressed entire 
sympathy with your claim and re- 
‘quested that you be compensated. I 
am willing to make any further effort 
to help you. If you could suggest any 
effort I would go to Trenton myself 
to help you, because I have a great 
deal of sympathy for you and I think 
you ought to be compensated if there 
is any possible way to do it. But T 
do not know what more we can do. _ 


Commissioner Egan: I move you, 
Mr. Mayor, that this matter be re- 
ferred to the Governor of the State 
of New Jersey with a full record as 
we have it in the City Commission in 
the clerk’s office, requesting the Gov- 
ernor thst he assume the leadership 
in dealing with this matter, confer- 
ring with the Highway Commission 
when it does exist. As I understand 
it there is no Highway Commission 
in existence today. 


It would seem that this young man 
has been made to suffer severely; he 
has lost his (mb, he has lost his op- 
portunity of making a living. And 
while there are probably technical 
legal points not to his advantage, still 
there is the moral obligation that the 
State undoubtedly should recognize; 
and I am sure if the Governor, the 
chief executive of th's state, has the 
matter referred to him with the rec- 
ommendation of the City of Newark 
that you be given humane treatment 
at the hands of the State Highway 
Commission, that you will get some 
action. I so move, Mr. Mayor. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Commissioner Egan: I move that

Mayor Ellenstein: At this point it 
is my pleasure to formally introduce 
to the citizenry, the Director of Pub- 
lic Works, Pearce R. Franklin. 


Commissioner Franklin: It is esp- 
ecially gratifying to me to be afford- 
ed this opportunity to express my 
heartfelt thanks and sincerest appre- 
ciation to the electorate of this City 
for their vote of confidence in me. 
Never before has there been shown 
such wide-spread public interest and 
determination on the part of the man- 
on-the-street to have his say as to 
whom he wants to serve him as Com- 
missioners of this great City during 
the next four years. That augers 
well for the success of the newly 
elected administration; provided, of 
course, that we demonstrate by our 
public acts that the confidence which 
the electorate has repused in us has 
not been misplaced. 


I harbor no misgivings on that 
‘score. With honesty of purpose, con- 
scientious effort, team work and pub- 
lic spirited cooperation on the part 
of the citizenry, the task confronting 
us will be done as it should be done. 
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The most important problem con- 
fronting us today in local government 
is how can we cut our administrative 
costs and public spending to the ir- 
reducible minimum. Here in this City, 
as in every other City, there is the 
need for a real expenditure control 
over the municipal budget. A mere 
check on disbursements cannot ac- 
complish this end in itself. We must 
have, to begin with, a central pur- 
chasing department or bureau under 
a single head, who is alone in power 
to make purchases for every branch 
of the City’s service. We must run 
the City strictly on a cash basis. 


I submitted my candidacy for City 
Commissioner to the voters of New- 
ark because I felt that if elected I 
could help improve the administration 
of affairs in this city in this critical 
economic period. I also solicited 
support of my election on the basis 
that I would then be in a tactical 
position to offer a constructive and 
feasible program for wage adjust- 
ments of public employees, and to do 
everything in my power to see to it 
that the plan is acted upon. 


I was desirious of being elected in 
order that I might vote for and en- 
deavor to influence my colleagues on 
the Commission to adopt the policy of 
of financing public improvements only 
on the pay-as-you-go plan; to apply 
other sound economic principles of 
modern business practise in the con- 
duct of public government. 


I also sought election because I 
wished to be in a position to vote for 
and use my influence to obtain a sub.

The 
vital questions affecting public wel- 
fare are problems involving honesty, 
efficiency, and economy in the ad- 
ministration of civie atfairs. These 
are the fundamental principles of 
good government, Federal, State, and 
local, 


In closing may I ‘reiterate my ac- 
knowledgement of your splendid sup- 
port with a deep sense of gratitude. 
I am not personally obligated, politic- 
ally or otherwise, to anyone other 
than to the citizenry whom I mean to 
serve faithfully, conscientiously, and 
with every ounce of energy in me to 
help make Newark a cleaner and bet- 
ter and a greater city. That is my 
solemn pledge to you as your public 
servant. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is now my 
pleasure to introduce Commissioner 
Reginald Parnell, Director of Rev- 
enue and Finance. 


Commissioner Parnell: My fellow 
citizens, as I stand here before you 
this morning I am not particularly 
filled with a sense of triumph or vic- 
tory; but I am filled with a sense of 
tremendous responsibility to the peo- 
ple of this great City of Newark. 
And I realize that you are expecting 
certain things of me: You are expect- 
ing leadership from me, you are ex- 
pecting integrity, you are expecting 
courage, you are expecting enthus- 
jasm. 


And yet I cannot stand here be- 
fore you this morning without pay- 
ing tribute to a great leader who has 
stood here before me, and I cannot 
help but bear in mind the fact that 
I am standing in this particular place 
today at this particular moment be- 
cause one of your old, grand, intelli- 
gent, . fine, cultured citizens has 
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brought me here; and I am referring 
to the late Thomas L. Raymond. 


He it was who painted the picture; 
he it was who gave me the ideals of 
government; he it was who taught me 
the principles and the single princi- 
ples upon which a man can hope to 
serve and go on to future destiny and 
opportunity. And so I want to pay 
tribute to him today who is lying a 
few miles away, lying across the river 
in a neighboring state a few feet be- 
low the surface, almost in touch with 
the stirring of the springtide, listen- 
ing to the whispering of the wind. 
My friend is gone, but his name is 
written large in letters of gold that 
time will not efface nor unkind eare 
cause to grow less dim, And I will 
endeavor to serve you in the spirit in 
which he served you: In a spirit of 
loving kindness and gentility. And 
from my mind and from my heart and 
from my embrace the vision of his 
face and his form will never, never 
die. 


Now, then, you are not asking 
ing promises from me, you are ask- 
ing deeds from me. I owe no politi- 
cal allegiance; I owe this office to no 
one today but to Thomas L. Raymond 
and my fellow citizens of this com- 
munity. You fought, you upheld the 
standard, you rallied to the ranks; 
you recognized the bugle call and 
the clarion call to go on and 
storm the impossible and assauit 
the impregnable; and you will 
expect from me the same leadership, 
and { will expect from you the same 
grand, magnificent support that you 
gave me up to this moment, and 
which, and which alone placed me in 
this position. 


My fellow citizens, I promise to 
you, just as I took that solemn, sac- 
red oath a moment or two ago, that 
I will give you all my enthusiasm, all 
my physique, and any intellectual 
ability that I may possess, to serve 


you well, to serve you faithfully, to 
serve you without limit, to time or 
stint. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will now in- 
troduce Commissioner Michael P. 
Duffy, Director of Public Safety. 


Commissioner Duffy: It is a real 
pleasure to join with my woithy col- 
leagues and to add to their words of 
thanks an expression of my gratitude 
for the public support of my candid- 
acy. During the campaign just ended 
I have espoused the cause of honest 
labor, and I shall continue to do so 
as a member of this body; and at the 
Same time I shall try to tiuly repre- 
sent all within our city. Some of the 
constructive policies which I have ad- 
vocated and mean to adhere to call 
for a departmental survey of the city 
government to the end that an eco- 
nomical business administration may 
be effected; also the establishment of 
a real centralized purchase bureau. 
By that I mean one as outlined by me 
in the campaign, which would func. 
tion as if it were run by a sound pri. 
vate business undertaking. These 
practical and sound policies briefly 
summarize my constructive recom. 
mendations outside of my own de. 
partment. I shall do my part to 
crystalize them into action. 


Now that the election is over let us 
get down to work. There is plenty 
to be done, and there is a real wil- 
lingness on the part of the new Com- 
mission to do it. We shall live up to 
the letter and spirit of our pledges to 
the people of this city. 


I welcome the opportunity to put to 
use my seven years of experience in 
the department assigned to me by my 
colleagues. This experience should 
be of real value in my efforts to bring 
about constructive changes in the de- 
partment with which I am charged. I 
again want to thank my friends for 
all they have done for me. In return 
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I shall try to give to them and te our 
city an administration which will 
meet with unqualified and deserving 
approval. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is now my 
pleasure to introduce Commissioner 
Anthony F. Minisi, Director of the 
Department of Parks and Public 
Property. 


Commissioner Minisi: I heartily 
concur in the note of kindly appre- 
ciation of the public support of our 
respective candidacies for the several 
posts on this Commission. Personal- 
ly I should be very remiss were I not 
to express to my staunch supporters 
the deepest gratitude for their ines- 
timable and unselfish labors in my be- 
half. I say that from the bottom of 
my heart. 


The fruits of victory are sweet, 
but the glorious satisfaction of tried 
and true friendship is even sweeter.

Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, I have 
been an architect for over twenty- 
five years and I supervised the con- 
struction of the power house at the 
City Hall. I want to take exception 
to an article in a newspaper of last 
Friday which is attributed to Mr. 
Bigelow, Superintendent of Buildings, 
wherein he says that guards are ask- 
ed as the building cracks and power 
plant vibration injures wall of city 
structure, and that the damage is not 
due altogether to poor construction of 
the building but to peculiar soil condi- 
tions under the power house.

I 
was presiding at that meeting md 
you, Mr. Piggott, were given evay 
fair opportunity to present your pci- 
tion there. 
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Well, the matter has not been clos. 
ed. You know in fairness to you and 
in fairness to others, it was at my 
suggestion that a committee be ap- 
pointed to look into that matter. No- 
thing is going to be done until we 
determine the proper remedy; and the 
thing that will be done will be done 
with due regard to the interests of 
the people of this city. 


Mr. Henry Green, 80 Goldsmith 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Might I say to 
you, Mr. Green, that for the time be- 
ing this Commission in the main be- 
ing new and having a great many 
duties tc perform, that it is the sense 
of this Commission that you try to 


confine yourself within five minutes » 


for the time being; J mean over a 
period of a few weeks. We would be 
very glad to hear you at any time 
and extend every possible courtesy to 
you and to every other citizen who 
may wish to be heard. 


Mr. Green: Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men of the Commission, is our com- 
mittee out of existence that you. were 
chairman of? 


‘Commissioner Minisi: You refer to 
tle committee appointed by the late 
Director Murray. That committee 
wnt out of existence long ago and 
because we could not get the coopera- 
tim we should have received from the 
ores who appointed the committee. 


Ar. Green: I would like you, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen of the Commis- 
sio, that you immediately appoint or 
cal for a conference, having the 
Boed of Education present, and every 
othr city board, for some planning, 
andlet us make arrangements to buy 
& neal for the unemployed person 
whcis out of work. 


Mr. Edwarg A. Dougherty, Sr., 176 
Huntington Terrace: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, last 
Friday night, May 19, I was elected by 
Local 11 of the Ironworkers Union to 
represent it before this Commission. 
Now, there was a motion made by 
our Honorable Mayor, and this Com- 
mission carried, the resolution passed, 
that all local work must be done by 
local labor. That is not being fol- 
lowed. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other citizen who desires to be heard ? 


Mr. A. P. Fournier, 21 Court Street: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark: 
Mr. Mayor, you are the new captain 
of the boat who is going to take the 
passengers over and bring them back. 
You have a wonderful crew. Mr. 
Duffy represents the union men, We 
cannot find any better man for that 
position, 


Mr. Parnell is cne gentleman going 
to show you how to do things eco- 
nomically. . 


Commissioner Minisi, he is a man 
who when the troubles are many, he 
is the one can do something for you. 


Mr. Franklin’s legal mind and legis- 
lative experience will help the city. 


Mr. Charles Becker, 114 Market 
Street: 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might say to 
you, Mr. Becker, before you begin, 
that as I said to Mr. Green, it is the 
sense of this Commission that in view 
of the fact that tis is the first meet- 
ing since the organization meeting, 
that we would like you to try and 
confine yourself to five minutes in or- 
der to give the Commissioners an op- 
portunity to take care of the many 
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details that it is necessary to take 
care of. We will appreciate it if you 
will do so. We want to extend every 
courtesy to you— 


Mr. Becker: The taxpayers and citi. 
zens of the City of Newark have or. 
ganized groups for reducing the tax 
rate. We need for next week $6,088,- 
860, money required to pay our em- 
ployees, pensions and other expendi- 
tures. 


Commissioner Parnell: You are a 
million and a half short; it is $8,500.000 
we want. Becker, I am here a rep- 
resentative of the taxpayers of the 
City of Newark, and I am fully con- 
versant with the needs of the taxpay- 
ers of this city, and they elected me 
and I am going to represent them 
and protect them. 


You have criticized me for appoint- 
ing Mr. John Linnett. I appointed 
Mr. John A. Linnett for the protection 
of the taxpayers of this city because 
I am not familiar with real estate and 
I am not familiar with finance, and 
because Mr. Linnett has been presi- 

dent of the Real Estate Board for two 
` years and is a professor at Rutgers 
University; and he has been on the 
job from eight o’clock to one-thirty in 
the morning ever since we have been 
inducted into office. Now, I want to 
tell you further that you come here 
and you criticize us; you don’t say 
anything about the fact that Mr. 
Minisi and Mr. Parnell have been on 
the job ever since we have been here. 
You only criticize; you do not point 
out the fact that I have abolished a 
chief clerk at $4,500 a year; you do 
not point out the fact that I have re- 
fused to provide gold badges for the 
tax assessors and commissioners; you 
do not point out the fact that I have 
abolished the automobile in my de- 
partment; you do not point out the 
fact that I am using my own car at 
my own expense; you do not point out 
the fact that this morning resolutions 


went through saving a hundred thou- 
sand dollars to the taxpayers of New- 
ark. 


You come here and you make those 
blanket statements, You are not do- 
ing what is right, and you know you 
are not doing what is right. 


You know that I have asked the 
Citizens Advisory Finance Committee 
to come into my department and sur- 
vey every nook and cranny. You read 
the papers, apparently. 


Did you know I have asked them 
to tell me if we are paying too large 
salaries to tell me so; if we have got 
overlapping bureaus to tell me about 
it. I have asked them so I can get 
away to a proper start. You come 
here this morning when we men have 
hardly got our knees under this desk, 
and you are full of criticism. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You will have to 
confine yourself to those things that 
are before the Commission, 


Mr. Max L. Werner, 120 Prince 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor ang gentlemen of the 
Commission: I congratulate you upon 
your election, and I believe with 
everybody that you performed your 
duty, especially Mr. Parnell, and I 
congratulate you to have a man like 
a deputy Mr. John A. Linnett, a man 
who knows his business about real 
estate; and every taxpayer should 
stick by him and give him help and 
he will reduce our taxes with the help 
of you.

Mayor Elienstein: In explaining my 
vote, I want to say that I believe that 
every proposition that comes before 
this Commission should be carefully 
weighed and determined upon coolly 
and collectedly. I believe that, not 
only have the citizens and the voters 
of the City of Newark expressed a 
confidence in Commissioner Franklin, 
but, knowing him as I do, personally 
I have sufficient confidence in him 
and can rely upon his judgment; and 
I believe it is unfair to pre-judge any 
man before he is able to demonstrate 
the results of such an appointment. 
J disagree with Commissioner Parnell 
that the appointment has no full 
force and legal effect; because if that 
were so, why, it would decidedly 
harass and embarrass the functions 
of this Commission. For example, if 
I were to appoint a laborer in my de- 
partment it would be necessary, first 
to introduce an ordinance to create 
that position; and then follow it by a 
resolution. I, in the past, disagreed 
with Commissioner Parnell’s appoint- 
ments on at least one occasion. When 
he assumed the responsibility for such 
appointments, why, then I went along 
with him on that resolution, When 
he found he made a mistake in the ap- 
pointment he was ready and willing 
to correct it, as he did. And a like 
condition exists within the mind of 
Commissioner Franklin. If! he finds 
that Dr. Blan is not giving a full ser- 
vice of $4,500 to the City of Newark, 
I feel quite certain that he would be 
one of the very first to come before 
the City Commission and rescind his 
action. I therefore vote ‘no” on the 
resolution. 


Commissioner Parnell: Now, Mr. 
Mayor, I would just like to correct an 
impression that you have given these 
citizens here this morning. In the 
first place, this appointment is an en- 
tirely different matter from the ap- 
pointment of a laborer, You know in 
your budget of the Denartment of 
Public Affairs you are allowed to ap- 
point so many laborers; the budget 
calls for it; the appropriation was 
made up contemplating it; and you do 
not have to have an ordinance passe 
in order to appoint a laborer; and if 
you think you do, you are laboring un- 
der a strange hallucination and mis- 
apprehension. 


T have a right to appoint so many 
clerks in my department, They were 
provided for in the budget and their 
salaries were fixed, but I haven’t a 
right to create a new job or a new 
position without having an ordinanze 
passed. 


Now, as far as J making a mistake 
is concerned, if you knew what you 
evidently did know, if you had warned 
me and given me the information that 
you had, I would not have made the 
mistake. But you are closing the 
door after the horse is gone. 


On the contrary, I am telling Di- 
rector Franklin why I am opposed to 
it and giving him my reasons as 
briefly and as plainly as I know how. 


Mayor Elienstein: Is there any 
other business on the Clerk’s desk? 


Mr. Henry Green: I brought up the 
subject about the high rates, gas, 
electric and telephone, and I under- 
stand that you are making some in- 
vestigation. I want to know whether 
there has been any action. Further. 
more, I brought up the public de- 
fender question. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr, Green, 
that question of public defender was 
taken up at our conference yesterday 
and it was referred to Director Par- 
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nell to make a study of it, which he 
is going to do, and then he is going 
to make a report of his findings to 
the Commission at its conference, and 
it will probably embody all those 
things in which you are interested. 


Mr. Edward A Dougherty, Sr., 176 
Huntington Terrace: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, I am a member of 
Local 11 of the Ironworkers Union. 
For the last year and a half we have 
been fighting to get our own citizens 
to work in Newark, particularly on 
the Newark projects that is paid for 
by the City of Newark. About a 
week and a half ago I was put to 
work. We have in Newark a line of 
racketeers in the Building Trades 
Council, On the City Railway job we 
have not had five men on that job. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr, Dougherty, 
have you the names of those men you 
say are not residents of Newark that 
are working on the City Railway? A 
week ago the carpenters had some 
sort of! trouble like that and the con- 
tractor refused to hire a foreman be- 
cause he had brought to light the fact 
that money had been rebated to a sub- 
contractor. I insisted that the con- 
tractor rehire the foreman who was a 
local man, and he had to do that be- 
fore he could proceed with the work. 
And I insisted, too, that the sub-con- 
tractor be discharged. 


Now, unless you give me some in- 
formation how can I be of any as- 
sistance to you and the rest of the 
men who are residents of this city? 


And I want to say this for the en- 
tire membership of this Commission: 
They are whole-heartedly in sym- 
pathy with you men. And that goes 
so far as Commissioner Minisi and 
Commissioner Franklin are concerned, 
too. We want to do everything pos- 
sible to correct that condition. We 
realize that it does no good, not only 
to you men but to the welfare of the 
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citizens of the city generally to have 
any condition like that existing. You 
know that this Commission will not 
countenance anything like that. And 
we want to clean up as soon and 
as rapidly as we can. If you will give 
us the information you can rest as- 
sured your interests will not be dis- 
turbed in the least as far as it is 
humanly possible for this Commission 
to protect them, 


Commissioner Parnell: Mr. Mayor, 
I see no reason why Director Duffy’s 
department should not assign a man 
to act as checker wherever men are 
‘put on public jobs and their wages or 
salary is paid out of the taxpayers’ 
money of the City of Newark. And 
we are definitely pledged that where- 
ever possible the taxpayers’ money 
will only go to pay Newark workers, 
Newark funds for Newark workers. 
Now, I think we could very easily 
have a man delegated to act as 
checker so no man can be put on a 
public job until we find out he is a 
bona fide resident of the City of New- 
ark. 


As far as I am concerned, if you 
will introduce a resolution,—or maybe 
it can be done without a resolution,— 
to have somebody delegated to check 
up on these men and that no man be 
allowed to go to work on any job that 
is going to be taken care of by public 
funds until we know that individual is 
a bona fide resident of the City of 
Newark. f 


Mr. Ray Hatfield, 324 Morris Ave- 
nue: Mr, Mayor and Commissioners, I 


‘am a resident of Newark and a local 


ironworker and am struggling to 
make a living for my family. About 
this Prudential job. I understand 
there are fifteen or sixteen men there 
that are out-of-town men. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Hatfield, you 
know the Prudential job is a private 
project. I have written several let- 
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ters to the contractors and to the Pru- 
dential asking them and entreating 
them to employ Newark labor and 
bona fide residents off the City of 
Newark. But you know that the 
Commissioners of this municipality 
have no control over private enter- 
prises. While we are in sympathy 
with you entirely, we are at a loss be- 
cause of the lack of cooperation on 
the part of the contractors who are in 
control of the job. I know that every 
member of this Commission would go 
a long ways towards correcting those 
ills and those conditions that are un- 
fair. We realize, too, that any man 
or any ironworker or any union la- 
borer living in Newark who desires 
employment in other cities, he is 
blocked by the flact that he is a non- 
resident. And we are wholeheartedly 
in sympathy with you and want to 
help you, and we will endeavor fur- 
ther to bring it to their attention and 
do everything possible to assist you. 


Mr. Joseph S, Zemel, 289 Market 
Street: Mr. Mayor, I find that the 
City Market ought to be reopened by 
the City of Newark as a market. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move, 
Mr. Mayor, in view of the fact this is 
a matter within the province of Di- 
rector Minisi’s Department, that this 
recommendation be referred to Direc- 
tor Minisi.

Commissioner Minisi: How can we 
interfere except to say that half of 
the labor on that bridge should come 
to Essex County? We cannot quar- 
rel about that. We can fight for the 
broad principle of Newark jobs be- 
longing to Newark people and Essex. 
County jobs belonging to Essex Coun- 
ty people. But if they are giving 
half of the employment to Essex 
County what right have we to inter- 
fere? 


Mr. John R, Keefe, Caldwell, N. J.: 


I want to submit briefly a plan for 
Newark to wipe out its entire bonded 
debt of $120,000,000 at no cost to the 
taxpayers. 


Mayor Elienstein: That is very in- 
teresting. 


Mr. Keefe: I got $300 in the Orange 
Bank and it is there yet. The plan is 
for Newark to own and operate a 
bank in which they would guarantee 
deposits, but they would make no 
loans whatever; they would not have 
any bad loans. What they would do 
with the deposits would be to buy and 
hold as securities the corporate stock 
and bonds of the City of Newark it- 
self, and the City of New York, for 
instance. Those bonds today are sell- 
ing at seventy-five cents on the dollar, 


Commissioner Franklin: Under the 
authority of the city charter as it is 
now constituted, I doubt very much 
whether we are permitted to engage 
in the banking business. That would be 
the subject of legislation and constitu- 
tional amendment. That would be 
my off-hand thought. 


Mayor Ellenstein; That is a fact, 
the City could not engage in the bank- 
ing business. 


Mrs. Lloyd Miller, 27 Mt. Vernon 
Place: This is in behalf of Route 54, 
Mt. Vernon Place. This is the third 


time this bus has been put on our. 


street. We have signed two petitions 
and it is against our will that this bus 
should continue this route, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mrs. Miller, this 
matter has been called to my atten- 
tion. I found on three different oc- 
casions in the last two and a half 
years there have been petitions filed;

No person, persons, 
firm or firms or corporation, shall ad- 
vertise, represent or hold out that 
any sale of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise is an insurance salvage, 
bankruptcy, bankrupt stock, mort- 
gage, insolvent, assignee’s, executor’s, 
administrator's, receiver’s trustees, 
removal, reorganization, going out of 
business, selling out, and/or a quit- 
ting business at any particular loca- 
tion sale, and/or a sale of goods, 
wares and merchandise damaged by 
fire, smoke, water or otherwise and/or 
a sale of the goods, wares and mer- 
chandise of a former owner thereof, 
whether in the seller’s own name or 
that of the former owner, at any lo- 
cation other than the seller’s bona 
fide retail establishment where he has 
been in business for a period of at 
least one (1) year prior thereto, in 
the City of Newark, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person, persons, 
firm or firms, or corporation, in any 
of the advertising in connection with 
any sale except at a sale conduced at 
the seller’s bona fide retail establish- 
ment where he has been in business 
for a period of at least one (1) year, 
to use the words “bankrupt,” “bank- 
rupt stock,” “United States District 
Court,” “assignee,” “receiver,” or 
“trustee,” without first filing with the 
Direetor of the Department of Public 
Safety the inventory hereinafter pro- 
vided for and obtaining from him a 
license so to do, to be known as a 
“Closing Out Sale License,” provided, 
however, that nothing in this ordi- 
nance shall be deemed to apply to 
Sheriff's, Constables and other public 
or court officers, or to eny other per-

which inventory or list shall be signed 
by the person, persons, firm, firms, or 
corporation, seeking the license, or by 
a resident agent thereunto authorized, 
and by affidavit at the foot thereof, 
he or such agent shall swear or af. 
firm that the information therein 
given is full and true, and known by 
him or such gent to be so. 


It shall be unlawful to sell, offer or 
expose for sale at any such sale, or 
to list on such inventory, any goods, 
wares or merchandise which are not 
the regular stock of the store or other 
place, the business of which is to be 
closed out by such sale, or to make 
any replenishments or additions. to 
such stock for the purposes of such 
sale, or during the time thereof, or to 
fail, neglect or refuse to keep ac- 
curate records of the articles or 
things sold, from which records the 
Director of the Department of Pub- 
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lic Safety may ascertain the kind and 
quantity or number sold, 


Section 8. The Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety may, in his 


discretion, verify the details of an in- ` 


ventory filed for the purpose of ob- 
taining a “Closing Out Sale License,” 
or he may make a check and verify 
the items of merchandise sold during 
the sale, and it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, firm, firms or 
corporation to whom a “Closing Out 
Sale License’ has been issued to fail 
or refuse to give the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, or any 
person designated by him for that 
purpose all the facts connected with 
the stock on hand or the proper in- 
formation of goods sold, or any other 
information that he may require in 
order to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of all phases connected with the 
sale. 


Section 4. The license fees imposed 
hereunder shall be paid to the City 
Clerk. 


The license to be issued 
under the provisions of this ordinance 
shall not authorize any person, firm 
or corporation, except the designated 
licensee, to engage in business under 
such license.

or to public morals or to the public 
health or to the safety of the life or 
limb of the public. Before a license 
is revoked the licensee shall be ac- 
corded a hearing before the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety 
upon at least two days’ notice, in 
writing.

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Commissioner Minisi: Now, Mr. 
Mayor, this comes out of a clear sky 
to me. I do not know anything about 
this and I am going to vote against 
this resolution. I think we should all 
vote against the resolution until we 
find out exactly what the Supreme 
Court is going to do or the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission is going to do in con- 
nection with the three legal assistants 
who are endeavoring to be reinstated 
in the Law Department. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This has no bear- 
ing on the legal assistants and upon 
their legal status at all. This is the 
replacement of one of the assistant 
Corporation Counsel who is resigning. 


Commissioner Minisi: The Law De- 
arptment was established by us, and 
in the establishment of the depart- 
ment three legal assistants were drop- 
ped. Now these three legal assist- 
ants are endeavoring to be reinstated 
through the medium of the courts, 
And if the Law Department remains 
as we established it and the three 
legal assistants are reinstated, I think 
that the department is going to be 
completely overmanned. And for that 
reason I am voting against the reso- 
lution. 


Commissioner Parnell: I would like 
to say further, Mr. Mayor, that this 
comes as a complete surprise to me. 
Now, we were in conference yester- 
day morning at eleven o’clock and we 
were in conference this morning at 
nine-thirty or a quarter of ten. And 
it seems to me that a proper respect 
for the other members of this Com- 
mission and a proper procedure, de- 
mands that we be advised of these ap- 
pointments and that we should not 
come in here and be taken by sur- 
prise. 


Now, when we were elected on May 
9 to this City Commission, the citi- 
zens expected us to give a new deal 
to the City of Newark. 
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And it seems to me there is no one 
department in the City Hall at the 
present time that has called for more 
unfriendly criticism than the Law De- 
partment of the City of Newark. I 
think the Law Department of the City 
of Newark is a disgrace to the City 
of Newark. 


I think that the Law Department of 
this City of Newark has failed to take 
care of the interests of the taxpayers 
of the City of Newark, And the best 
proof I want to give you of that fact 
is the fact that the Law Department 
of the City of Newark permitted the 
Ninth Precinct to be built upon land 
belonging to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Corporation. 


The Law Department as now con- 
stituted is going to cost the taxpayers 
of the City of Newark this year over 
$70,000. And I want to remind you, 
sir, that Dean Frazer, Dean of the 
Mercer Beasley Law School, offered 
to come in and take the Law Depart- 
ment of the City of Newark, at the 
salary of $9000 which he received as 
City Counsel in 1917; and he offered 
to run the Law Department, including 
his own salary, at not over $40,000 a 
year. 


Now, then, you are seeking to place 
back upon the payroll a man who is a 
politician: Tom Kane. We all know 
who Tom Kane is. He was a sup- 
porter of William J. Egan; he is now 
in the office of John A. Matthews. 
And it seems to me that you and I 
and none of us can go to the citizens 
of Newark and explain to them the 
appointing of a purely political ap- 
pointee to the Law Department at 
this time, This man has been in here 
as assistant Corporation Counsel for 
the last four years, growing fat upon 
the salary that he received. What do 
you suppose the citizens of Newark 
think who have brought up their boys 
to be lawyers? Don’t you suppose 
they want a chance, too? Don’t you 


suppose there are plenty of high cali- 
ber lawyers in the City of Newark, 
men of ability, men of judgment, who 
would be willing to come in here and 
take that job? And I see no reason, 
in the first place, for the filling of any 
such position at this time; and much 
less do I see any reason for putting 
Tom Kane back in here in the City 
Hall when the citizens of Newark 
turned him out on May 9 last. 


And I want to tell you further, 
and I want to place myself upon rec- 
ord with full knowledge of what I am 
saying, I have so little confidence in 
the Law Department of the City of 
Newark at the present time that I 
would not even ask for a legal opinion 
from it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might say to 
you, Commissioner Parnell, in all fair- 
ness, that those who demand courtesy 
should extend it; and that you were 
the very first to inaugurate the sys- 
tem whereby any appointments, in- 
stead of going through by resolution 
—and while you may be within your 
rights legally—instead of going 
through in the regular form as here- 
tofore and as the precedent establish- 
ed, you took advantage of the situa- 
tion, if it might be called that, and 
presented vor appointments by let- 
ter, And in every instance, every ap- 
pointment that you made since the 
time you inaugurated that system. 
was a complete surprise to me, as it 
must have been to the other members 
of this Board. And you are respon- 
sible for inaugurating that system.

City of Newark or the rules or regu- 
lations of the Department of Public 
Affairs of the City of Newark, or by 
any person not licensed by the Bureau 
of Health of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the City of Newark to 
practise plumbing in the City of New- 
ark and who shall not have registered 
such license in the Department of 
Public Affairs of the City of Newark 
in accordance with its rules, except as 
the employee of and under the super- 
vision of a person so licensed and reg. 
istered as above set forth, nor shall 
any person not so licensed and reg. 
istered as above set forth, contract to 
make or undertake such installation, 
connection, alterations, repairs, addi- 
tions or work; and no owner of any 
building or any other person, firm 
or corporation shall authorize, di- 


rect or permit any such instal- 
lation, connection, alterations, re- 
pairs, additions or work to be 
made in any manner contrary to 
such ordinances, rules or regulations, 
or by any person not licensed and reg- 
istered as above set forth, except as 
the employee of and under the super- 
vision of a person so licensed and reg- 
istered as above.

Commissioner Minisi: Mr. Mayor, 
just before we adjourn— 


Mr. Mayor, during the campaign 
which terminated successfully for the 
five present City Commissioners, all 
-of vs made certain pledges and prom- 
ises to the people and to the taxpay- 
ers of this City. One of the very, 
very definite pledges which I made 
was that if I were elected I would do 
‘everything within my power to bring 
about the elimination of Mr. James 
W. Costello as a member of the official 
family of this City and as Chief En- 
gineer of the City of Newark. Now, 
I appreciate the fact that Mr. Cos- 
tello is an employee in your depart- 
ment, Mr. Mayor, and I also appreci- 
ate the fact that in the last admini- 
stration and in previous administra- 
ions it was the custom for one City 
‘Commissioner to tell the others, “You 
mind your own business and I will 
mind mine; you run your department 
as you please and I will run mine as 
I please.” And the papers of this 
City very, very aptly termed that sit- 
uation as one where, “You scratch my 
‘back and I will scratch yours.” We 
all know the results of that policy. 
The people of the City of Newark 
frowned upon that policy because 
‘things as they were run by the ad- 
‘ministration were not operated for the 
best interests and the welfare of the 
majority of the citizens and the tax- 
payers of our City. 
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The result was, in the last election 
the people visited their wrath upon ` 
the heads of four of the Commission- 
ers. They we.e ousted. They were 
ousted for many, many reasons. One 
of the principal reasons was, as I saw 
it and as I gauged sentiment, was be- 
cause the then administration had em- 
barked upon a series of enterprises 
which were bringing disaster to the 
financial structure of this City, a 
series of enterprisese which were lav- 
ish and extravagant and wasteful in 
the expenditure of millions of hard- 
earned dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money. 


The result is that, in a few years 
the bonded debt of the City of New- 
ark arose to $120,000.00. Upon that 
bonded debt we, as taxpayers, are 
compelled to pay approximately $7,- 
000,000 in interest every year. That 
money does not do the people of this 
City any good. We are compelled to 
raise approximately $150,000 per week 
to pay interest alone,—$20,000 a day 
interest and I did a little figuring, and 
I find that in order to make up this 
vast amount, approximately 47,000 
small property owners are assessed in 
taxes $150 every year to make up this 
one item of debt service or interest 
on our tremendous outstanding in- 
debtedness. 


Now, the last regime was removed 
from this City Hall because the peo- 
ple felt they were wasteful. I feel 
that James W. Costello, the Chief En- 
gineer of this City, was part of that 
machine. He certainly did nothing to 
effectuate the economies which you 
have effectuated now, Mr. Mayor, in 
your department; he certainly did not 
give the then Mayor the advice that 
he is giving you now; he made no ef- 
fort to bend his ear to the ground and 
endeavor to listen to the sentiment of 
the people and be guided by that 
sentiment and guided by the growing 
groans of the people who were being 
crushed under this terrific burden of 
taxation. And I say that Mr. Cos- 
tello in July, 1933, is the same Mr. 


Costello whom we condemned. dur- 
ing campaign in March, April and 
May of this year. 


I am going to refer to a few notes 
that I have made here. During the 
campaign it was developed that Mr. 
Costello was wasting the money of the 
people of this City. I refer particu- 
larly to a charge that was made 
against him that he was spending $45 
a day to hire a tractor when we had 
two City tractors laying idle in the 
City garages, and for some reason 
best known to himself Mr. Costello 
refused to use the City tractors. The 
charge was made against him that he 
compelleq the purchase of a large 
quantity of inferior cinders, cinders 
which were used in the airport, and 
paid a greater price for those cinders 
than would have been paid to a bona 
fide business man upon the basis of 
fair competition. 


Iam referring to the same Mr. Cos- 
tello who hired a pump for instance, 
and used the pump for a period of 
fourteen days and paid $200 a day of 
the money paid into the City treasury 
by the taxpayers; $2,800 for the use 
of a pump that was not worth that 
much. 


I am referring to the same Mr. Cos- 
tello who permitted the City of New- 
ark to enter into a contract involving 
the construction of what we popularly 
call the City Railway, placing this 
City absolutely at the mercy of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. We have 
spent millions of dollars in connection 
with this City Railway and we are go- 
ing to spend more money before it is 
completed. 


On that score, Mr. Mayor, I wish to 
state specifically I am not opposed to 
the completion of the City Railway. I 
am opposed, however, to completing 
this railway on money which we are 
borrowing and upon which we must 
pay interest, the principal sum of 
which will be added to the bonded 


43 


debt of the City, further increasing: 
the tremendous load now being car- 
ried by the taxpayers. And if Mr. 
Costello had been on the job as Chief 
Engineer, the contracts should have 
been so phrased and so prepared so 
that when the City completed its end 
of the contract the tenant would then 
have been compelled to take over this 
railway and immediaely begin pay- 
ment upon the lease and contract. 
which is now in existence. As it is. 
now, we are at the mercy of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad has refused to tell us when 
it intends to complete its part of the 
project; and we are told that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is without funds at 
the present time and cannot give us. 
any definite information as to the 
probable date of completion of its 
part of this project. 


I am referring to the same Mr. Cos... 
tello who permitted the insertion in 
our agreements of the most vicious. 
clause that has ever yet been devised. 
to bleed municipal, state and federai 
governments: The cost-plus clause. 
We have all had a great deal of ex- 
perience, to our sorrow, when we 
found that after the war, because of 
the invention of this vicious clause 
which found its way into the federal 
contracts, the federal government was 
swindled out of hundreds of millions 
of dollars. And yet, despite the les- 
son that we should have learned from 
this situation, we find that all our 
contracts contain a cost-plus fifteen 
per cent. to be paid to the contractors. 


There are many things I could say, 
Mr. Mayor; for instance, the Chief ` 
Engineer is in charge of all our en- 
gineering projects, and yet we find 
that under his supervision the Water 
Department in 1931 sustained a net 
deficit of $822,000, and in 1932 $630,- 
000, a loss of $1,452,000 in the short 
period of two years. 


I am referring to the same Mr. Cos- 
tello who was mentioned, Mr. Mayor, 


by your present candidate for Free- 
holder, Mr. Austin J. Waldron. He 
made a speech— 


Mayor Ellenstein: He is not my 
candidate. ` 


Commissioner Minisi: The candidate 
of the Democratic Party. When I use 
the word “your” I do not mean you 
personally. I want to be fair. I will 
amplify that and say the candidate 
for the Democratic Party for the office 
of Freeholder. Now, the very fact 
that your party has seen fit to en- 
dorse Mr. Waldron speaks well for his 
position in this community, and it in- 
dicates to me that he is a solid, sub- 
stantial citizen who knows what he 
is talking about, and that is why your 
party has selected this man— 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is why he 
is a Democrat. 


Commissioner Minisi (continuing): 
—to be one of its candidates. Yes, 
and I will say that is why he is a 
Democrat. And I remember very dis- 
tinctly, Mr. Mayor, that Mr. Waldron 
made the following charge: That on 
Friday, November 25, 1932, a Hup- 
mobile sedan bearing Pennsylvania li- 
cense number 87186 for the year 1932, 
was in the City garage. The car was 
cleaned, polished, and two new tires 
were installed. A mechanic worked 
four hours repairing the clutch and 
four hours on the following day turn- 
ing the motor. This work was charg- 
ed to garage overhead. Mr. Waldron 
was informed at the time, and he 
made this public, that he discovered 
that the car was owned by Mr. Cos- 
tello’s brother who still lives in 
Pennsylvania. 


This charge, Mr. Mayor, has never 
been refuted, to my knowledge. 


I am referring to the same Mr, Cos. 
tello who runs the Engineering De- 
partment, for instance, and we find in 
the Egineering Department an appro- 
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priatio of about $1,200,000; and to 
supervise the expenditure of that 
money anq the doing of the work con- 
templated because of that appropria- 
tion, Mr. Costello finds it necessary to 
spend $269,000 for supervision; when, 
again referring to Mr. Waldron, 
whom I regard very highly as a con- 
tractor, and any other substantial con- 
tractor, will tell you and will tell me 
that no contractor who conducts his 
business in an efficient, businesslike 
way, ever figures the expenditure of 
more than five per cent. for supervi- 
sion, five per cent. of the amount to 
be expended. Mr. Costello takes 
$269,000 to supervise repairs costing 
$1,200,000, when that supervision 
should not cost more than five per 
cent., or $60,000; a complete waste of 
$200,000 and more in that one item 
alone. 


For these reasons, Mr. Mayor, and 
many others that I can give you—I 
am not going to prolong it any fur- 
ther—- I move now, Mr. Mayor, at this 
time, that the Corporation Counsel be 
instructed to prepare an ordinance 
abolishing the office of Chief Engineer 
of the City of Newark. 


Commissioner Parnell: Now, then, 
we gentlemen who are here today sit- 
ting as your Board of Commissioners, 
came in here pledged to certain 
things; and part of the new deal is 
that political promises must be kept. 


And I propose, as Director Minisi 
proposes, to keep every promise that 
we made to the citizens of Newark. 
And he proposes not only to keep 
those promises in full, as I do, but we 
propose to do better than that by the 
City of Newark. 


And I therefore concur in the reso- 
lution that Director Minisi has just 
made. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I want to say in 
all fairness to myself, and Mr. Cos- 
tello, too, knowing human beings as I 


do, and with the experiences that J 
have in life, I know things generally 
are exaggerated. I do not know 
whether these charges heaped upon 
Mr. Costello in the past are true or 
not; I was not able to determine that, 
But I know ever since the very first 
day that I was inducted into this office 
as a result of the last election, Mr. 
Costello has given a return to the City 
of Newark for every single cent that 
he has collected; and his salary has 
been cut down from $15,000 to $6,000 
a year. And I have been able to a¢- 
complish, due to the cooperation and 
the knowledge that Mr. Costello has 
at his command by virtue of the fact 
that he has spent fourteen years in 
the City Hall here, economies amount- 
ing to between $350,000 and $400,000. 
And I was only able to do that be- 
cause of that knowledge that Mr. Cos- 
tello brought to me which I could not 
have possibly been able to accomplish 
in a year and a half or two years 
were I to dispense with Mr, Costello’s 
services. 


I am only interested in a slight de- 
gree in what happened in the past. 
That is spilt milk. Anq being blessed 
with long arms I do not need anybody 
to scratch my back, I can scratch my 
own back. 


So I say as long as Mr. Costello 
gives services to the City of Newark 
commensurate with the amount cf 
money he receives, J will continue to 
retain him in that office. I am as- 
suming the responsibility for Mr. Cos- 
tello’s actions. 


And the terms of these contracts 
were first inaugurated under the late 
Mayor Raymond; and Mr. Costello 
cannot be charged with every coven- 
ant that now exists in the agreements. 


I am concerned with what happens 
now; I am concerned with carrying 
out the pledges of economy which I 
made; and I have curtailed, abolished 
positions, cut down wages in the high- 
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er brackets, although it has been very 
distasteful to me to do so, be.ause I 
want to accomplish those pledges F 
made before election. And I have not 
put a single man on, not even a 
laborer, in place of those that have 
been abolished. 


Now, I am not controversial by na- 
ture, and I do not like arguments. 
But I want fairness and justice to be 
done. Contrast that to Mr. Minisi 
who placed his brother in a $4,500 
position, although he was employed in 
another department, in a position that 
had been abolished a year ago under 
Commissioner Gillen and there was 
no appropriation in the budget for 
that $4500. He placed a man by the 
name of Mr. Schuman, at a salary of 
$2,600 in a position which had been 
abolished, executive clerk, for which 
position there was no appropriation in 
the budget this year. 


He recently abolished the Smoke 
Abatement Bureau and then placed a 
man, who is a printer by trade and 
who is a political leader in the ward, 
in that department at $2,200 a year. 


I haven’t done anything like that. 


There is a total of almost $10,000 
of jobs, unnecessary, because there 
are men in the Board of Health who 
can well determine whether there are 
smoke nuisances, and these men could 
be assigned to that work. And Mr. 
Ross’s job was unnecessary, as are 
the other two, and this is indicated 
clearly by virtue of the fact these 
positions had been vacant for a year 
and six months respectively. 


On the contrary, Mr. Minisi abolish- 
ed the position of charwomen and 
scrubwomen; and fifteen or eighteen 
scrubwomen could have lived on that 
$10,000 a year; and every single one 
of these women represents the sup- 
port of a family, because no woman 
seeks a job as a scrubwoman unless 
it is to support her dear ones. 


` 


I am pledged not to cut the salaries 
of those in the lower brackets, be- 
cause it is my belief that a man wno 
receives $4,000 a year can much more 
easily accommodate himself to a $2,- 
500 salary than a woman who re- 
ceives $22 a week and who has to 
maintain and support a family. 


We all have a right to live, And 
because a person is so unfortunate as 
to be born and raised in poor circum- 
stances is no reason why they should 
be singled out, and one of our re- 
latives placed in a position. 


I am in favor of economy; and if 
Mr. Costello reaches the day that he 
does not give a $6,000 service to the 
City of Newark, I will be the first one 
that will demand that resignation. 
And I think that my word can be re- 
lied upon, as has been indicated clear- 
ly in my every single action since the 
day I was inducted in office. 


It is my hope to put the Water De- 
partment on a paying basis. I am not 
concerned so much with what trans- 
spired in the past; I am very much 
concerned with what happens now and 
in the future. And to that end,—and 
I might say, too, that under Section 5 
of the Walsh Act, the Mayor of the 
City has a little broader powers than 
that of the other Commissioners, and 
it is part of his function and duty to 
go into the different departments. 
And after I have cleaned up and mop- 
ped up my department I expect to go 
into Commissioner Minisi’s depart- 
ment, since he has raised the issue, 
and introduce a resolution to abolish 
those jobs that in my opinion are un- 
necessary. 


So on the basis of pure economy I 
am opposed to the motion. 


Commissioner Minisi: Mr. Mayor, I 
think that the remarks made by you 
warrant an answer upon my part. 
First of all, I appointed a secretary. 
I am entitled to a secretary just as 
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you are, and you have a secretary 
You have a secretary receiving the 
same salary that my secretary re- 
ceives, and I cannot see why you criti- 
cize the appointment of my secretary 
when you have done exactly the same 
thing. You found need for a secre- 
tary. What right has any Commis- 
sioner, then, to deny me the right of 
having a secretary who is doing a 
great deal of work from morning to 
night? 


On the question of the appointment 
of Mr. Ross it is true I intended to 
abolish the Smoke Abatement Bureau. 
That bureau was costing the City $7,- 
000 when I took the department over. 
And I cut it down, and I intended to 
abolish it entirely. However, when 
the matter became public, violations 
were immediately noticed; and the 
last violation that was called to my 
attention came from the offices of the 
Newark Sunday Call which complain- 
ed because of the violations of a build- 
ing directly opposite its plant. And it 
was for that reason that I then felt 
it was advisable to appoint at least 
one man, receiving a salary of $2,200 
as against the total expenditure of 
$7,000, which was spent under the old 
administration, a saving of $4,800 in 
that one little department alone. 


On the question of appointing the 
other man in my department; I have 
not appointed a single individual ex- 
cept to fill some office which was filled 
before I took the department over. 
Mr. Schuman’s job was not created; 
he fills the place of a man who is now 
retired. And the others in my de- 
partment are filling jobs which are 
absolutely essential. 


And I will tell you, Mr. Mayor, that 
I will welcome you coming into my 
department and making an investiga- 
tion, and I will consider any recom- 
mendations that you may have to make 
on the question of economy. I want 
to justify my position in making the 
motion that I did. I stated in the 


beginning that it is true that Mr. Cos- 
tello is in your department. But 
let us not forget that the citizens 
of the City do not differentiate 
when anything is done, they sum 
up the entire result of an ad- 
ministration. And the men in 
the City Hall are either credited with 
a good job or they are charged with 
neglect of duty. When the ballots 
were stolen last year in this City Hall, 
Mr. Mayor, the citizens did not dis- 
criminate; they did not realize that 
the building was in charge of one 
Commissioner; they did not analyze 
the situation and see that the ballots 
were being guarded by men of another 
Commissioner; but they felt that the 
City Hall, which is the sacred temple 
of the people where our government is 
run, was broken into, and they visit- 
ed their wrath on the four Commis- 
sioners whom they felt were respon- 
sible. And that is why I say, Mr. 
Mayor, that we have a right to look 
into the other departments when we 
feel that it is necessary. 


I made my pledge to the people 
that I would make every endeavor to 
have this position abolished, and I am 
living up to the pledge which I made. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor, 
I do not hold a brief for Mr. Costella 
or anybody else in your department. I 
do not know of Mr. Costello’s work at 
the present time or in the past. I 
have no official connection with him. 
I feel that it is an intrusion on my 
part to enter your department or any 
other department and place my opin- 
ion above your opinion when you have 
had personal contact with the men. 
He is doing a job for you, and if you 
are satisfied with his job I am willing 
to go along with you. During the 
campaign that we speak so much of, 
I made no particular reference, as has 
been quoted in the newspapers, with 
reference to Mr. Costello or anybody 
else connected with the City Hall. I 
made a constructive campaign and I 
am not in a position now to have to 
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go back on any campaign pledges 
with respect to Mr. Costello or any- 
body else. And for that reason I am 
opposed to this resolution. 


Commissioner Duffy: Mr. Mayor, 
having had several conferences with 
you in your office on one Costello; 
having had the pleasure of signing 
several resolutions presented by vou 
to this Commission saving approxi- 
mately $300,000; and I, too, in the 
campaign, made no reference to Mr. 
Costello or to any other candidate 
running for office, I feel you are ren- 
dering a great service to the citizenry 
as Mayor, and I propose to support 
you in this resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All in favor of 
the motion will signify by saying aye, 
contrary no; the Clerk will call the

The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


1: There is hereby created in the 
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City of Newark a Department of 
Central Purchase. 


2: Said Department of Central 
Purchase shall be a separate division 
of the City government, under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Com- 
missioners, and shall be in charge of 
and administered by a Director of 
Central Purchase, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Commission- 
ers, by resolution, at an annual salary 
to be fixed by resolution, not to exceed 
Six Thousand ‘Dollars, payable semi- 
monthly, as other salaries are paid, 
and who shall hold said office at the 
will of the Board of Commissioners. 


3. Said Director of Central Pur- 
chase shall prepare rules and regula- 
tions, to be approved by the Board of 
Commissioners, and said Director of 
Central Purchase is hereby charged 
with the duty of preparing forms, 
rules, and regulations, and when so 
approved by the Board of Commis- 
sioners they shall be binding upon the 
several departments and officers of 
the city government, relating to the 
preparation of estimates, and the re- 
quisitions of supplies, materials, 
equipment, and for items needed, and 
concerning all matters and policies 
pertaining to the purchase of said 
goods; and for the transaction of all 
business, of every kind and character, 
with the exception of materials for 
public works construction. Said 
forms, rules and regulations may be 
altered or repealed. 


4: No requisition for supplies shall 
be honored by said Director of Cen- 
tral Purchase unless the same shall 
have been approved by the Director in 
charge ef the Department from which . 
said requisition emanates, or by such 
person as he shall designate for that 
purpose. 


5: The Board of Commissioners 
shall provide said Director of Central 
Purchase with such clerical or other 


assistance as may be “necessary prop- 
erly to conduct said Department. 


6: All supplies, maverials, equip- 
ment, and other items needed by the 
City and City Departments and of- 
fieers; with the exception of materials 
for public works construction, shall 
be purchased or contracted for and all 
bids received through said Director 
of Central Purchase. The Board of 
Commissioners and every City De- 
partment and Office shall submit 
monthly, and at other times when nec- 
essary, to said Director of Central 
Purchase, estimates or requisitions 
for the amount and kinds of supplies, 
materials, equipment, and other items 
needed, with the exception of materi- 
als for public works construction, and 
the said Director of Central Purchase, 
after standardization of the necessary 
qualities and of specifications so far 
as possible therefor, shall purchase 
such supplies, materials, equipment 
and other items needed, with the ex. 
ception of materials for public works 
eonstruction, from the lowest re. 
sponsible bidder, after due advertise- 
ment, as may be directed by the 
Board of Commissioners, and as re- 
quired by law. The Board of Com- 
missioners may by resolution fix the 
conditions under which the said Di- 
rector of Central Purchase may, on 
account of an emergency or of a re- 
latively small amount of any given 
purchase, purchase supplies, materi- 
als, equipment and other items need- 
ed, with the exception of materials 
for public works construction, with- 
out advertising for bids. 


7: The Director of Central Pur- 
chase shall not pay for purchases 
made through said Department, but 
shall approve or refer recommenda- 
tions regarding the same to the Board 
of Commissioners, to be passed! upon 
by them and for eventual payment by 
the Department of Revenue and Fi- 
nance. 


8: The Director of Central Pur-

Mr. David Stern, of 461 South 12th 
Street, appeared representing The 
Garage Owners’ Association, and op-

Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor, do I understand 
this ordinance will concentrate the 
buying of coal for the Board of Edu- 
cation and all of them? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Not the Board of 
Education, unless we receive the con- 
sent of the Board of Education. That 
is a separate political body. 


Mr. Green: I think that the coal of 
all the City departments ought to be 
bought together. 


Mr. Edmund W. Wollmuth, Execu- 
tive Vice President, Newark Chamber 
of Commerce, 24 Branford Place: Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen of the Commis- 
sion. As far back as 1916 it was 
advocated that the City establish a 
centralized purchasing bureau. An 
ordinance was voted down on July 
1, 1931. You set up a three-headed 
organization. The ordinance is silent 
on the question of jurisdiction as to 
the deputy and the inspector of 
stores. J do not think the Commis- 
sion can expect that a three-headed 
bureau will function effectively and 
economically. If this ordinance is 
revised to make it a single authority, 
a one-headed authority, without any 
tails attached to the kite that are 
going to weigh this man down so that 
he cannot operate with complete free- 
dom, always, of course, under the 
strict supervision of the Commission 
as a whole, it would seem to me that 
much could be accomplished, but it 
could not do justice to itself or to 
the job if it is going to divide this 
work up. This inspector of stores 


and this deputy should be men under 
the authority and direction of the 
head of the bureau. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might say, Mr. 
Wollmuth, that an impression is con- 
veyed to me by the words of the or- 
dinance contrary to your view. Para- 
graph two clearly states it shall be in 
charge and administered by a director 
of central purchase who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Commission- 
ers. It is decidedly a single-headed 
purchasing bureau, and the inspector 
of stores and deputy are under the 
direct supervision of the director of 


assume the entire responsibility. The 
intent of the ordinance is clear in the 
second paragraph. Assuming it devi- 
ates to some degree, do you think that 
justifies advertising again? Those 
things are expensive and the policy 
of the Commission has been on or- 
dinances that are introduced where 
there may be some question of amend- 
ing it, to have the ordinance intro- 
duced for information so as to save 
advertising twice. I think the Com- 
mission will use its best judgment in 
endeavoring to appoint such a man 
best qualified to determine the policies 
of central purchasing. 


Something was said in the news- 
papers some time ago about $325,000 
being spent in New York City on pur- 
chases below $25. Well, that is an 
insignificant sum as compared to 
amount New York City spends in pur- 
chases. They spend more than $15,- 
000,000. So that maybe the bulk of 
that $325,000 may be for postage 
stamps. 


Of course, the policy of the director 
of purchases will determine that. 
There are cases where it is necessary 
to make emergency purchases, such 
as hospital supplies and the like. So 
I think we can well leave that to the 
director of purchases, give him full 
sway, and see how the thing works 
out.

Existing metered general use con- 
nections from the High Pressure Fire 
System shall pay for water used at 
the rate of $2.00 per 1000 cubic feet. 
In addition, each such connection 
taken directly from the street main 
shall pay the following annual service 
charge, based on size of tap at street 
main:

Existing metered general use con- 
nection taken as branches from the 
fire lines pay no service charge. 


Connections from the High Pres. 
sure Fire System for fire use only 
may be metered or unmetered and 
shall pay the following annual service 
charge based on the size of tap at the 
main.

In addition to the above service 
charge there shall be a charge of 
$25.00 per hydrant for each hydrant 
supplied through the High Pressure 
connection. In case of metered con- 
nections to the High Pressure Fire 
System there shall also be a charge 
of $2.00 per 1000 cubic feet for any 
and all water passing through the 
meter other than for fire purposes. 
Low Pressure System: 


The annual charge for connections 
for fire use shall be as follows based 
on the size of tap at the main. 


Metered Unmetered 

Size Connections Connections 

2” $ 10 $ 30 

3” 15 40 

4” 20 60 

6” 25 100 

8” 50 150 
12” 100 300 


In addition to the abeve service 
charge there shall be a charge of 
$20.00 per hydrant for each hydrant 
supplied through the low pressure 
connections. Branch connections for 
general use from fire lines of the low 
pressure distribution system shall pay 
no additional service charge. 


Section 2: The rates for all other 
services shall be increased by the ad- 
dition of a fifteen per cent. (15%) 
surcharge based on the present rates. 


Section 3: All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance be an 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 4: This ordinance shall 
take effect October 1, 1933. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is an ordi- 
nance that has been presented for in- 
formation. Is there any citizen who 
desires to be heard on this ordinance? 
This relates to the increase of water 
rates. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 
the Commission. You ought to 
throw this ordinance out. 


Mr. Thomas Tucker, 50 Miler 
Street: Mr. Mayor, any increase on 
the property owners at this time 
would be a burden that could not be 
carried. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Tucker, let 
me say this to you, that in the last 
year the Water Department had a 
deficit of $650,000. Now, that had to 
go in the tax levy this year. Now, 
this is going to be a relief to you as 
the taxpayer, by virtue of the fact-— 
what is the difference to you whether 
you pay it in taxes or whether you 
pay it in water bills? Now, the in- 
crease is only nominal. For instance, 
on a small one-family house there will 
be an increase of twenty-four cents 
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for three months, and a large one- 
family house there will be an increase 
of forty-five cents for three months. 
That is going to relieve you; next 
year there won’t be any deficit in the 
tax levy, so your tax rate will be pro- 
portionately lower and the burden 
will be taken off real estate, which we 
are endeavoring to do. We all realize 
that real estate is carrying a tre- 
mendous burden, and, indirectly the 
tenants in the property assume that 
burden, because the man who owns 
the property must naturally get his 
income from some source. 


In spite of this increase, our water 
rate is much lower than any other 
municipality in the State, and lower 
than any other city that has come to 
my attention, a city of this size, and 
even larger. So you see, not only 
have we reduced $150,000 in personnel 
and maintenance without impairing 
the service, but we are giving relief 
to you and every other taxpayer by 
increasing it only a nominal sum. 


Now, the Water Department should 
be on a self-sustaining basis. And 
when the time arises that we can put 
it back to the low rate that we en- 
joyed in the past and still balance it, 
we will be very happy to do so. 


Mr. Tucker: I do not believe that 
your investigators had time to find 
the leakage in the Water Board. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That has been 
combed carefully and it will be fur. 
ther combed. And as an example of 
that, previously the bills were sent 
out by the employees in the depart- 
ment, which entailed a delay of any- 
wheres from thirty to forty-five days 
before the user received the bill. In 
the future the bills will be mailed two 
days after the meter is read, and 
that will save to the City between 
ten and twelve thousand dollars by 
that change. I know from my own ex- 
perience that I find a bill in the ves- 


tibule that has been delivered to my 
home is very often lost, whereas the 
mail comes to the attention of my 
wife or myself. And that not only 
will help the City in collecting its 
money much more rapidly, but will 
save the City between ten and twelve 
thousand dollars. 


Mr. W. Umcheid, 281 North Fifth 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners 
of the City of Newark. We own the 
watersheds, and why -should we pay 
a raise instead of reduction. 


Mr. Albert H. Biertuempfel, 37 
Komorn Street: Mr. Mayor and Com. 
missioners. This Board is carrying a 
load for which it is not responsible 
on this water rate proposition. This 
raise should have been done years 
ago when Wanaque was advocated 
in addition to our Pequannock water 
supply. It is not this Board’s fault 
that this increase is necessary. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other citizen who would like to be 
heard ? 


Mr. Joseph Lousch, 774 Hunterdon 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers. Properties are fifty per cent 
overvalued. I got a six-family house, 
I got one tenant in there, he pays me 
$23. I should pay taxes and interest 
on water. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let me tell you 
this, Mr. Lousch: You see, last year 
the Water Department lost $650,000. 
Now, that had to go in the tax levy 
this year. You paid for that and so 
did every other taxpayer pay for it. 
If you take that $650,000 out, that 
will reduce the taxes by seven points, 
don’t you see that? Now, we have 
done everything we possibly could by 
reducing the personnel $150,000 a year. 
That is almost two points in the tax 
rate in itself. And you are not going 
to be burdened, you are going to be 
helped by this increase. So is every 
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other taxpayer. You are paying for 
that $650,000 in taxes this year. If 
we have another $650,000 deficit in 
the Water Department this year you 
will have to pay it next year, do 
you see? 


Mr. Alex Loeb, 807 South Eleventh 
Street: Gentlemen of the Commission. 
This is a poor time for to raise the 
water tax, which is an additional tax 
to the property owners. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other citizen who desires to be heard?

Art at the expense of the taxpayers; 
and we thought if these ladies up in 
that vicinity, and the gentlemen in 
that vicinity, wanted to take art 
courses, that it might be a good idea 
for them to pay for it. 


Now, instead of giving the impies- 
sion that the membership who go up 
there to the night schools, either Bar- 
ringer High School or Fawcett School 
of Art, are the poor, if you would go 
up there between the hours of seven 
thirty and ten o’clock and try to park 
your automobile you would not be able 
to park it within three blocks. Now, 
that does not look as if the children 
ef the poor are going to attend this 
institution. 
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Furthermore, we found out that vut 
of 2,400 students that go to the School 
of Art, over five hundred of them come 
from out of town, outside of the City 
of Newark, and only about three hun- 
dred of them are day students. 


Now, we are not placing any burden 
on anybody that wants to get a good 
education. We bring the boys and 
girls all the way up through primary 
school, grammar school and high 
school. If you want to give your boy 
or girl a law course you have to pay 
for it; if you want to give them a 
business course you have to pay for 
it; if you want to give them a course 
that gives them a Bachelor of Arts 
degree at Dana College you have to 
pay for it. And I as a taxpayer of 
Newark think if the boys and girls 
are to have post-graduate courses in 
art, then they had better pay for 
them. But I think when you have 
brought these boys and girls all the 
way up through primary, grammar 
and high school without cost, and with 
police supervision, fire supervision, 
books, nurses, doctors, dentists and 
everything else, I think the taxpayers 
of the City of Newark have done very 
well by the youth in our midst and 
far in excess what the burdened 
property owners at this time can af- 
ford to pay. (Applause.) 


Now, Mr. Green, you have come 
down here before this Commission, 
and you have some very good ideas, 
and I am very glad indeed to listen 
to them. But I want to tell you this, 
that just as long as from seven to ten 
thousand homes are being advertised 
for nonpayment of taxes every year, 
losing their homes representing years 
and years of effort, just so long as I 
sitting on this Commission am going 
to oppose making the taxpayer pay 
for a lot of frills and ruffles that 
don’t in any degree make girls and 
boys better citizens of these United 
States of America.

Mayor Ellenstein: This ordinance is 
presented for information to avoid the 
necessity of advertising twice should 
there be any amendment or change in 
the ordinance. If there is anybody 
who would like to be heard for or 
against the ordinance we will hear 
them now. I might suggest that the 
Clerk read the entire ordinance. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
in full as follows: 


An ordinance regulating the hours 
for the conduct of any business 
wherein furniture is sold. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


1. No person, persons, firm or 
corporation shall on the first day of 
the week, commonly called Sunday, 
sell, dispose of or deliver, or cause 
or permit to be sold or delivered any 
furniture in any store or other place 
within the limits of the City of New- 
ark. 


2. R shall be unlawful for any 
person, persons, firm or corporation 
to keep open on the first day of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, any 
store or place wherein the business of 
selling furniture is conducted, within 
the limits of the City of Newark. 


3. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, persons, firm or corporation to 


keep open any store or place wherein 
the business of selling furniture is 
conducted within the limits of the 
City of Newark, after the hour of 
six o’clock in the afternoon on Tues- 
day, Wednesday, Thursday or Frj- 
day of any week, or after the hour 
of nine o'clock in the evening on Mon- 
day or Saturday of any week. 


4. Any person, persons, firm or 
corporation violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall, for the 
first offense pay a fine not exceeding 
the sum of Fifty Dollars, and for any 
subsequent offense, a fine not exceed- 


. ing the sum of One Hundred Dollars. 
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5. All ordinances andi parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 


6. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon final reading and 
publication in accordance with law. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in oppo- 
sition to the ordinance? 


Mr. Joseph S. Zemel, 289 Market 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers, I oppose this ordinance. This first 
part provides that no furniture store 
shall remain open on Sunday. It is 
wrong for this Board to try to regu- 
late or interfere with businesses. 


Mr. Philip Sabel, 8 Clinton Street: 
Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission: I am against this pro- 
posed ordinance. The effect is to 
limit the number of store hours. This 
is against the spirit and the inten- 
tion of the National Recovery Act. 


Mr. David Bernstein, 161 Spring- 
field Avenue: Gentlemen, I have been 
requested by certain of the furniture 
dealers to present opposition to this 
ordinance. I will read their names: 
Samuel Cantor, of the Cantor Fur. 


niture Company; Hyman Stern, of the 
Grand Rapids Furniture Factory 
Company; Sam Liebowitz, of the 
Unity Furniture Factories Company; 
Sam Tannebaum, of the Tennen Fur- 
niture Company; Saul Lehds, of 
Lehds, Inc.; Harry Shapiro, of the 
Shapiro Furniture Company and 
Harry Stegman, of the Cooper Fur- 
niture Company. 


It is contrary to the N. R. A. plans 
and theory, and we do not believe 


that the plan is practical and work- 
able. i 


Mayor Ellenstein: Does any other 
person desire to be heard in opposi- 
tion? 


(No response). 


Mayor Ellenstein: Does any person 
desire to be heard who is in favor 
of it? 


Mr. Samuel Roessler, Lefcourt 
Building: I appear on behalf of the 
Furnituremen’s Association of New- 
ark. If the furniture men are in fav- 
or of this ordinance, that is a suffi- 
cient reason why the Commissioners 
should adopt the ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t you think, 
Mr. Roessler, there is merit to the 
argument advanced that other re- 
tailers would be affected by virtue of 
those stores being closed, particular- 
ly so on such thoroughfares as Bloom- 
field Avenue, Clinton Avenue, Orange 
Street and Springfield Avenue; an! 
that eventually other retailers would 
seek similar ordinances, and that 
would practically shut off businesses 
on those streets, particularly where 
a large percentage of the business 
done is done after six o’elock in those 
community stores? 


Mr. Roessler: Well I think that fur- 
niture is purchased in the main by 
the housewife. A businessman does 
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not go out to buy furniture. He at- 
tends to his business affairs and he 
leaves the purchase of the household 
furniture to the wife, and that those 
purchases are usually made during 
working hours and not at late hours 
in the night. i 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, we had a 
representative of the shoe repairers 
that came in at the conference yester- 
day, and he wanted a similar ordi- 
nance. You see, it would open the 
door to other retailers coming in in 
like manner. That would practically 
shut off business along those avenues 
and create a hardship on those re- 
tailerg who are dependent to a large 
extent on business done after six 
o'clock, 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 
the Commission. I am not a furnkure 
man, I am not in the furniture busi- 
ness. I am in favor of this ordinance. 
There is a similar ordinance on the 
books and you are establishing no 
precedent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anybody 
else who desires to be heard in favor 
of this ordinance?

Mayor Ellenstein: I might say that 
this ordinance was introduced for in- 
formation.

Section 1: That hereafter every 
person, whether principal or agent, 
entering into or desiring to begin a 
transient or temporary retail or 
wholesale business through the use 
of open space in municipal or private 
plazas for temporary use only, and 
the selling and delivering of goods, 
wares, merchandise and food products 
from the same in the City of Newark 
(farm provisions sold directly by pro- 
ducing farmers excepted herefrom), 
must take out a license for the same 
from the Director of Parks and Pub- 
lic Property of the said City.

3. Amount of Bonds te be Pur- 
chased.

R. F. C. shall be under no obligation 
to purchase Bonds beyond the amount 
necessary, in its judgment, for the 
completion of the Project.

and instruction as R. F. C. may re- 
quire. Except with the prior written 
consent of R. F. C., no materials or 
equipment for the Project shall be 
purchased by the Borrower subject to 
any chattel] mortgage or any condi- 
tional’ sale or title retention agree- 
ment, 


14. Labor, Wages and Materials. 
All construction contracts shall pro- 
vide as follows: 


(a) Convict Labor. No convict 
labor shall be directly employed 
on the Project. : 


(b) 30-Hour Week. Except in ex- 
ecutive, administrative and sup- 
ervisory positions, no individual 
directly employed on the Project 
shall be permitted to work more 
than thirty hours in any one 
week. 


(c) Labor Preferences. In the em- 
ployment of labor in connection 
with the Project, preference shall 
be given, where they are quali- 
fied, first, to ex-service men with 
dependents, and second, to per- 
sons who are either citizens of 
the United States or who have 
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filed deciarations (wnich continue 
valid and in good standing) of 
intention to become such citizens. 


(d) Prevailing Rate of Wages. The 
rate of wage for all laborers and 
mechanics directly employed or 
the Project shall not be less thar 
the prevailing rate of wage in 
the same locality for work of the 
same or substantially similar 
character. 


(e) American Materials. No ma- 
chinery or materials shall be used 
or employed in connection wits 
the Project except such as shali 
have been produced or manu- 
factured in the United States or 
its territories. 


The Borrower will enforce comp- 
ance with such provisions and will it~ 
self comply therewith. 


15. Completion of Project. The 
Borrower will complete the Project 
within a reasonable period after the- 
first purchase of Bonds. hereunder.. 


Upon such completion the Borrower 
will furnish R. F. C. a certificate by 
the Borrower’s engineers as to suci: 
completion and as to the total cost of 
the Project, accompanied by such sup- 
porting data as R. F. C. may request: 


16. Rates, In the event that the 
possession and operation of the City 
Railway by Public Service Coordinat- 
ed Transport is terminated for any 
reason whatsoever, the Borrower will 
immediately take possession of and 
operate the City Railway and will ñx 
and maintain rates and collect charges 
for the facilities afforded by the City 
Railway which will provide revenues 
sufficient at all times: 


(a) to pay all the costs of opera— 
tion, maintenance, repairs, bet- 
terment and depreciation of the 
City Railway; and 


{b) to pay into the general funds 
of the Borrower an amount suffic- 
cient to pay the principal of and 
interest on the Bonds, as such in- 
terest and principal respectively 
become due; 


and, in such event, the Borrower will 
maintain the City Railway in good 
condition and operate the same in an 
efficient manner. 


17. Accounts. The Borrower will 
keep proper books of record and ac- 
‘count (separate from all other records 
and accounts) in which complete and 
correct entries shall be made of ail 
transactions relating to the City Rail- 
way. 


18. Inspection. R. F. C. or any 
purchaser from R. F. C. of at least 
15% in principal amount of the Bonds 
shall have the right at all reasonable 
times to inspect all records, accounts 
and data of the Borrower relating to 
the City Railway, and, in the event 
that the Borrower is in possession 
thereof, to inspect the same. 


19. Information, During the con- 
struction of the Project the Borrower 
will furnish R. F., C. all such informa- 
tion and data as R. F. C.’s engineers 
may request as to the construction, 
cost and progress of the work. The 
Borrower will furnish to R. F. C. 
and/or to any purchaser from R. F. C. 
of at least 15% in principal amount 
of the bonds, such financial state- 
ments and other information and data 
relating to the Borrower and the City 
Railway as R. F. C. and/or any such 
purchaser from R. F. C. from time to 
time reasonably may request. 


20. Changes in Agreement. The 


Borrower will not make any change,. 


modification or alteration in any of 
the terms of the agreement dated 
January 9, 1929 (a copy of which is 
attached hereto marked “Exhibit A”) 
nor waive any of its rights thereun- 
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der without securing the prior written 
consent of R. F. C. to each such 
change, modification, alteration or 
waiver. No such consent by R. F. C. 
shall be deemed to be a continuing 
consent unless so stated and shall be 
deemed to apply only to the particu- 
lar matter and at the particular time 
for which it shall be given. 


21. Representations and Warran- 
ties. The Borrower represents ani 
warrants as follows: 

(a) Authorization. All necessary 
authorizations from Federal, 
State, County, municipal and 
other authorities have been ob- 
tained for the construction and 
operation of the Project. 


(b) Litigation. No litigation or 
other proceedings are now pend- 
ing or threatened which mighi 
adversely affect the Bonds, the 
construction, operation or rev- 
enues of the Project, or the finan- 
cial condition of the Borrower. 


Since the 
date of the financial statement 
furnished to R. F. C. as a part of 
the loan application, hee has 
been no change, except such 
changes as are necessary and in- 
cidental to the ordinary and 
usual conduct of the Borrower's 
affairs, in the character of the 
assets or the financial condition 
of the Borrower and the same are 
as favorable as at the date of 
said most recent financial state- 
ment. 


(d) Affirmation. Every statement 
contained in this Contract, in the 
Borrower's loan Application, and 
any supplement thereto or 
amendment thereof, and in any 
other data submitted or to be 
submitted to R. F. C.. by or on 
behalf of he Borrower is, or when 
so submitted will be, correct and 


complete, and no relevant fact 
materially affecting the Bonds or 
the Project has been or will be 
omitted therefrom. 


22. Indemnification, The Borrower 
will indemnify R. F. C. against any 
loss or liability incurred by reason of 
any inaccuracy or incompleteness in 
any representation contained herein. 
If R. F. C. shall sell any of the Bonds, 
and, thereafter, by reason of any such 
inaccuracy or incompleteness, R. F. C. 
shall repurchase any such Bonds

23. Optional Repayment or Repur-

29. Miscellaneous. This Contract 
is not for the benefit of any person 
or corporation other than the parties 
hereto but the same shall be binding 
upon and inure to the benefit of the 
parties hereto and their successors 
and assigns, and shall inure to the 
benefit of the holders from time Lo. 
time of any of the Bonds, provided, 
however, that no rights of the Bor- 
rower hereunder shall be assignable 
except with the prior written consent 
of R. F. C. All obligations of the 
Borrower hereunder shall cease upon 
payment in full of all Bonds. This 
Contract is divisible and if, for any 
reason, any provision or provisions 
hereof shall be held to be invalid and 
of no force and effect, such invalidity 
shall not affect the validity of the re- 
mainder of this Contract. This Con- 
tract contains the entire agreement 
between the parties, and shall be gov.

mitted to this proposition that New- 
ark jobs must go to Newark workers. 
The Bureau of Docks comes under the 
Mayor’s Department. The Mayor has 
promised us all and he has promised 
other people in our presence, and I 
think he is working sincerely on the 
proposition, to confine our jobs to our 
own Newark residents. We do not 
mean these people who just come in 
and get a room and work here, we 
mean, bona fide residents. And I 
don’t want to put you out too much, 
but if you could come before the Com- 
mission next Monday morning when 
the Mayor will be here, in his own 
office, we will go into the proposition 
with you. 


Mr. Edward A. Dougherty, 116 
Shaw Avenue: Mr. Mayor and Com- 
missioners, I have been complaining 


about out-of-town men working on 
the Fenn Railroad and the City Rail- 
way. 1 was put on that job in May 
as a foreman. There were fifteen of 
us on there, fifteen foremen. They 
were from all over the country and 
Canada. I was the only foreman 
from Newark. I was notified just 
four weeks ago last Wednesday night 
that the job was finished. They did 
not say I was not capable of doing 
the job; it is probably because I am 
from Newark or some other reason I 
don't know why. If any of von 
gentlemen would investigate that job 
down there you would find out, 


Commissioner Parnell: All right, 
we will do that, Mr. Dougherty. Does 
any other citizen wish to be heard? 


Mr. Louis Coppola, 82 Komorn 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners 
of the City of Newark. I am working 
for the Relief Department, City of 
Newark, and the State has control 
over that. I worked about two weeks, 
and the State is getting paid for that, 
and they are paying us with a cily 
check. Now, with that city check we 
cannot get any cash, all we can do is 
buy groceries. I suggest that they 
give us cash money with which we 
could go out and pay our gas and 
electric bill. 


Commissioner Parnell: Is there any 
other matter that any other citizen 
wishes to bring before the Commis- 
sion? 


Commissioner Minisi: Mr. Mayor, 
before we adjourn. Several very fine 
suggestions have been made at this 
meeting and I do not think we should 
let them pass by lightly; we shouid 
consider these matters in conference; 
and if we want any more details other 
than the information that we have 
already received, we should invite the 
citizens who have given us. these sug- 
gestions, to our conferences, and get 
whatever details we need. 
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The last speaker, for instance, gave 
us a very fine thought. Gas and elec- 
tric are just as important to the 
maintenance of life as food is. 


Another thing is the contention 
which has been repeatedly made, not 
only before the Commissioners here, 
but before our conferences, that New- 
ark jobs are being given to outsiders. 
And I think that should be investi- 
gated immediately. We can investi- 
gate it not only by going to the ad- 
dress that is given to us by some 
worker and have the landlord tell us 
that so and so is living there, but we 
will find out where these people voted 
last year and the year before that. 
That is the way to find out. 


If some politician living outside of 
this city retains his political hold be- 
cause of votes that he can control, 
let him register those votes in his own. 
town and give them jobs there, and 
don’t let these people vote in other 
cities and in other counties and in 
other states and then exert suffici- 
ent influence to get jobs in the City 
of Newark. 


I know the Star-Eagle, for instance, 
took a very arbitrary stand in making 
reference to the various City Com- 
missioners as to the particular stand 
which they took on this gas, electric 
and power fight. I think that they 
made probably an unfair reference to 
the Commissioners without asking 
them for information as to their 
stand. I now say that the fight which 
has been very valiantly waged by the 
Star-Eagle, and I respect that paper 
for the attempt it is making to pro- 
ect the rights of the people,—the fight 
has now reached the point where the 
City should take an active interest in 
this matter. If other municipalities 
are able to give the citizens of their 
cities light, power and gas at a much 
lower rate than the Public Service is 
furnishing these three commodities, 
then the City of Newark should look 
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into the situation and ascertain 
whether we, as a municipaliy, can do 
the same thing. If we are going to 
do it, now is the time to do it when 
materials are low and when labor is 
still at a low ebb as far as cost is 
concerned, and when labor needs em- 
ployment. Now is the time to 
undertake public improvements when 
our citizens are out of work and 
when this work can be done 
very, very economically, more eco- 
nomically than it can be done 
when we are riding the crest of the 
wave of prosperity when everything 
is high and when it will cost us prob- 
ably twice as much. This should be 
looked into. very seriously and 
thoroughly. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor, 
at this time I want to enter my ob- 
jection or protest to the procedure that 
you have adopted this morning of 
hearing matters other than ordi- 
nances and resolutions, particulary in 
the face of an existing resolution that 
all matters other than resolutions and 
ordinances shall be heard before the 
conference. 


Commissioner Parnell: I would like 
to make myself clear, Director Frank- 
lin. The people cannot come before 
the conference if there is no confer- 
ence. Now, I was the only Commis- 
sioner who appeared at the conference 
yesterday morning, and I made a mo- 
tion that the conference be adjourned, 
and it was carried unanimously. 


Commissioner Franklin: I arrived 
at the conference yesterday a little 
late. 


Commissioner Parnell: Well, I did 
not feel that we could deny the citi- 
zens the right to be heard, and be- 
cause there was no conference, . I 
thought as we were not particularly 
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busy this morning that the citizens 
could have a chance. 


Commissioner Duffy: I feel we 
should adhere to the rule laid down 
by the Commission. In reference to 
the conference yesterday, I attended 
the funeral of the mother of a very 
dear friend of mine. This is the first 
conference I was absent from. 


Mr. James B. Kennedy, 17 Sunset. 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers. One of the things to come up: 
before the Commission today is water 
rates. Give us some consideration in 
your further deliberations; and if we 
have a proposition to bring before 
you and cannot get here Mondays, 
give us a chance to come on Tues- 
days. 


Mr. William Umscheid, 281 North 
5th Street; appeared and protested 
barring Mr. Charles Becker _from 
speaking before the Board meeting. 


Commissioner Minisi: I move we

the business of selling tobaccos, 
cigars, cigarettes or confectioneries 
at wholesale is conducted within the 
limits of the City of Newark. 


3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons, firm cr corpora- 
tion engaged in the business of sell- 
ing at wholesale tobaccos, cigars, 
cigarettes or confectioneries on the 
first day of the week, commonly call- 
ed Sunday, to obstruct by a screen, 
non-transparent glass, shade, blind, 
door, shutter or merchandise or by 
any other means the clear interior 
view of every store or plare wherein 
is conducted the sale of tobaccos, 
cigars, cigarettes or confectioneries 
at wholesale. 


4. Any person or persons, firm or 
firms, violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall, upon convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine in 
any sum not exceeding $200.00 for 
each offense, or in default thereof 
may be imprisoned in the county jail 
for a period not exceeding thirty 
days. 


5. Any corporation violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall, upon conviction thereof, pay a 
fine of not more than $200.00 for each 
offense, which may be recovered in 
an action of debt. 


6. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

The minutes of meeting of Septem- 
ber 12th were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An Ordi- 
nance relating to and fixing the 
charges for water furnished by The 
City of Newark, and stated that to- 
day was the time fixed for hearing on 
the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Does any person 
desire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South 18th 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers. At the present time the burden 
of property owners and real estate 
taxpayers of Newark is so heavy that. 
they cannot pay the tax caarges and 
the water rates. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If the water 
rates were to remain the same you 
would have a like sum or similar sum 
in next year’s tax levy, so that your 
tax rate would be increased. We real- 
ize, too, that your real estate is carry- 
ing a tremendous burden, and we are 
endeavoring to alleviate that and 
spread it equitably throughout the 
citizenry of the City. In order to 
accomplish that we must find other 
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sources of revenue. Director Parnell 
is endeavoring now to find other 
sources of revenue to relieve the tax 
burden placed upon real estate. 


This increase is very nominal; it 
amounts to forty-six cents to the user 
of a small one-family house, and is 
maintained in like propor‘ion. 


The rate as contemplated with the 
increase is much lower than any other 
municipality in the State and much 
lower than any municipality in the 
country that obtains water in the 
same manner that the City of New- 
ark does, by a process cf filtration. 
There are some cities that draw water 
from a lake like the City of Chicago 
draws from Lake Michigan, it natur- 
ally can sell its water lower than we 
in Newark. But we have to draw it 
for miles and filter it before it 
reaches the consumer. However, the- 
quality of water the City of Newark 
receives is better than almost every 
other city in the country. We be- 
lieve that by increasing: that rate 
nominally it is going to be a relief 
to the taxpayer and not put any un- 
due burden on the individual user. 
Those in modest circumstances will 
only participate in a very small raise 
over the three months period. 


In addition to that, after making a 
careful survey in the Water Depart- 
ment, we have cut down $150,000 a 
year in maintenance and salaries 
without impairing the service. Now, 
it is not only a way of taxing the- 
users or the citizens of Newark, but a 
conscientious effort has been made to- 
curtail expenditures in the depart- 
ment, 


Now, in increasing this it is going: 
to bring relief to you and every tax- 
payer in the City of Newark. While. 


it may be true that it may not be in 
any substantial measure, however, it 
is going to distribute it and take some 
of the burden off the taxpayers. 


In so far as the high and low water 
pressure is concerned, we have not 
stopped at that. There is a survey to 
be made with the engineers of the 
Department of Public Affairs in con- 
junction with engineers of the differ- 
ent commercial and industrial houses, 
to find an equitable rate in that di- 
rection; and as soon as the Water 
Department is placed on a self-sus- 


taining basis the rate will then be. 


changed downward as low as we can 
possibly give it to every individual 
citizen of the city. 


Elizabeth is purchasing water at 
$90 per million gallons. There isn’t 
any way that we can abrogate that 
contract legally. I have writen to the 
Mayor and Commissioners in Eliza- 
beth and other municipalities. Of 
course, they refuse to abrogate the 
contract and pay $110 per million gal- 
lons, which we feel is a fair and just 
rate. Now, that is the situation. 


We are even -considering, Mr. 
Zemel, the placing of a tax on those 
users who have wells. That is being 
taken under advisement. And so far 
as distributing is concerned, if you 
owned a factory site, and an industry 
leased that factory site they would be 
affected by this increase. That would 
help you, because instead of it ap- 
pearing in the tax levy next year the 
lessee would pay a proportionate 
share of his increase. Don’t you see 
how it would assist you? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other citizen who desires to be heard? 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmita 
Avenue: I opposed this increase in 
water rates from the start on the 
basis that the people are taxed now 
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to the skin. The taxes are high; they 
cannot pay them now.

And J know the Law Department 
has been working day and night for 
the last seventy-two hours; and I 
know some of them have not been in 
their beds. They went over to Jersey 
City and laid down the law to the 
Vice Chancellor over there so that he 
took back water; and whilst he did 
not reverse himself, he decided to let 
some other Vice Chancellor handle 
the matter. And the matter as you 
know, was brought to a successful 
termination yesterday in favor of the 
taxpayers of this city. 


And IT want to say, too, when this 
matter was broached originally J 
thought it was a dream, a nightmare. 
Director Minisi, however, did not 
think so, and he proceeded in it, and 
as a result of his efforts, which the 
Mayor nobly took up, cutting his 
Chicago trip short to come back here, 
and was in constant communication; 
in fact, he rushed back by air to see 
that the thing did go through; and I 
think all credit must be given to the 
Mayor and to Director Minisi and to 
the Law Department. 


We must always be fair about these 
things; and when we think condemna- 
tion is due, then we must condemn. 
You must do that to us. But when 


we think a good word is due, then I 
do not think we should hesitate to 
say that good word.

No person, persons, 
firm, association, partnership or cor- 
poration shall either directly or in- 
directly on the first day of the week 
commonly known as Sunday, conduct, 
carry on, engage in, sell, dispose of 
or deliver, or cause to be sold or de- 
livered dry goods, haberdasheries, in- 
fants’ wear, children’s wear, men’s 
and women’s furnishings, either 
wholesale or retail, in any store or 
part of store, or any other place 
whatsoever, within the limits of the 
City of Newark. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, firm, association, 


partnership or corporation, either di- 


rectly or indirectly to keep open on 
the first day of the week commonly 
known as Sunday, any store, or part 
of store, or any place whatsoever, 
wherein the business of dry goods, 
infants’ wear, chil- 


nishings, either wholesale or retail, is 


conducted, carried on, engaged in, 
‘sold, disposed of or delivered within 
‘the limits of the City of Newark. 


Section 3 It shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, firm, association, 
partnership or corporation, either di- 
rectly cr indirectly on the first day of 
the week commonly known as Sun- 
day, to obstruct by screen, non-trans~- 
parent glass, shackle, blind, door, 
shutter or merchandise or by any 
other means whatsoever, the clear in- 
terior view of any store or part of 
store or any other place whatsoever, 
wherein the wholesale and/or retail 
business of conducting, carrying on, 
engaging in, selling, disposing of, or 
delivering, either directly or indirect- 
ly, af dry goods, haberdasheries, in- 
fants’ wear, children’s wear, men’s 
and women’s furnishings.

WHEREAS, said City is. about to 
issue bonds of said City of the aggre- - 
gate face amount of Two Million’ 
eight hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars ($2,850,000) pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Chapter 252 of the Laws of 
1916 of New Jersey, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplement- 
al thereto, for the purpose of paying ` 
the cost of constructing, on property 
formerly constituting a part of the 
Morris Canal (heretofore acquired 
from the Morris Canal and Banking 
Company), and on any other property 
acquired for use in connection there- 
with, an electric railway, with all ` 
necessary or convenient stations, con- 
nections, turn-outs, switches, loops, 
structures, tunnels, entrances, exits 
and appurtenances, either under 
ground, above or upon the surface of 
said property, and all other means 
and appliances necessary or proper 
to constitute the same a complete 
electric railway, the said railway to 
extend from the proposed new rail- 
road station north of Market Street 
to the boundary line beween The City 
of Newark and the Town of Belle- 
ville, and said bonds are to be dated 
August 1, 1938, are to bear interest 
at the rate of four and one half per 
centum (44%) per annum, payable 
semi-annually on February 1st and 
August 1st in each year until matur- 
ity and are to comprise (1) $2,775,- 
000 bonds, designated “City Railway 
Construction Bonds, Series “A,” con-

inclusive, and (2) $75,000 bonds des- 
ignated “City Railway Construction 
Bonds, Series “B,” consisting of sev- 
enty-five bonds of the denomination 
of $1,000 each, numbered from 1 to 
75, inclusive, in the order of their 
maturity, and maturing, two bonds 
on August Let in each of the years 
1934 tc 1958, inclusive, and one bond 
on August 1st in each of the years 
1959 to 1983, inclusive; and 


WHEREAS, said electric railway, 
for the payment of the cost of which 
said bonds are authorized to be is- 
sued, is the “City Railway” mention- 
ed and described in a certain contract, 
dated the 9th day of January, 1929 
(a copy of which is annexed hereto 
and marked Exhibit “A”), between 
said City and the Public Service Co- 
Ordinated Transport, a corporation of 
the State of New Jersey, which 
agreement provides among other 
things that said Public Service Co- 
Ordinated Transport shall have the 
exclusive use of and operate the said 
City Railway for the carrying of 
passengers in connection with its 
system of street railways, or any ex- 
tension thereof, for the term of fifty 
years, and also provides that said 
Public Service Co-Ordinated Trans- 
port shall and will during the term 
of said contract pay to said City for 
the use of and right to operate said 
city railway certain sums at times 
and in the manner specified in said 
contract; and 


WHEREAS, the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation has, by an agree- 


ment made with said City, dated the 
26th day of June, 1933 (a copy of 
which is annexed hereto and marked 
Exhibit “B”’), agreed to purchase 
said bonds subject to and upon the 
conditions set forth in said agree- 
ment, and said City desires to enter 
into this agreement with said Bank 
for the purpose of performing the ob- 
ligations assumed by said City in said 


agreement with said Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 


NOW THEREFORE, it is hereby 
agreed by the parties hereto as fol- 
lows: 


1. Immediately after said City 
shal] have completed said city rail- 
way and shall have either paid in full 
the construction cost thereof or made 
adequate provision therefor, said City 
snall deposit with said Bank the un- 
expended balance of the purchase 
Price of said $2,850,000 bonds paid to 
said City by said Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation pursuant to said 
agreement dated the 26th day of 
Jane, 1933. 


2. Said City hereby authorizes 
said Public Service Co-Ordinated 
Transport to pay the said Bank as 
trustee under this agreement all sums 
which may hereafter become due and 
payable pursuant to said contract be- 
tween said City and said Public Ser- 
vice Co-Ordinated Transport, dated 
the 9th day of January, 1929, and 
agrees that the payment of any such 
sums to said Bank shall constitute 
payment to said City, and said Public 
Service Co-Ordinated Transport 
agrees to pay to said Bank as trus- 
tee under this agreement, any and all 
sums which may become due and ow- 
ing to said City under and pursuant 
to said contract. In the event of the 
failure of said Public Servive Co-Or- 
dinated Transport to perform its 
part of this agreement, said Bank 
shall be under no duty to enforce this 
agreement against said Public Service 
Co-Ordinated Transport, but such 
duty shall be that of the City, or the 
holders of the bonds. 


3. All sums deposited with or paid 
to said Bank pursuant to this agree- 
ment shall be held by said Bank in 
trust for and shall be applied to the 
purposes set forth in paragraphs 4, 


5 and 6 of this agreement, in the 
manner set forth in said paragraphs. 


4. Said Bank shall apply any sums 
theretofore deposited with or paid to 
said Bank pursuant to this agreement 
and then on hand, to the amount nec- 
essary, to the payment of such inter- 
est on said bonds as the same shall 
become due and payable. For the 
purpose of making such payment said 
Bank may deposit the amount re- 
quired for the payment of such in- 
terest or such part of said amount as 
it has then on hand, with the paying 
agent designated in said bonds not 
more than five days prior to the date 
when such interest is payable. Upon 
making such deposit with such pay- 
ing agent, all responsibility of said 
Bank in connection with the moneys 
so deposited and/or with the pay- 
ment of the installment of interest 
for which such deposit was made, 
shall cease and come to an end. 


5. In the event that all interest on 
said bonds which shall have become 
due and payable has been paid, said 
Bank shall apply any moneys there- 
tofore deposited with or paid to said 
Bank pursuant to this agreement and 
then on hand to the payment of the 
principal of said bonds ag such prin- 
cipal becomes due and payable. For 
the purpose of making such payment 
said Bank may deposit the amount re- 
quired for the payment of such prin- 
cipal or such part of said amount as 
it has then on hand, with the paying 
agent designated in said bonds not 
more than five days prior to the date 
when such principal is payable. Upon 
making such deposit with such pay- 
ing agent, all responsibility of said 
Bank in connection with the moneys 
so deposited and/or with the payment 
of such principal for which such de- 
posit was made, shall cease and come 
to an end. 


6. Said Bank shall apply any sums 


theretofore deposited with or paid to 
said Bank pursuant to this agreement: 
and then on hand to the purchase pur- 
suant to the provisions of this agree- 
ment of any of said bonds which may 
be outstanding at a price or prices 
not exceeding the principal amount of 
the bonds purchased and the accrued 
interest thereon, provided (1) that it 
shall then be possible to purchase any 
of said bonds in the manner herein- 
after set forth in paragraph 7 of this 
agreement and (2) that all principal 
of and interest on said bonds which 
shall have become due and payable 
have been paid and (8) that either 
(a) the payment of the purchase price 
of said outstanding bonds will not re- 
duce the aggregate of the sums 
theretofore deposited with or paid te 
said Bank pursuant to this agree- 
ment and then on hand to an amount 
which is less than the aggregate 
amount required to meet the next two 
interest payments due on said bonds 
and the principal amount of the bonds. 
maturing on the next serial maturity 
date, or (b) the aggregate of the 
sums theretofore deposited with or 
paid to said Bank pursuant to this 
agreement and then on hand is equal 
to or in excess of the aggregate of 
the principal of all of said bonds then 
outstanding and the amount required 
for the next interest payment. 


7, Whenever the funds on hand 
and available for the purchase of 
bonds within the limitations prescrib- 
ed by paragraph 6 of this agreement 
shall amount to $5,000, or more, said 
Bank shall promptly transmit to said 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 
a written notice stating the amount. 
then on hand and available for the 
purchase of said bonds. If said Re- 
construction Finance Corporatior 
shall advise said Bank in writing that 
it is then the holder of all said bonds 
which shall then be outstanding and 
unpaid, said Bank shall offer to pur- 
chase from said Reconstruction Fi- 


mance Corporation at the price of par 


and accrued interest such amount of , 
bonds of the latest maturities as can, 


be purchased with the funds then on 
hand and held by said Bank and avail- 
able for that purpose. In the event 
that such offer is accepted, said funds 
shall, to the extent necessary, be ap- 
plied to the purchase of said Bonds. 
In the event that said Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation shall advise said 
Bank in writing that it is not the 
holder of all of said bonds then out- 
standing, said Bank shall publish 
once a week for a period of three 
weeks in the Daily Bond Buyer, a fi- 
nancial publication published in the 
City of New York, or in some similar 
fimancia] publication having a wide- 
spread national circulation, a notice 
inviting tenders of outstanding bonds 
of any maturities at a price or prices 
which shall not exceed par and ac- 
crued interest. If tenders of such 
bonds are received pursuant to such 
notice they shall be accepted by said 
Bank to the extent required to ex- 
haust the funds then on hand and 
available for the purchase of said 
bonds. In accepting such tenders 
preference shall be given to tenders 
of bonds of the latest maturities and 
in accepting tenders of bonds of the 
same maturity preference shall be 
given to those which offer the 
most favorable prices. No notice in- 
viting tenders shall, however, be pub- 
lished unless the funds available for 
the purchase of bonds amount to at 
Teast $25,000, and it shall not be the 
duty of said Bank to publish a notice 
ealling for tenders of bonds oftener 
fhan once in each period of six 
months. 


8. Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in paragraph 6 of this agree- 
ment, if all principal of and interest 
en said bonds which shall have be- 
come payable shall have been paid, 
said Bank shall, if requested in writ- 
ime by the holder or holders of eighty 
per centum (80%) of the principal 


amount of said bonds then outstand- 
ing, purchase oiutstarding bonds 
either from said Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation or from holders 
making tenders pursuant to published 
notice, in the manner and subject to 
limitations prescribed by paragraph 
7 of this agreement, to the extent 
necessary to exhaust the funds then 
on hand and held by sa.d Bank pur- 
suant to this agreement, Said Bank 
shall not be required to recognize 
anyone as a holder of said bonds, un- 
less and until the bonds claimed to 
be held are submitted to said Bank 
for inspection and title thereto es- 
tablished to its satisfaction. 


9. Said City shall cause the paying 
agent designated in said bonds to file 
with said Bank at any time within 
two days after demand in writing 
shall have been served upon said pay- 
ing agent a certificate stating the 
amount of the principal of and/or in- 
terest on said bonds which shall have 
become and shall then be due and pay- 
able and also whether or not there is 
then on deposit with said paying 
agent the moneys required to pay 
such principal and interest. Said 
Bank shall be entitled to rely upon 
such certificate in taking any action 
which said Bank is required to take 
by the terms of this agreement. 


10. All bonds purchased by said 
Bank pursuant to this agrreement, and 
the coupons attached to said bonds at 
the time of purchase, shall be cancell- 
ed and shall be delivered by said Bank 
to the City on its written application 
and no bonds shall be ‘issued in liev 
thereof. f 


11. Whenever any provision is 
made herein for the payment of 
moneys by said Bank at any time, 
whether in respect of the purchase of 
all or part of the bonds, the payment 
of principal of, or interest on the 
bonds, or otherwise, said Bank shall 
in no event be liable tc any one be- 


yond the amount of moneys deposited 
‘with or paid to it for such purpose. _ 

12. Said Bank shall be under no 
duty to invest any moneys coming 
into its possession under this agree- 
ment and shall not be required to pay 
interest on such moneys. 


13. Said Bank may resign and be 


discharged of its duties created by 
this agreement by executing an in- 
strument, in writing, resigning such 
‘duties, specifiying the date when such 
resignation shall take effect, and fil- 
ing the same with the City at least 
thirty days (or such shorter time as 
may be accepted by the Board of 
Commissioners of said City as ade- 
quate) before such resignation is to 
take effect. Such resignation shall 
take effect on the date specified in 
such instrument, unless previously a 
successor to the duties of said Bank 
shall be appointed, in which event 
such resignation shall take effect im- 
mediately upon the appointment of 
such successor. Said Banks compen- 
sation, Counsel fees, and expenses, up 
to the time of its resignation, shal! 
be paid as hereinafter provided. Upon 
‘giving notice of such resignation and 
the date when the same is to become 
effective, said Bank shall at the same 
time notify the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation thereof in writing 
‘and shall also publish notice thereof 
once in each week for two successive 
weeks in said Daily Bond Buyer, or 
some similar publication having a 
widespread national circulation. At 
any time within one year from the 
date of the first publication of said 
notice the holders of a majority of 
the bonds then outstanding shall have 


the right to designate the successor-. 


trustee and the City agrees to. ap- 
point any successor so designated. In 
case the bond holders do not act ‘prior 
to the date when such resignation be- 
comes effective, said City may desig- 
mate a temporary successor-trustee, 
and in case the bond -holders do not 
act within said year, any such suc- 


cessor-trustee shall become the perm- 
anent trustee hereunder. Any suc- 
cessor-trustee, unless designated by 
the holders of all bonds then outstand- 
ing, shall be a bank having trust 
powers which is a member of the 
Federal Reserve System and which 
has capital, surplus and undivided 
profits of not less than One Milion 
Dollars ($1,000,000). 


"14. Whenever and for so long as 
the sums theretofore deposited with 
or paid to said Bank pursuant to this 
agreement and then on hand shall 
equal the aggregate of the principal. 
amount of all said bonds then out- 
standing and six months interest 
thereon, any sum thereafter deposited 
with or paid to said Bank pursuant 
to this agreement shall, if requested 
by said City, be paid by said Bank to 
said City. 


15. Said Bank shall be ‘entitled to 
reasonable compensation for all ser- 
vices rendered by it in the execution 
and administration of this agreement, 
and the City agrees from time to 
time to pay such compensation (which 
shall not be limited to any provision 
of law with regard to compensation 
of fiduciaries or of trustees of an ex- 
press trust), and to reimburse said 
Bank and save it harmless against ` 
any and all liability and expenses, in- 
cluding counsel fees, which it may at 
any time incur hereunder. The pro- 
visions of this paragraph shall apply 
in any proceeding in any Federal or 
State Court for the resignation or 
removal of said Bank, and/or an ac- 
counting by said Bank, as trustee. 


16. Said Bank shall not be answer- 
able for anything whatever in con- 
nection with this agreement, save for 
its own negligence and default. 


17. This agreement shall be bind- 


. ing upon and inure to the benefit of 


the. parties hereto and their succes- 
sors and assigns and shall also inure 


to the benefit of the holders from 
time to time of any of the bonds 
hereinbefore referred to.

1. All City Departments, Institu- 
tions, Boards or other agencies for 
which the Department of Central Pur- 
chase shall be required to purchase 
supplies, materials and equipment, 
are hereinafter referred to ag Using 
Agencies, 


2. All Using Agencies shal] file de- 
tailed estimates of their requirements 
as to supplies, materials and equip- 
ment in such manner, at such times 
and for such periods as the Depart- 
ment of Centra] Purchase shall pre- 
scribe. This shall in nowise prevent 
any Using Agency from filing with 
the Department of Central Purchase 
at any time a requisition for supplies, 
materials and equipment, the need 
for which had not been foreseen when 
the detailed estimates were sub- 
mitted. 


3. As rapidly as any class of sup- 
plies, materials or equipment shall 
become standardized, it shall be the 
duty of the Department of Central 
Purchase to establish standard ar- 
rived at as the basis of specifications 
by which said supplies, materials or 
equipment shall be purchased. The 
Department of Central Purchase, 
when necessary, shall invite into con- 
ference any person in the City Gov- 
ernment whose advice may be re- 
quired in the preparation of stand- 
ards and specifications for the pur- 
chase of any supplies, materials and 
equipment. 


4. When any supplies, materials 
or equipment, not covered by contract 
are required, it shall be the duty of 
the Department of Central Purchase 
to purchase such materials, supplies 
or equipment in the open market, 
after having obtained at least three 
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(8) prices thereon, and to award the 
order to the lowest responsible bid- 
der. 


5. In the case of an emergency, 
any Using Agency may purchase di- 
rectly any supplies, materials or 
equipment, the procuremert of which 
is necessary to the continuance of the 
work of the Using Agency concerned, 
provided, however, the amount to be 
expended does not exceed twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00). Requisition cover- 
ing such emergency purchases must 
be forwarded immediately to, the De- 
partment of Central Purchase for 
the issuance of an order confirming 
delivery, indicating thereon the na- 
ture of the emergency. 


6. The Department of Central Pur- 
chase will not honor any requisitions 
confirming the delivery of materials, 
supplies or equipment except as out- 
lined in Paragraph 5. 


7. No Using Agency shall solicit 
any prices for materials, supplies or 
equipment. Such solicitations must 
originate in the Department of Cen- 
tral Purchase. 


8. The Department of Central Pur- 
chase shall prescribe chemical and 
physical tests of samples of ma- 
terials, supplies and equiprnent to be 
delivered to the City of Newark, to 
determine the quality and conform- 
ance of such items the Department 
of Central Purchase shall make use 
of laboratory facilities of any agency 
of the City Government whenever 
possible. 


PART 2—RECEIVING PROCEDURE 


1. The Director of each Depart- 
ment shall file with the Inspector of 
Stores the name or names of mem- 
bers in his Department authorized to 
receive supplies, materials and equip- 
ment in the various Using Agencies 
under his supervision. 


2. Immediately upon notice that 
supplies, materials or equipment are 
to be delivered the person designated 
to receive such supplies, materials 
and equipment, shall notify the In- 
spector of Stores of such intended de- 
livery.

Mayor Ellenstein: I want to say 
this is the first intimation I have had, 
or the other members of this Com- 
mission have had, that you were in 
any way interested in this permit for 
a cemetery. This is an application 
by the Catholic Cemetery, and it is 
in a different category entirely from 
the one previously here and which is 
now pending before the Supreme 
Court. And there was no objection 
on your part. 


And furthermore, this applicant is 
paying not only its arrearages in 
taxes, but paying ten years of sub- 
sequent taxes. It takes in a lot and 
is a continuation of a cemetery that 
is now there, and this application is 
for a permit on a lot directly in the 
center of a cemetery now in exist-

Mr. Sisselman: Well, I oppose the 
application’ or the granting of the 
application on the grounds that this 
Commission has no legal authority to 
grant it, on the ground that where it 
involves the lifting of taxes it must 
be done by ordinance and not by res- 
olution. 


Commissioner Franklin: How much 
ground do you think this permit 
covers? 


Mr. Sisselman: Several lots. 


Commissioner Franklin: It covers 
a lot 46 by 125 feet which is immed- 
iately in the center, on Grove Street, 
of an existing cemetery. It cannot 
prejudice or harm your interests at 
all. The interests you have are over 
in Eighteenth Avenue or that way.

Street: I appear for the applicant. 
The Zoning Board was unanimous in 
granting this permit. It heard these 
same objections, and the five mem- 
bers of the Zoning Board favored it. 


Commissioner Parnell: I would like 
to ask a question or two.

You will have 
gasoline row down there after a 
while. It appears that some poor 
people that have humble homes down 
there, that you call a shack, that 
there you are going to put a gasoline 
station— 


Mr. Nies: I am not talking about 
the adjoining property as shacks, I 
am talking about this applicant’s 
property being shacks. 


Commissioner Parnell: Isn’t some- 
one living in it now? 


Mr. Nies: Yes, but it is in a delapi- 
dated state.

The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain. 


i. There is hereby established in 
the City of Newark a Budget Bureau, 
under the direction of a Budget Di- 
rector. 


2, At least 30 days prior to the 
beginning of the fiscal year, the Bud- 
get Director shall prepare and trans- 
mit to the Board of Commissioners a 
tentative budget sett:ng forth in de- 
tail an estimate of the financial re- 
quirements and the financial re- 
sources of the City for the succeeding 
fiscal year, in the form hereinafter 
more specifically provided Zur, With 
the tentative budget the Budget Di- 
rector shall transmit to the Board of 
Commissioners a budget message con- 
taining a concise statement of the fi- 
nancial condition of the municipality, 
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the fiscal policy underlying the pro- 
posed budget and all the r2asons for 
such fiseal policy. Such message 
shall also summarize so as to show 
the batanced relations between them, 
the aggregates of proposed expend- 
itures and the aggregates of antici- 
pated income, whether from taxes cr 
otherwise, duly classified as to 
sources, with a similar suramary for 
the preceding and for the current 
fiscal years presented in parallel col- 
umns. 


3. Every department, office, boar 
or body to which appropriations are 
made or which shall have authority 
to expend any moneys provided for in 
the budget whether to be raised by 
taxes or otherwise, shall at least 90 
days before the beginning of the next 
fiscal year transmit to the Budget Di- 
rector an estimate in detail ot the 
moneys required for proper function 
of such department, office, board or 
body during the coming fiscal year, 
together with an estimate cf revenues 
which may accrue to such department, 
office, board or body. Corresponding 
figures of the expenditures made and 
revenues received during the prezed- 
ing and current fiscal years shall be 
submitted at the same time the fig- 
ures of the current fiscal year to be 
estimated for the portion unexpired. 
Such estimates and comparative fig- 
ures shall be presented in such form 
as the Budget VLirector shall pre- 
scribe, and it shall be the duty of the 
Budget Director to confer with the 
makers of such estimates and to as- 
sist them in tse preparation thereof, 
After submission of such estimates 
the Budget Director may require ad- 
ditional details or further sub-classi- 
fication in relation to such. estimates. 


4. The tentative budget when 
transmitted by the Budget Director 
to the Board of Commissipners shall 


become the basis for the budget jinal- 
ly to be adopted by the Board of 
Commissioners, subject, however, to 
such modifications and alterations as 
the Board shall determine upon after 
hearing thereon as provided by law. 


5. The budget as transmitted by the 
Budget Director and as finally adopt- 
ed by the Board of Commissioners, 
shal] provide both for current ex- 


penses and for capital outlay during ` 


the fiscal year and for which such 
budget is adopted, properly segregat- 
ed, and shall show the proposed ex- 
penditures of the several budget units 
whether for current expenses or ior 
capital outlay. The proposed expend- 
itures shall be presented under such 
division of function and by such bud- 
get classes as the Budget Director 
shall prescribe, and shall in all events 
be so detailed as to fixed charges, 
personal services, materials and sup- 
plies, and similar classifications as to 
give a reasonably comprehensive pic- 
ture of the needs of each budget unit 
and the sums appropriated to meet 
them. The proposed expenditures of 
every publicly owned and of every 
publicly operated utility or enterprise 
shall be separately set forth under 
the proper budget unit with similar 
detail, 


6. In addition, the budget shall se: 
forth the amount of revenue antici- 
pated to be received during the fiscal 
year for the purpose of financing the 
expenditures authorized. Such reve- 
nues shall be set up by classes and 
subclasses in such a way as to show 
the amount to be appropriated from 
surplus revenue, from miscellaneous 
revenues allocated to the several 
sources thereof anticipated to be re- 
cived during the fiscal year and the 
amount to be raised by taxes. 


7. In addition to the estimates of 
expenditures and revenues the bud- 
get shall include: 


(a) A statement of the city’s bond- 
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ed indebtedness under classes show- 
ing interest, amortization and re 
demption requirements, the amount 
of authorized but unissued bonds, the 
debt limitation and the remaining 
borrowing capacity. 


(b) A full statement showing the 
condition of every surplus revenue 
account and the total of proposed ex 
penditures to be made by appropria 
tion therefrom. : 


(c) A detailed statement of the 
miscellaneous revenues of the preced- 
ing and of the current fiscal years es- 
timated so far as may be necessary 
for the current fiscal year. Such 
statement shall include all moneys re- 
ceived by the municipality trom 
sources other than the tax levy and 
surplus revenue accounts. 


8. For the purpose of camparison, 
similar figures of expenditures and 
revenues for the preceding and cur- 
rent years, estimated so far’ as may 
be necessary as to the current fiscal 
year, shall be set up beside the an- 
ticipated items of expenditures and 
revenue for the coming fiscal year. 


9. With the advice of the officers 
or departments responsible for their 
respective operation, the Budget Di- 
rector shall prepare and transmit to 
the Board of Commissioners at the 
same time the tentative budget and 
budget summary are transmitted a 
separate and supplementary budget 
for each publie utility and for each 
revenue producing enterprise owned 
or operated by the City, and the items 
carried in the general budget in re- 
lation to such utility or enterprise 
shall be consistent with the items of 
proposed expenditures and anticipat- 
ed revenue shown in the respective 
supplemental budgets. 


10. Such supplemental budgets 
shall be in general form similar to 
the general budget and shall include 


expenditures for administration, op- 
eration and maintenance, for debt 
amortization and redemption charges, 
and for all proposed capital expendi- 
tures during the ensuing fiscal year. 
It shall similarly show the anticipat- 
ed income from such utility or en- 
terprise and any means of financing 
the proposed expenditure including 
taxation to cover any anticipated def- 
icit in income from operation. Com- 
parative figures for the preceding and 
current fiscal years shall be included 
therein. Every supplementary budget 
shall be a public document open to 
public inspection, but need not be 
published. 


11. In addition to the duties here- 
inafter assigned to the Budget Di- 
rector it shall be his duty in confer- 
ence with the several spending agen- 
cies of the city, immediately upon 
the adoption of the budget to prepare 
a work program of the several spend- 
ing agencies under which the appro- 
priations are to be expended, and 
shall periodically and not less than 
quarterly report the status of the ac- 
counts of the several spending agen- 
cies in relation to such work program. 
Similar special reports affecting one 
or more of such spending agencies 
may be made to the Board of Com- 
missioners when the Budget Director 
shall deem advisa>le. 


42. Said Budget Director shall be 
appointed by resolution by the Board 
of Commissioners. 


13. In addition to the Budget Di- 
rector there shall be established in 
the Budget Bureeu such clerks and 
assistants at such salaries as the 
Board of Commissioners shall from 
time to time determine. 


14. The Budget Director shall re- 
ceive a salary of six thousand dollars 
($6,000) per annum.

Commissioner Parnell: Mr. Mayor, 
before we go on I would like to speak 
about this budget ordinance or the 
ordinance setting up a budget di- 
rector. It was my intention to in- 
troduce an ordinance this morning 
setting up a budget director in the 
Department of Revenue and Finance 
in accord with the recommendation 
made by the Citizens Advisory Fi- 
nance Committee. I think that the 
Budget Director should be in the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance 
just as much as the City Hospital 
should be in the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. 


However, I feel this is one of the 
most helpful pieces of legislation 
that we as a body could introduce 
into our municipal government; and 
in sounding out the opinion of my 
colleagues yesterday I found that you 
were all opposed to having the budget 
director in the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance. You opposed it, I 
suppose, from a precautionary stand- 
point. 
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Now, I do not want the citizens of 
Newark to be deprived of the benefits 
that will come from having a budget 
director in City Hall, and on the old 
principle that half a loaf is better 
than none I am willing to vote to set 
up a budget director as a non-de- 
partmental bureau. But I am going 
to vote to have the budget. director 
set up in a non-deparmental bureau 
with the distinct understanding that 
the Citizens Advisory Finance Com- 
mittee will nominate the budget di- 
rector. And I am going to say to you 
now and say to you publicly here, that 
I shall vote for a budget director as a 
non-departmental officer with the 
distinct understanding that the Citi- 
zens Advisory Finance Committee 
will make the nomination. And that 
being so, I am not going to introduce 
my ordinance at this time but will go 
along with the one that has been in- 
troduced here this morning. And I 
hope that you all will do the same. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So that silence 
is not misconstried, I want to say 
that it has always been my thought, 
and I know that the Walsh Act or- 
iginally intended to give a govern- 
ment to the municipalities which was 
non-partisan and non-political in na- 
ture. I believe the budget director 
should not be associated with any par- 
ticular department since his functions 
and duties would be, should such a de- 
cision be made by this Commission 
that a budget director is necessary, 
ministerial and administrative in all 
the departments, and is different en- 
tirely from that of a superintendent 
of the hospital, where the hospital ts 
contained in a particular department 
and ony administers to that particu- 
lar department. But not so with the 
budget director. His duties apply to 
all departments, much like the Legal 
Department and much like the’ City 
Clerk’s Office. His functions are di- 
rected to the five different depart- 
ments and not particularly to any 
single one. And for that reason I do 
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believe that the budget director 
should be non-departmental, if the 
bureau is set up and if it is found 
necessary and if most expedient and 
most economical and to the best in- 
terests of the general citizenry of our 
city. 


Now, in so far as a recommenda- 
tion by the Citizens Advisory Finance 
Committee, I am willing to listen to 
recommendations from any source, 
put I am not forgetful of the fact that 
I was elected by the general citizenry 
of the City and not by any particular 
group; and while I will listen to rec- 
ommendations and carefully weigh 
them in my mind, I am not on record 
as being unequivocally in favor of 
taking the recommendations of any 
single person or any particular group. 
I will endeavor to use my best judg- 
ment, if a budget director is found 
necessary, and discharge my duties to 
all the citizens and not to any particu- 
lar group.

Dear Mayor Ellenstein: 


It is now some time since the Com- 
mission approved of the ourchase of 
The Kresge Foundation property on 
Halsey Street for the sum of $350,000. 


Mr. Kresge was most .ppreciative 
of the action of the Board in agree- 
ing on a fair price for the property, 
which, I am frank to say, was only 
proper in view of the very generous 
attitude The Foundation took toward 
the City in permitting occupation of 
the property for a period of two 
years without any compensation 
whatever. 


Realizing the need of the City for 
money, we have made no request for 
payment, waiting the receipt of 
moneys by the City from the Federal 
Government. These moneys have now 
been received and I understand that 
included in the moneys paid to the 
City is an item of approximately 
$110,000 definitely assigned to the 
purchase of the Kresge property.

The proposed deed of conveyance, 
properly executed, is in my posses- 
sion, and I supposed there would be no 
question at all about the payment at 
once of at least the sum of $110,000 
above referred to. 


Yesterday, Lowever, I was inform- 
ed that this sum would only be paid 
on condition that The Kresge Foun- 
dation at once paid $75,000 in cash to 
the City on aecount of the taxes as- 
sessed against The Foundation for ali 
of ‘ts real estate in Newark for the 
year 1933. 


In view of the fact that the City 
has had our property for two years, 
anc. the City is indebted to The Foun- 
dation in the sum of $350,000 on ac- 
count of the purchase price of this 
property, I am naturally very much 
outraged at the suggestion that the 
coraparatively small payment now 
available should be reduced. 


We have always been willing that 
the City should apply cur 1933 tax 
bil. against the sum of $350,000, the 
purchase price. Inasmuch as these 
taxes amount to approximately $170,- 
000, there would still remain $180,000 
to be paid in cash, leaving a very 
substantial amount to be paid in cash 
even if we should receive $110,000 at 
this time. It seems to me that any- 
thing furthe: than that is quite in- 
equitable and is subject to just com- 
plaint on the part of Mr. Kresge. 


I quite appreciate the need of the 
City for its taxes, and were the 
amount payable to The Foundation 
equal to or less than the amount of 
the taxes, I should make no complaint 
about the City taking the entire 
moneys for tax purposes. However, 
I cannot see how it applies where the 
City owes The Foundatioh $180,000 in 
excess of the amount of the taxes for 
the entire year 1933. 


I trust you will be good enough to 
read this letter at your meeting to- 


ri

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day, and that you and your colleagues 
will agree with the entire reasonable- 
ness of our position, and I must ask 
that we receive, in cash, not less than 


$110,000. allocated to this deal in the 


Government appropriation.

Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know 
anything about it, Commissioner Par- 
nell? 


Commissioner Parnell: Well, the 
letter is directed at me, it is not di- 
rected at.the City Commission. And it 
is the result of a conversation I had 
with Mr. Egner of McCarter & Eng- 
lish yesterday. Now, there is an old 
legal maxim that possession is nine 
points of the law; and whenever I 
have any of the taxpayers’ money jn 
my possession I am going to hold onto 
it just as long as I can. That is the 
result of that letter. 


The Kresge Foundation owes the 
City of Newark $150,000 for taxes 
and the Kresge Department Store 
owes the City of Newark nearly $380,- 
000 for taxes, and they want us to 
pay out $110,000 out of the R. F. C. 
money, and I won’t pay out the $110,- 
000 until they pay their taxes. 


Now, that seems to ine to be per- 
fectly fair. Mr. Egner and McCarter 
& English, of course, in the interests 
of their clients, hold up their hands 
and think that is a terrible procedure. 
Now, as far as they are concerned, if 
they had a note of the City of New- 
ark to the effect that it owed them 
$350,000 for a piece of land,—and I 
think they got four times too much 
money from the City Railway when 
they got $350,000, but the old Com- 
mission agreed to pay it and we had 
to vote to pay it. If I had a note of 
the City of Newark for $350,000 I 
would think I was very fortunate, be- 
cause I would have enough confidence 
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in my City to know I would eventual- 
ly get it. 


But as far as shedding any tears 
over the Kresge Department Store is 
concerned, we want to bear in mind 
this fact, that Sebastian Kresge did 
not come into the City of Newark to 
do the City of Newark any favor, he 
came into the City of Newark to 
make a fine living for himself and 
make all the money he could; and in 
doing that he should pay his taxes to 
the City of Newark for the police 
protection, fire protection, our beauti- 
ful streets, our street lighting, our 
health facilities; and if he doesn’t pay 
his taxes to the City of Newark those 
things cannot be afforded. And he is 
not in the position of some little home 
owner that has just got together his 
last dollar to protect his home, but he 
is a wealthy man with wealth run- 
ning into millions; and as far as I 
am concerned, I am not losing any 
sleep or shedding any tears over him. 
If he can get that $110,000 out of me 
before he pays his taxes he will have 
to go into court to do it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I understand 
that the Kresge Foundation does not 
owe the City more than $150,000, and 
that includes the second half of this 
year. Is that so? 


Commissioner Parnell: The Kresge 
Foundation will owe one hundred and 
fifty-odd thousand dollars. on Decem- 
ber 1, and Sebastian Kresge himself 
owes us about $330,000. Now, I am 
not going to go into the ramifications 
of a personality and a legal corpora- 
tion, a corporation sole and an indivi- 
dual, because the actual fact is that 
the Kresge Foundation is Sebastian 
Kresge, and if you give it to the 
Kresge Foundation they may put it in 
one pocket, but Mr. Kresge will reach 
his hand into the same pocket and 
transfer it to his pocket the very next 
day. So I am not going into those 
fictions. I have got that money and 
I am going to hold on to it.

the Commission that the job should be 
a non-departmental job. ` 


On the basis of half a loaf being 
better than no loaf at all there was a 
rather general agreement, I believe, 
that that would be a step in the right 
direction. The ordinance which you 
propose to introduce this morning, I 
believe will run parallel— 


Mayor Ellenstein: There won’t be 
any ordinance introduced this morn- 
ing at all, Mr. Wollmuth. The ordi- 
nance could nct be prepared in time 
for introduction this morning, and the 
agreement among the Coramissioners 
has been that any new ordinance to 
be introduced that it first be present- 
ed to each Commissioner to give them 
an opportunity to study it for two 
weeks, unless an emergency arises or 
the contingencies are such that it 
would permit of introduction before 
the lapse of that two weeks. So it 
was the thought of the Commission 
pending that time, to defer the ordi- 
nance now before the Commission 
until two weeks from today when this 
new ordinance will be introduced. 


m 
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Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, the press 
statement yesterday indicated that the 
ordinance would be introduced today. 
‘That is the reason I have spoken as I 
have. And if that is not so, then the 
ordinance is not here to be read, 
obviously so. 


But would not the Commission be 
able to proceed with the hearing on 
the basis of the ordinance that is now 
formally before it? May I say it 1s 
quite an imposition on the very busy 
business men of this community to 
continually put this matter off. 

Mayor Ellenstein: I understand 
that, Mr. Wollmuth. 


Mr. Wollmuth: It really is an im- 
position. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is why I 
made that announcement before we 
formally opened the meeting. I 
thought it might save you and the 
others time and not necessitate your 
waiting. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, as far as 
I am concerned it does not make any 
difference, personally. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If we heard any- 
thing on that this morning and then 
deferred it for two weeks, naturally, 
it would be necessary to reiterate 
that. So there would be no time 
saved in that direction. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, Mr. 
Mayor, it is going to be very diffi- 
cult to maintain or obtain the interest 
of business men to come down here 
‘every two weeks in connection ‘with a 
matter that has already been deferred 
a number of times; and it seems 
hardly fair that there cannot: be some 


I don’t want to be critical, but on 
the other hand, that is the viewpoint 
that is expressed to me. These men 
are going to fade out of the picture, 
They are going to say, “What is the 
use? We have no assurance there 
won’t be another change made in two 
weeks hence.” That is just the posi- 


tion so many of these business men 
take. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The understand- 
ing I had with Mr. Hoadley, who rep- 
resents the Broad Street Association, 
and a conference I just had with Mr. 
Corbin who represents the Citizens 
Advisory Finance Committee, before . 
I came here, was that the ordinance, 
the proposed ordinance, after it is 
framed, a copy of it be sent to these 
associations for their study. Now, I 
think if a copy of that is sent to 
your association, too, and then if your 
representatives appear at the confer- 
ence before the ordinance is intro- 
duced, I think it would save a great 
deal of time and avoid considerable 
confusion whereas if we were to lis- 
ten to arguments pro and con on the 
ordinance that is now to be presented 
today, as I understand it from your 
statement your association is in fav- 
or of having it under some definite 
department. This ordinance as it is 
introduced today is non-departmental. 
So that the Commission feels that it 
wants to approach it with an open

. Mr..Wollmuth: Thank you for your 
statement: But may I call attention 
to the fact that there were very def- 
inite statements made in the original 
conference held with the City Commis- 
sion at which time various represent- 


atives of a number of organizations 
were present, and at that time there 
seemed to be a very definite idea in 
the minds of the Commission that 
there should not be a departmental 
designation in the ordinance. That is 
definite, so there was not any ques- 
tion of open-mindedness on the part 
of the Commission on that point. On 
the second point as to making it non- 
departmental, the Commission again 
closed its mind when it decided it 
should be a non-departmental bureau. 
On the third point, along comes the 
story in the press that a present em- 
ployee, a very able, conscientious, and 
wel] thought of employee of the City, 
is to be made budget director. 


So that the $6,000 salary and separ- 
ate budget director is not to be longer 
considered, Therefore, how can one 
understand the statement, Mr. Mayor, 
with all due respect, that the Commis- 
sion’s mind is still open as to what is 
going to be done about this question 
of the budget director for the City 
of Newark. It seems obviously diffi- 
cult to understand that the Commis- 
sion’s mind is still open when it seems 
to have determined on three different 
things. Therefore, there can be no 
argument if the Commission has de- 
termined that these several steps are 
to stand in accordance with the action 
already taken in conference, that 
there seems to be no reason why 
there should be any further hearing 
or any hearing on the ordinance it- 
self, 


Commissioner Franklin: All these 
matters that you have heard, Mr. 
Wollmuth, have been the result of 
open-mindedness. The very fact that 
you have read and heard and dis- 
cussed the various plans and phases 
of plans, shows that the mind of this 
Commission was open and is still 
open. Nothing is dispositive of this 
ordinance as yet. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Well, of course, it 
cannot be until you arrive at the 


point of voting on the ordinance it- 
self, 


Commissioner Franklin: And listen- 
ing to formal argument two weeks 
from now when you gentlemen appear 
here. 


Mr. Wolimuth: Well, I submit, Com- 
missioner in so Zar as tne statements 
have been reported as coming out of 
the conferences of the City Commis- 
sioners that certain very definite posi- 
tions were taken by the var.ous mem- 
bers of the Commission and I have 
related those—there is no need of my 
going into those again by repeating 
them—and that is the state of mind, 
the confused state of mind that is 
created by this statement, as eman- 
ating, certainly officially, from the 
Commission with respect to this ques- 
tion of a budget director. 


Now, it is hoped that the Commis- 
sion will not bandy this thing around 
in the same marner that the Purchas- 
ing Bureau was and Purchasing 
Agent was for years and years: Ever 
since 1919. It is too important; it 
is too important with respect to the 
affairs of the City of Newark. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now, Mr. Woll- 
muth, I don’t think that is quite fair, 
a statement like that, because— 


Mr. Wolimuth: I said I hoped. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, I don’t 
think that you should have any ap- 
prehension as to that. There has 
been no deferment of the budget di- 
rectorship. It was introduced once, 
it was to come up for final passage 
today, and now the Commission has 
decided to put it off for two weeks. 
And, as a matter of fact, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the ordi- 
nance— 


Mr. Wollmuth: That is four weeks. 


Mayor Ellenstein: My recollection. 
is it was two weeks. 


a} 
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Mr. Wollmuth: Two weeks ago 
there was another ordinance to come 
up for public hearing, 


Mayor Ellenstein: If the ordinance 
were to be passed today it would not 
go into effect for twenty-four days. 
That would be too late, under the 
terms of the ordinance, for any bud- 
get director to function this year. So 
that would have no bearing on the 
situation even if it were deferred for 
two months. And the Commission is 
going on in preparing the budget in a 
manner which I believe will meet with 
the approval of every reasonable per- 
son, 


Mr. Wollmuth: Let me ask a ques- 
tion, if I may, Mr. Mayor: the exist- 
ing ordinance, or rather, the ordi- 
nance before the Commission, pro- 
videg for a certain procedure after 
the budget has been adopted formally 
by the Commission. It is purposed to 
include in this proposed ordinance the 
same procedure and regulations that 
are embodied by and large in that 
recommendation ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is what we 
are going to try to work out. As the 
ordinance. is now set up it provides 
that the budget director prepare a 


budget three months before the eng 


of the fiscal year. How can a budget 
director in any way prepare a budget 
without first determining from the 
various departments and going fur- 
ther through the various heads as to 
what the appropriation is to be. 


So as the ordinance is set up now, 
it seems to me to be a backward regu- 
lation rcther than a forward one, and 
to my mind it ought to come first, 
emanate from the bureaus, then to 
each department head, and then turn- 
ed over to the budget director for his 
final analysis. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, I don’t 
go along with that, Mr. Mayor. I 
don’t want to prolong the discussion, 
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and that is just exactly why we have 
not gotten anywhere on the budget, — 
and that isn't any reflection on this 
Commission, because this Commission 
has not had an opportunity to make 
up its own budget. In fairness, it 
should be ‘stated, perhaps, that this 
Commission should have a chance td 
show what kind of a budget it will 
make, in all fairness. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am agreed on 
that. 


Mr. Wollmuth: But as against that, 
the underlying principle that invol- 
ves the work of a budget director 
does not lie directly and primarily in 
line with the preparation of the bud- 
get. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then I want to 
say this to you, Mr. Wollmuth, that I 
have taken the trouble to compile just 
what the functions of budget directors 
have been in other cities in the coun- 
try, and I have a letter on my desk 
which clearly states the functions and 
duties of a budget director in eight 
of the cities where they have got bud- 
get directors throughout the country. 
And I think it might be well for 
your organization to take the letter 
and give it thought and consideration. 


In addition to that, the statement 
of Mr. Buck, who is recognized—I 
don’t recall now what institution he 
is connected with as an economist, but 
he is recognized as one of the author- 
ities and the outstanding authority in 
the country on budget making for 
municipalities and political sub-divi- 
sions. His statement is contrary to 
the setup of the budget as it now 
exists. 


I think it is something that ought 
to receive a great deal of considera- 
tion, not only by this Commission 
but by your organization and every 
other organization, who undoubtedly 
have only the best interests of the 
City at heart. 


Mr. Wollmuth: We have done it for 
fourteen years, to my knowledge. 

Mayor Ellenstein: And I do not 
think we should hastily go into it, 
particularly so since a budget direc- 
tor cannot possibly function before 
the end of this fiscal year,—not prop- 
erly function—which will be teo late 
to have any effect upon the budget 
making next year. So that before I 
as one of the Commissioners can sub- 
scribe to a vote where ten or twelve 
or fifteen thousand dollars further is 
going to be spent by the City of 
Newark, I want to have last reason- 
able assurance that it is going to 
bring that return at least to the City 
of Newark, and more. And that ‘s 
the situation. 


There isn’t any undue delay. I 
think that actions speak louder than 
any. other action this Commission has 
taken in conference to defer this bud- 
get, the final reading of this budget 
for two weeks, and then in the mean- 
time introduce an ordinance and sub- 
mit that ordinance, as I stated to 
Mr. Hoadley yesterday, to his associa- 
tion, your association, and any other 
civic or business group that is inter- 
ested in the welfare of Newark, and 
then have your suggestions, and I 
think that would work out much bet- 
ter without any confusion; and J am 
sure we will finally all agree as to 
what is to the best interests of the 
ity. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, that is 


the objective; but I want to reiterate, 
Mr. Mayor, that after four weeks, 
here it is we have arrived at the 
day of hearing, and the Commission 
now finds it wants to consider some- 
thing else. I make that point, and 
that point cannot be refuted, 


I am not questioning the intent or 
rurpose of the Commission when I 
say that, but the fact remains, never- 
theless, as I have just given it to 
the Commission. 


Now, with respect to the authorities 
on this thing, there are many autho” 
ities, of course. One of the finest au- 
thorities on this thing, the Institute 
of Public Administration, men whe 
are recognized as authorities on this 
thing, and their opinion should be 
sought by the City Commission also, 
and those authovities we can quote at 
the right time. 


So, shorn of all consideration, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen of the Commis- 
sion, this budge: director’s job funda- 
mentally should be on a departmental 
basis, because it has to do with the 
revenue and fnances of the City. 
Whether Mr. Parnell is Director of 
Revenue and Finance makes no dit- 
ference to the Chamber of Commerce; 
It is not a matter of personalities 
or persons of any kind, political or 
otherwise; and it is that pont that 
we want to urge the Commission t» 
consider, and for one purpose only, 
Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, because it is believed by 
people who have no interest, political 
or otherwise, in this whole situation, 
that that is the thing to do, above 
every other consideration, and that 
alone will solve this question of bud- 
get making. Obviously the Commis- 
sion must depend upon their depart- 
ment heads. You have got to have 


‘an independert man who can go 
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around from department to depart- 
ment and determine whether your 
subheads are giving tv you the facts 
you ought to have in oder to de- 
termine upon a budget that will satis- 
fy you. Thank you very much. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is just the 
reason why we should go carefully 
before committing the City to spend 
any more money. 


I have received one phase of it “rom 
the Executive Chairman of the Na- 
tional League of Municipalities, who 
had addressed a letter to Mayor 
Kenwoithy, who is the State Seere- 


tary of the League of Municipalities. 
Now, I thought by having that letter 
come directly to Mayor Kenworthy 
that we would have an unbiased and 
unprejudiced opinion. -Now, the fact 
that you have other information is all 
the more reason why that should be 
‘brought to the attention of the Com- 
mission so that they can definitely 
and reasonably decide upon what 
course to pursue. And I think you 
will agree with me that should be 
presented to the Commissioners. 


Mr. Wollmuth: And I was under the 
impression, Mr. Mayor, that all of the 
data, all of the facts, all of the ex- 
perience known to political science in 
matter of this kind, had been ob- 
‘tained, studied, analyzed and present- 
ed in the form in which it has been 
presented by the Citizens Advisory 
Finance Committee to the City Com- 
mission. Obviously they have scan- 
ned this country over, and other coun- 
tries too, to ascertain what the best 
practise is. They have it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that in- 
formation should be presented to the 
Commission. 


Mr. Wollmuth: J assumed, of 
course, it was. . 

Mayor Ellenstein: I have one side 
of it. I would like, of course, to see 
the other side of it before I make my 
decision, 


Mr. Wollmuth: Nobody can quarrel 
with you on that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Therefore, I say 
that indicates we are approaching it 
with an open mind when we are only 
‘deferring it for two weeks. Any in- 
formation you have I know the other 
Commissioners as well as myself 
would like to have it. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, it is very 
disturbing to have a Commissioner 
come out flatfooted in the very be- 
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ginning, without having had a chance 
to consider the thing at all from a 
basic standpoint, the fundamentals 
that are involved in this particular 
matter, and to make a statement we 
will know it is all out of the picture 
when it comes to having this thing 
fundamentalized. That is number 
one. That is disturbing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Speaking for 
myself, I know there is no intention 
on my part to disturb you or any 
other member of the Chamber of 
Commerce. And I tried to approach 
all questions with an open mind, and 
I tried to do it conscientiously and 
reasonably. And if you have any 
other version of it, of course, I think 
in all fairness to the members of the 
Commission that you ought to present 
that side of it. All I have available 
to me is the one side of it coming 
from the National League of Munici- 
palities, who do not present the theo- 
retical side of it, but present the prac- 
tical side of it based upon practical 
experiences throughout the country. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Of course, J won't 
agree that what the Citizens Advisory 
Finance Committee has presented to 
the City of Newark is theoretical, be- 
cause it isn’t. 

Mayor Ellenstein: You say you 
have some institute. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Yes, the institute of 
Public Administration. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, we ought 
to have that before us. 


Mr. Wollmuth: It would be of great 
service to the Commission, and you 
can avail yourself of the services of 
that institute. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In my conversa- 
tion with Mr. Corbin he took a some- 
what different attitude. I told him 
what the Commission in conference 


decided to do. He said that was per- 
fectly all right, that we should ap- 
proach it slowly before we commit 
the city to any additional expend- 
tures. 


Mr. Wollmuth: I suppose that is 
perfectly all right, but the point I 
tried to make was this, that due to a 
desire to bring to the Commission a 
representation of public expression 
from organized business, we have 
from time to time, in a spirit of co- 
operation—I can say that—brought 
busy business men who are bedeviled 
with this, that and the other thing, 
and then we find after two stated 
sessions for hearing purposes, the 
thing is laid over for two weeks more. 
That is the point I want to bring out. 
It is too bad. : 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
bad. 


Yes, it is too 


Mr. Wollmuth: Mr. Mayor, as be- 
tween you and myself, you know 
where we stand: no disagreement at 
all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I thought I was 
assisting in some measure when I saw 
you and Mr. Hoadley and the other 
gentleman here in the audience, I 
thought you were here on that ordi- 
nance and I thought I would make 
that announcement and save time for 
you. 


Mr. Wollmuth: I know you want Lo 
be courteous, and are. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I know you are 
both agreed certainly there was no 
intention on the part of any member 
of the Commission to waste any of 
your time, because we know how 
valuable your time is, and you are 
only prompted to come here unselfish- 
ly in the interests of our City. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Business men come 
here selfishly in the sense they recog- 
nize this situation. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Then I must dis- 
agree with you. 


Mr. Hoadley: At the risk of seem- 
ing to disagree with my friend Mr. 
Wollmuth, I will say I do not dis- 
agree With him, but I think he is a 
little too apprehensive, and so far as 
the Broad Street Associaticn is con- 
cerned, I am sure we feel that due 
deliberation never hurt any act, and 
I am sure that after due deliberation 
you will bring up an ordinance that 
is what the business men will cordial- 
ly approve. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Thank you. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Mr. Mayor, just a 
word. I am sure Mr. Hoadley does. 
not want to pace me in a wrong: 
light-— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now—- 


Mr. Wollmuth: Just a second and 
I am through. I do not want to be 
placed in the position of believing. 
that due consiceration is not neces- 
sary in all of these important mat- 
ters, because it is. .

Mrs. Breskin, 764 South Sixteenth 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor, I happen to be the iland- 
lord right opposite this property. I 
have been there for fifteen years now, 
and before this laundry came there 
the section was lovely, it was a res- 
jdential section. Today it is absolute- 
ly a nuisance. 


Mayor Ellenstein Do any other 
ladies want to `e heard? 


Mrs. Sasse, 751 South Fifteenth 
Street: 


Mrs. Abrams, the lady for whom I 
am speaking, is not able to be here 
this morning “or she is losing her 
home on account of the laundry. She 
has not been able to rent it for 
months at a time. She is very close 
to the laundry there, and her little 


chilc. is under the doctor’s care. The 
laundry is a nuisance. 


Commissioner Franklin: How far 
are you from the laundry? 


Mrs. Sasse: I am on the next block. 


Mrs. Sasse: Yes, I am on Fifteenth 
Street and the laundry is on Six- 
teenth Street. 


Mrs. Sasse: The woman I speak of 
is next to the laundry, Mirs. Abrams. 


Mrs J. Schubert, 7253 South Fif- 
teenth Street: 


The soft coal they burn smokes all 
over the whole place. ‘You cannot 
stand it in Fifteenth Street with all 
the blackness from it. 


Mrs. Streckfuss, 738 South Fit- 
teenth Street: 


Well, I have this much to say, 
that.my property is being ruined by 
the smoke that. comes from that chim- 
ney. 


Mr, Herman Elfand, 784 South Six- 
teenth Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, I 
live diagonally across the street from 
this laundry. I live across the street 
and they are going to increase the 
boilers. That means more smoke. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other objector who desires to be 
heard? 


All right, we will hear from those 


in favor of the application. 


Mr. Hood: Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men of the Board of City Commis- 
sioners. The situation is that the 
Royal Laundry Service went there 
about nine years ago and converted 3 
stable into a laundry. They have 
been required to provide for their 
needs and building, which has a front- 
age of 75 feet and a depth of 100 feet, 
they have equipped it with machinery 
and have expended over $100,000 in 
the establishment of this plant. And 
they have done it by virtue of the au- 
thority granted by a City depart- 
ment. ` . 


Now, I propose to show you that 
this so-called smoke nuisance does 
not exist; I propose to show to you 
within a radius of three blocks by 
air line there are at least eighteen 
plants which use either oil or soft 
coal in the operation of their plants. 
It is the height of folly to say that in 
a locality such as this, with the Le- 
high Valley Railroad only about three 
blocks away in an air-line, with 
private homes in the immediate vicin- 
ity having oil burners, to say that 
this nuisance is directly attributed to 
a particular plant. 


Mr. Herbert Fox, 90 South Tenth 
Street: f 


Gentlemen, I have made an exhaus- 
tive study of this laundry particulariy 
as concerns the claims of smoke. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is your 
business ? 


Mr. Fox: I am a registered and li- 
censed heating engineer, licensed by 
the State. The plant as now existing 
is, in my opinion, very effic‘ent, in 


that soft coal is and can be consumed 
smokelessly. 


The present plant at no time is run 
to its full capacity of boiler output. 
However, the method of operation is 
that about eleven tons of coal are con- 
sumed per week. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor, 
let me say this, in view of the con- 
tention that has arisen, I think we 
are called upon not only for a per- 
sonal examination of this property 
and neighborhood, but fon a verifica- 
tion of certain statements that have 
been made. I would like to say, how- 
ever, when this matter comes up 
again I would like to see a compari- 
son made of laundries in the City of 
Newark of a comparable size with 
this laundry. I know of the Lacka- 
wanna Laundry on Summer Avenue 
for one, and this Columbian Laundry 
on Twelfth Street. And from the 
standpoint of size, comparable with 
this, T think a comparison ought to 
be made, and with respect to the 
character of the surrounding neigh- 
borhood, 


In view of that, I move this mat- 
ter be deferred until November 6 to 
give us an opportunity to look over 
the situation. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Some of the ob- 
jectors want to be heard. Of course, 
the way I feel about it, I think the 
rights of the people in the immediate 
neighborhood should be protected, 
particularly so when they come here 
in large numbers like they do. On 
the other hand, we should consider 
the laundry being there and take into 
consideration that fact. If it is go- 
ing to put people to work, that ought 
to be taken into consideration, and the 
laundry already being established 
there, a circumstance over which, this 
Board had no control, if it can be 
shown it is not going to affect the 
building further than it does now, 
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then that should be taken into con- 
sideration too. 


I think what Commissioner Frank- 
lin says, by making a comparison 
with other laundries that burn the 
same sort of fuel and have the same 
space that this would have, that is a 
fair way to judge; and alsc the sur- 
rounding property. Taking every- 
thing into consideration, the height 
of the stack, the effect it has on paint 
and the like, that ought to be taken 
into consideration. That s why I 
think this Commission should make a 
personal inspection of that property, 
in order to do no injustice. 


We are not going to limit you to 
bringing expert testimony here. If 
you will get somebody in the locality 
where the laundry is located, in order 
to properly get at the truth and have 
No injustice to anybody, if you can 
get an affidavit from somebody who 
lives in close proximity to the laun- 
dry, that will be taken into considera- 
tion by this Commission and will not 
put these people to any expense. We 
don’t want to do that.

Newark, N. J., November 6, 1933. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J, was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Duffy, 
Franklin, Minisi, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Absent: Commissioner Parnell. 


The minutes of meeting of October 
31st were read and approved. 


Commissioner Franklin introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
as, follows: 


An ordinance relating to the City 
Budget and establishing a Budget 
Bureau. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. There is hereby estab- 
lished a Budget Bureau under the di- 
rection of a Budget Director, to be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Commission- 


ers by resolution, and whose compen- 
sation shall be fixed and determined 
by the Board of Commissioners. 


Section 2. Every department, 
office, board or body, to which appro- 
priations are made, or which shall 
have authority to expend any monies 
provided for in the budget, whether 
to be raised by taxes or otherwise, 
shall at least ninety days before the 
beginning of the next fiscal year, 
transmit to the Budget Director an 
estimate in detail of the monies re- 
quired for the proper function of such 
department, office, board or body dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year, together 
with an estimate of revenues which 
may accrue to such department, office, 
board or body. Corresponding figures 
of the expenditures made and reve- 
nues received during the preceding 
and current fiscal years shall be s7b- 
mitted at the same time the figures of 
the current fiscal year to be estima- 
ted for the portion unexpired. Such 
estimates and comparative figures 
shall be presented in such form as the 
Budget Director shall prescribe and it 
shall be the duty of the Budget Di- 
rector to confer with the makers of 
such estimates and to assist them. in 
the preparation thereof. After sub- 
mission of such estimates, the Budget 


Director may require additional de- 
tails or further sub-classifications in 
relation to such estimates. 


Section 3. At least thirty days 
prior to the beginning of the fiscal 
year, the Budget Director shall pre- 
pare and transmit to the Board of 
Commissioners a tentative budget 
setting forth in detail an estimate of 
the financial requirements and the fi- 
nancial resources of the City for the 
succeeding fiscal year, in the form 
hereinafter more specifically provided 
for. With the tentative budget, the 
Budget Director shall transmit to the 
Board of Commissioners a budget 
message containing a concise state- 
ment of the finnnrial condition of the 
municipality. Such message shall 
show the aggregates of p-oposed ex- 
penditures and the aggregates of an- 
ticipated revenue, whether from taxes 
or otherwise, duly classified as to 
sources, with a similar summary forthe 
preceding and for the current fisca! 
year presented in parallel columns. 
The tentative budget when transmit- 
ted by the Budget Director to the 
Board of Commissioners snall become 
the basis for the budget finally to be 
adopted by the Board of Comission- 
ers, subject, however, to such modi- 
fications and alterations as the Board 
shall determine upon after hearing 
thereon as provided by law. 


Section 4. The budget as transmit- 
ted by the Budget Director and as 
finally adopted by the Board of Com- 
missioners, shall provide both for cur- 
rent expenses and for capital out- 
lay during the fiscal year for which 
such budget is adopted, properly seg- 
regated, and shal) show the proposed 
expenditures of the several budget 
units whether for current expenses or 
for capital outlay. The proposed ex- 
penditures shall be presented under 
such division of function and by such 
budget classes as the Budget Director 
shall preseribe, and shall in all events 
be so detailed as to fixed charges, per- 


sonal services, materials and supplies, 
and similar classifications as to give a 
reasonably comprehensive picture of 
the needs of each budget unit and the 
sums appropriated to meet them. The 
proposed expenditures of every pub- 
liely owned and of every publicly op- 
erated utility or enterprise shall be 
separately set forth under the proper 
budget unit with similar detail. 


Section 5. In addition, the budget 
shall set forth the amount of revenue 
anticipated to be received during the 
fiscal year for the purpose of financ- 
ing expenditures authorized. Such 
revenues shall be set up by classes 
and sub-classes in such a way as to 
show the amount to be appropriated 
from surplus revenue, from miscellan- 
eous revenues allocated to the several 
sources thereof anticipated to be re- 
ceived during the fiscal year, and the 
amount to be raised by taxes. 


Section 6. In addition to the esti- 
mates of expenditures and revenues, 
the budget shall include: 


A—A statement of the City’s bond- 
ed indebtedness under classes 
showing interest, amortization 
and redemption requirements, the 
amount of authorized but unis- 
sued bonds, the debt limitation, 
and the remaining borrowing 
capacity. 


B—A full statement showing the 
condition of the surplus revenue 
account and the amcunt to be ap- 
propriated therefrom. 


C—A detailed statement of the mis- 
cellaneous revenues of the pre- 
ceding and of the current fiscal 
year estimated so far as may be 
necessary for the current fiscal 
year. Such statement shall in- 
clude all monies received by the 
municipality from sources other 
than the tax levy and surplus 
revenue accounts. 


> 
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Section 7. For the purpose of com- 
parison, similar figures of expendi- 
tures and revenue for the preceding 
and current fiscal years, estimated so 
far as may be necessary as to the 
current fiscal year, shall be set up be- 
side the anticipated items of expendi- 
tures and revenue for the coming 
fiscal year. 


Section 8. With the advice of the 
officers or departments responsible 
for their respective operation, the 
Budget Director shall prepare and 
transmit to the Board of Commission- 
ers at the same time the tentative 
budget and budget summary are 
transmitted, a separate and supple- 
mentary budget for each public util- 
ity and for each revenue producing 
enterprise owned or operated by the 
City, and the items carried in the 
general budget in relation to such 
utility or enterprise shall be consist- 
ent with the items of proposed ex- 
penditures and anticipated revenue 
shown in the respective supplemental 
budgets. 


Section.9. Such supplemental bud- 
gets shall be in general form similar 
to the general budget and shall in- 
clude expenditures for administration, 
operation and maintenance, for debt 
amortization and redemption charges, 
and for all proposed capital expendi- 
tures during the ensuing fiscal year. 
It shall similarly show the anticipated 
income from such utility or enterprise 
and any means of financing the pro- 
posed expenditure including taxation 
to cover any anticipated deficit in in- 
come from operation. Comparative 
figures for the preceding and current 
fiscal years shall be included therein. 
Every supplementary budget shall be 
a public document open to public in- 
spection, but need not be published. 


Section 10. It shall be the duty of 
the various departments, officers, or 
boards, to which appropriations are 
made, to submit to the Budget Di- 
rector on or before the fifth day of 


each month statements of the general 
condition of the accounts, showing 
the following: 


Appropriations, miscellaneous re- 
ceipts, expenditures and amount of 
commitments up to and including the 
preceding month, and the unexpired 
balance in the appropriation up to 
and including the preceding month, on 
forms prescribed by the Budget Di- 
rector, 


Section 11. In addition to the Bud- 
get Director, there shall be establish- 
ed in the Budget Bureau such clerks 
and assistants at such salaries as the 
Board of Commissioners shall from 
time to time determine.

Saturday, nor shall any such barber 
shop or tonsorial parlor open on any 
Saturday before eight (8 A. M.) 
o’clock in the forenoon, nor close later 
than nine (9 P. M.) o’clock in the 
evening of that day, excepting of 
course holidays, when such tonsorial 
parlors and barber shops shall be 
closed all day. 


No person or persons, 
corporation, 
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Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, partnership, 
firm cr corporation, to open or cause 
to be open, any barber shop or ton- 
soria] parlcr on the first day of the 
week, commorly known as Sunday, 
or on any of the following days: The 
first day of January, commonly 
known as New Year’s Day; the thir- 
tieth day of May, commonly known as 
Decoration Dey, the fourth day of 
July, commonly known as Independ- 
ence Day; the first Monday in Sep- 
tember, commonly known as Labor 
Day; the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber, commonly known as Thanksgiv- 
ing Day; the twenty-fifth day of De- 
cember, commonly known as Christ- 
mas, or to open any such barber 
shop or tonsorial parlor before eight 
(8 A. M.) o'clock in the forenoon 
during the week, excepting Saturdays, 
or to close any such barber shop or 
tonsorial parlcr later than seven (7 
P. M.) o'clock in the evening on any 
weekday, excepting’ Saturday, or to 
open any such barber shop or ton- 
serial parlor on any Saturday, before 
eight (8 A. M.) o’clock in the fore- 
noon, or to close any such barber shop

Mayor Ellienstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in oppo- 
sition to this application ? 


Mr. Harry Dudkin, 207 Market 
Street: I think the Board is familiar 
with the matter and I suggest that 
we move the question. 


Mr. Charles Hood, Kinney Build- 
ing: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners: 
I wish to offer some additional testi- 
mony, and that is in order to expedite 
the matter. I have asked the gentle- 
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men to put it in written form, and 
they will be glad to read it. I desire 
to present Mr. Neil J. Convery, an 
architect of nigh starding. I also de- 
sire to present the engineer of the 
Detroit Stoker Co., who operated the 
plant. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I recall it, the 
objection wes mainly based on the 
fact that the smoke affected the ad- 
joining properties; and second, that 
there was some noise at night. And 
furthermore, that the employees con- 
gregate in the street, and "here were 
trucks running up and down the 
street, as I recall it. 


Mr. Dudkin: The first application 
was granted upon certain conditions, 
which conditions were violated. And 
those conditions were conditions sub- 
sequent and not conditions precedent. 
So, therefore, those conditions were 
violated the Board was powerless to 
aid the objectors. 


Mayor Elienstein: What were those 
conditions ? 


Mr. Dudkin: The conditions were 
that the smoke nuisance be eradicat- 
ed; 2, That the new addition that 
they were granted a permit for in 
1980 be constructed for office pur- 
poses only and that working hours be 
limited to certain hours. Now, all 
those conditions have been violated. 
I would suggest that the Commis- 
sion appoint experts of their own 
choosing to represent the people. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I guess that 
could be accomplished. I understand 
that investigation has been made by 
the Board of Health, the Health 
Officer. 


Mr. Hood: The application is sim- 
ply to add a second story so that it 
covers the entire area. The permit 
that was granted a few years ago was 
to put a front to the building having 
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a width of seventy-five feet and a 
depth of twenty feet. 


Commissioner Parnell: Mr. Hood, is 
the smoke expert here? 


Mr. Hood: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Parnell: Mr. Fox is 
the smoke expert? 


Mr. Hood: Yes. ‘There has been a 
charge of a violation of the City Or- 
dinances against this concern. 


Commissioner Parnell: If we have 
a smoke expert—not; the Director—if 
we have one, I am against one any- 
how. 


Mr. Hood: You are against the in- 
spector. How about the smoke? 


Commissioner Parnell: You say this 
is very harmless, Na. 1, a light haze, 
the lightest of the four degrees in 
which smoke is divided. In other 
words, the same kind of smoke we 
have in this Council Chamber at 
times. 


Mr. Hood: Very true. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How long has the 
plant been there? 


Mr. Hcod: Nine years. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Some of the 
Commissioners suggest they would 
like to hear from Mr. Convery. Are 
you people satisfied, in the event 
there is going to be created any sd- 
ditional vibration or it won’t neces- 
sitate the increase or the use of any 
more power throughout the building, 
how is it going to relieve them— 


Mr. Dudkin: My people will not be 
satisfied with any such promise or 
condition imposed upon the granting 
of a permit for the construction of 
this present addition, They were sat- 


` isfied two years ago when it was 
granted upon those conditions, and 
those conditions were violated, and 
still are being violated. What as- 
surance have they that those new 
conditions will not be violated? I, in 
behalf of them, object to any consid- 
eration of an addition. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, assuming 
those conditions were not violated in 
the future, would your people still 
object to it? 


Mr. Dudkin: If there is a nuisance 
there, they will always object to it. 


Mr. Neil J. Convery, 32 Walnut 
Street: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 
the Commission, this is my report 
that I submitted to Mr. Hood. 


(The report was read into the min- 
utes). 


Commissioner Franklin: Did you 
examine the Excel Laundry on South 
Sixteenth Street about a block away? 


Mr. Convery: No, I did not. I only 
went to the larger laundries which 
were on the same order as this one. 


Commissioner Franklin: 
able? 


Compar- 


Mr. Convery: Comparable with this 
one. 


Dr. Charles V. Craster: Mr. Mayor, 
with regard to the improvement sup- 
posed to be taking place at the Royal 
Laundry, I have a report from Mr. 
Young, Assistant Health Officer, who 
is in charge of the Division of Sani- 
tation, and who made an inspection 
of this plant. He has reported as fol- 
lows—May I read the report with 
your permission? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Dr. Craster read the report into 
the minutes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Have you the 
smoke inspectors in your department ? 


Dr. Craster: The whole sanitary dì- 
vision is, of course, the smoke inspec- 
tors. They work along those lines 
and they report, of course, to the 
Smoke Prevention Bureau, if they 
find violations. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Have you had 
any complaints as to the smoke nui- 
sance? 


Dr. Craster: Not as I can see, from 
the report here. You see, it is im- 
possible, really, to tell whether the 
shifting of the machinery from one 
floor to another is going to create 
more nuisance than it was on the or- 
iginal floor. That must be a ques- 
tion of experience only. But as far 
as the inspector could determine, the 
same machinery would make the same 
noise; and as far as he could see, it 
would not be any worse than what 


‘they are carrying on at the present 
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time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Unless these ob- 
jectors are going to get relief, what— 


Dr. Craster: There is no evidence 
to show it will be increased. And we 
all agree a factory like this has ro 
place in a residential section, but it is 
there and it has been there nine 
years. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If this laundry 
was going into the locality at the out- 
set, I think then our position would 
be clear to prevent it from going in 
a residential section, But inasmuch 
ag they already are there and that 
they are going to add an addition to 
the building, it is going to employ 
thirty or forty more people without 
increasing any noises or nuisances, 
then I think it is fair to say that it 
should be given favorable considera- 
tion. However, if it is going to in- 
crease the nuisance, then, of course, 
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that is another question. Now, that 
can be deter nined, as I see it, by ex- 
pert. testimony. 


My. Dudkn: How can an expert 
testify as to living ccnditions there? 


Mayor Elenstein: If you have a 
house painted within a reasonable 
distance of i; and it is not affected by 
smoke, whetier you arè an expert or 
not you have a right to assume that 
there isn’t any great zmount of smoke 
tha: is goin to affect any adjoining 
property owner. Dor.’t you think that 
is a faiy corclusion? 


Commissicner Franklin: Numbers 
do not necessarily c’eate or increase 
a nuisance. I have been ir your posi- 
tion in vibration matters and I can 
say this, I lave beer on your side of 
the fence iepresent‘ng the persons 
who were being allegedly aanoyed, and 
T can say if itis the pressers that are 
to be placet. on the second floor that 
they will not create vibration. f is 
the rotating machinery that causes 
vibration. lt is stat:d by counsel for 
the other side tha; on the second 
floor there are to ke wardrobes and 
pressing machines. While I am not 
an expert, I have been through it 
sufficiently to be a.most an expert. 
And I can tell you pressing machines 
will not creute vibra‘ion or create any 
noise that now exists from those 
premises, 


Myr. Dudkin: Commissioner Frank- 
lin, assumir.g a permit is granted, as- 
suming what counsel for the peti- 
tioners stated it will not create a nui- 
sance, and "Lt turned out the nuisance 
was increased, what would you say 
then if the fact was called to your at- 
tention ? 


Mayor Eilenstein: I would say you 
could come here and get relief. This 
Commission could restrain them from 
using it for any other purpose from 
that on which the permit is granted, 
couldn’t they? This Commission has 
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the power, if they are going to grant 
the permit on condition that it be 
used for a certain type of machines 
or used for certair. purposes, tais 
Commission can revoke that permit 
without necessitating the tear 3 
down of the addition. You under- 
stand that as a lawyer. 


Comm.ssioner Franklin: It will "e 
insisted, if this permit is granted, it 
will be granted on condition taat 
pressing machines and no other type 
of machines shall be erected on tte 
second floor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Aren’t you 
agreed if it is not going to increase 
the nuisance to any degree, and “his 
man wh» has a capital investment of 
$100,000 and desires to increase his 
building and is going to employ thir- 
ty or forty more people, when you 
take thet into consideration, beceuse 
after all, there is a vast army o? un- 
employed in our ety; and consiler- 
ing tha; it is not going to increase 
the nuisance, if tiat is made clear, 
don’t you think the only fair thing to 
do is to permit the addition, condi- 
tioned upon the fact that no graaver 
nuisance is created, and limit it to 
that? 


Mrs. Sasse, 651 South Fifteenth 
Street: That laundry is a nuisarce. 
There are fifteen of us who are wid- 
ows in chat neighborhood, and we put 
our whole life into that neighborhood, 
into our homes there. And if we can- 
not rent our property we cnnnot pay 
our taxes. 


Mr James J. Quinn, 778 South Six- 
teenth Street: I okřect to it. I live in 
the neighborhood. That plant is a 
nuisance and always was a nuisance. 
Up to the presen: day it is a nui- 
sance, And as far as Number 1, 2 
and 3 smoke goes. Can these people 
say that they are getting one hundred 
per cert complete combustion opt of 
soft coal? It never has been done. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is that the fuel 
they use? 


Mr. Quinn: Soft coal. 


Mayor Ellenstein Do you ladies 
want to be heard? 


Mrs. Breskin: Mr. Mayor, my win- 
dows were dusted yesterday and they 
were full of soot this morning. 


Mrs. Smith, 10 Mt. Vernon Place: 
I have a property right in back of the 
Jaundry. I have a flat vacant six 
months, cant’t rent it on account of 
the laundry in back of it. We had 
our house painted a month ago, and 
I wish you could go and see what it 
looks like. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you two 


ladies want to be heard? You live in 
that neighborhood too? i 
Mr. Henry Green: One baby is 


worth more than that whole laundry, 


and these people have a right to put 


a baby carriage in front of their 
house and give their baby fresh air 
and not get soot from the laundry.

Three per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$1,100 and does not exceed 
$1,500; 
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Five per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$1,500 and does not exceed 
$1,800; 


Six per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$1,800 and does not exceed 
$2,100; 


Seven per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$2,100 and does not exceed 
$2,300; 


Eight per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$2,300 and does not exceed 
$2,500; 


Nine per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$2,500 and does not exceed 
$2,800; 


Ten per centum where the annual 
salary or compensation exceeds 
$2,800 and does not exceed 
$3,200; 


Eleven per centum where the an- 
nual salary or compensaton ex- 
ceeds $3,200 and does not exceed 
$3,700; 


Twelve per centum where the an- 
nual salary or compensaton ex- 
ceeds $8,700 and does not exceed 
$4,000;

2. If the amount to ke deducted 
under this schedule causes an officer 
or employe to receive less than any 
one in the next lower group, then 
there shall be deducted from his sal- 
ary or compensation the percentage 
of the next lower group. 


3. During the period in which this 
ordinance snall be effective no salary 
or compensation of any officer or em- 
ploye or person holding any office or 
position under the government of the 
City of Newark shail be increased. 


4. If any officer or employe of or 
person holding an office or position 
under the government of the City 
shall receive two or more salaries or 
compensations from the City, suci 
salaries or compensations shall be ad- 
ded together and the total thereof 
shall be considered and treated as one 
sum; and the deduction herein author- 


ized shall be made from such total 
sum, as constituting the salary vi 
compensation received by such officer 
or employe. 


5. Notwithstandirg the adoption 
of this o-dinance the amount to ve 
deducted trom the salary or compza~ 
sation of any officer or employe of or 
person holding an cflice or position 
under the government of the City, >y 
reason of membership in any retire- 
ment or pension fund, shall be from 
the total salary or compensation tn- 
der the government of the City, wizh- 
out regard to the amount deducted 
from suzh salary or compensation 
pursuant to the provisions of this ot- 
dinance, and upon the death or re- 
tirement of a member of any suck re- 
tirement or pension fund such memi- 
ber or Lis or her beneficiaries shall 
receive the same benefits as if tris 
ordinance had not been adopted and 
deductions from the salary or coim- 
pensation had not been made.

Chamber of Commerce of the City of 
Newark, N. J. 


October 28, 1933. 


It has recently been proposed by 
the Citizens’ Advisory Finance Com- 
mittee, a local municipal research 
bureau, that the City of Newark 
create a budget office and budget of- 
ficer, and that this agency be a unit 
of the Department of Revenue and 
Finance. 


Newark operates under the “com- 
mission” form of government, with 
five departments and five commission- 


ers The presert practice in budget 
making ıs for each department to 
prepare its own hudget, largely in tne 
manner it desires, after which the 
several budgets cre considered by the 
commission as a whole. 


In the proposal that a budget cf- 
fice be created it was argued that un- 
der commission zovernment and so 
lacking a single, executive authority, 
the proper place for the agency was 
in the Department of Finance where 
it would be in logical wo king rela- 
tionship with the other finance units. 
It was proposed that the budget of- 
fice prepare a united budget for the 
City as a whole, from estimates sub- 
mitted by individual commissioners, 
after which it would be considered 
and passed upon by the Commission. 


Since the proposal was made, and 
in the discussion of it, two questions 
have arisen. In order to secure an 
impartial expert opinion on these 
questions this office is requesting the 
opinion of a number of leading mu- 
nicipal authorities on the following 
questions: 


1. Is there a desirability in and 
need for the creation of a dis- 
tinct budget agency? 


2. Where should this agency or 
bureau be placed in the munizi- 
pal organization? 


If you will give us your opinion on 
these questions, they will be greatly 
appreciated and very helpful.

Ordered referred to Conference. 


The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance relating to the City Budget and 
establishing a Budget Bureau, and 
stated that today was the time fixed 
for hearing on the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein Is there any per- 


` son who desires to be heard on this 
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ordinance ? 


Mr. Frederick Hoadley, 70 Park 
Place: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 
I represent the Broad Street Associa- 
tion. As I underscand it, there are 
two budget bureau ordinances pend- 
ing, one whick was introcluced on the 
tenth of October and the other on the 
sixth of November. I do not know 
which one we are talking about. 


Mayor Ellerstein: We are talking 
on the one introduced on November 
Gth, is that right? 


The City Clerk: That is right. The 
other one is an ordinance establishing 
a budget bureau only. 


Mr. Hoadley: What is this one? 


The City Clerk: An ordinance re- 
lating to the City budget and estab- 
lishing a budget bureau. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The diiference is, 
that the one introduced on October 
10th provided a budget director to re- 
ceive $6,000, and to set up such clerks 
as might be necessary; whereas this 
ordinance now being heard before the 
Commission provides no salary for a 
budget director. 


Mr. Hoadley: Mr. Mayor, the 
Broad Street Association is opposed 
to the enactment of this ordinance or 
the previous one. We hope that you 
will vote them down. We strangly op- 
pose the adoption of an ordinance 
which seems to provide for a budget 
bureau, but wiet, in fact, provides 
for nothing but what the City has al- 
ready had. Unless you create a real 
departmental bureau which will not 
only assist in the framing of the bud- 
get, but also assist in the supervision 
of operation under the budget, this 
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Association is everlastingly opposed 
to doing anything. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do I understand 
that your Association is opposed to 
the saving of $6,000 if the same re- 
sults can be accomplished ? 


Mr. Hoadley: We deny that the 
same results will be accomplished. 


Mayor Fllenstein: The functional 
duties of the budget director are set 
out in this ordinance. The difference 
between the two ordinances is this: 
in one instance, it is believed by the 
members of the Commission—at 
least, some of the members of the 
Commission—that the same results 
can be accomplished without setting 
up any additional expense. And it 
was my impression that that would 
meet the general approval of the cit- 
izenry. 


Commissioner Parnell: Now, Mr. 
Mayor, I do not want that impression 
to get abroad that this is the only 
difference between those two ordi- 
nances. The original ordinance was 
introduced by me after very careful 
preparation at the suggestion of the 
Citizens Advisory Finance Committee, 
in accord with the recommendation 
made by that committee in a survey, 
after very careful examination; and 
in accord with the procedure that is 
recommended by the Municipal Re- 
search Bureau and by every other fi- 
nancial bureau of any note that IJ 
know of throughout our entire coun- 
try. And the recommendation was 
that a budget director be set up in 
the Department of Revenue. And the 
very broad difference is not the $6,- 
000 at all, but the very broad differ- 
ence between the two ordinances is 
that in one case the budget director 
and a budget bureau is set up in the 
Department of Revenue and Finance. 
The other provides that it shall be set 
up as a non-departmental bureau un- 
der the control of the Commission as 


a whole, which is not a satisfactory 
type of procedure, because it does 
not allow of proper regulation and di- 
rection. Now then, if the original or- 
dinance is satisfactory to Mr. Hoad- 
ly, I am perfectly willing that that 
ordinance should be amended provid- 


-ing that no salaries shall be paid, hut 
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that Mr. Brady shall be the budget 
director under that ordinance, with- 
out any additional salary. Would 
that meet with your approval, sir? 


Mr. Hoadley: Mr. Mayor and Di- 
rector Parnell, the salary question 
does not interest the Broad Street 
Association. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, it does 
this Commission. The ordinance you 
first read said “it shall be the duty 
every three months of the different 
executives to supply that information 
to the budget director.” This ordi- 
nance provides it be done once a 
month, which is closer supervision. 
If it is the duty of the Commissioners 
to make such reports to the budget 
director, of course, his functional 
duties being set up prior to the or- 
dinance, he would then report to the 
Commission just what appropriations 
are misappropriated. While it may 
be ambiguous, it is fair to say that 
the budget director would understand 
his duties; and when a report is given 
him every month, if a misappropria- 
tion is made of the funds allocated to 
a specific purpose, he would natural- 
ly come in before the Commission and 
say that the Commissioner in this 
department has misappropriated 
funds, instead of spending it for the 
allocated purpose he is using it in an- 
other direction. That seems to fol- 
low, which is logical enough. 


Is there any other person who de- 
sires to be heard? 


Mr. E. W. Wollmuth, 24 Branford 
Place: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 
at the session of the Commission two 


weeks ago it wes suggested that 
there be checked out expert author- 
ities who might express themselves 
supportive of the ordinance original- 
ly before the Commission, the one 
that was drawn and submitted to the 
Director of Revenue and Finance ‘by 
the Citizens Advisory Finance Com- 
mittee. We sent cut some forty let- 
ters to those around the country who 
we thought were competent to ex- 
press opinions with respect to the 
matter which is Gefore you at this 
hearing. ‘Twenty-seven replies were 
received from undoubtedly the fore- 
most students of governmental ad- 
ministration. We asked two ques- 
tions. I will not read the letter, but 
I will file a copy of the letter with 
the City Clerk. 


May I say before this Commission 
adopts any kind of a budgetary con- 
trol ordinance it would be well to 
visit Detroit and find out how they 
are handling this job there. There 
they are really doing the kind of a 
job it is believed the City of Newark 
could well adopt along the lines in 
which they handle their job there. 
What is the objection to the ordi- 
nance that is proposed by the Citizens 
Advisory Finance Committee? 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is no par- 
ticular objection. We haven’t that 
ordinance before us. Director Parnell 
withdrew that other ordinance and 
left the one first presented here for 
first reading on October 10th. That 
required the appropriation of $6,000 
to pay a budget director, and requir- 
ed that clerks be appointed. That 
would entail an expenditure of at 
least $10,000. Now, the Commission 
felt that they could get the same re- 
sults without any additional expense. 
And if the work can be done just as 
well without the expenditure of the 
$10,000, then it is not insignificant. 
Of course, there is this to say, for the 
1934 budget a budget director cannot 
be appointed in time to properly 


function before the budget is finally 
passed. I am in favor o saving all 
the money I possibly can where it is 
not going to impair the City or 
prejudice it. If we could spend $10,- 
000 and get $1£,000 in return, I would 
then be in favor of it. 


Is there any other person who de- 
sires to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Henry Green: The last budget 
did not provide that you appoint a 
man for $4,500 a year. You are draw- 
ing up a budget and you are drawing 
one in New York too; it seems to be a 
formality if all bills are extended and 
enlarged. If you are going to have 
a budget plan, let us have it so plain 
that man can understand it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
on tnis ordinance? 


Commissioner Franklin: In view of 
the suggestion made by Mr. Woll- 
muth, Mr. Mayor, I move that the 
ordinance be laid over unti].

In the first 
place, the Newark Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation in its activities last spring 
and early winter, and after consider- 
able investigation, felt that the Board 
of Commissioners of Assessments for 
Local Improvements should be abol- 
ished, with the subsequent saving of 
$40,000 or possibly $30,000. And that 
was part of the taxpayers’ program. 
And they sent a questionnaire, as a 
matter of fact, around to the various 
candidates for public office (this par- 
ticular public office), asking our opin- 
ion upon it. And I, amongst others, 
signed that program and pledged my- 
self to abolish the Board of Commis- 
Sioners of Assessments for Local Im- 
provements, and do all that I could 
do to abolish it. And I think that 
other members sitting at this table at 
the present time also signed the same 
pledge and the same undertaking,— 
two of them, at least, I know of. 


After this particular department 
was entrusted to my lot I gave con- 


siderable time and considerable at- 
tention to this particular question. 
And after having had it under my 
control for some six months, I am 
convinced more than ever before that 
this Board serves no useful purpose 
and that it should be abolished. 


The Citizens Advisory Finance 
Committee, after a seven weeks sur- 
vey of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance, made the recommenda- 
tion in no uncertain terms that the 
Board of Commissioners of Assess- 
ments for Local Improvements should 
be abolished and that the work he 
done by the Board of Assessments 
and Revision of Taxes. 


A week ago last Sunday the Sun- 
day Call came out and in an editoria! 
recommended that the Board of Com- 
missioners of Assessments for Local 
Improvements should be abolished. 


And so, in accord with the findings 
of these outside agencies and in ac- 
cord with my own knowledge and 
conviction, I have introduced this res- 
olution that this Board should be 
abolished as of January 1, with the 
thought that this work can very well 
be done by the Board of Assessment 
and Revision of Taxes. 


And J accordingly vote in favor of 
the resolution, 


The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In casting my 
vote and voting in the negative, I 
think I owe it as a duty to explain 
why I so vote. I certainly made no 
pre-election pledges that I would 
abolish this Board; and had I made 
such a pledge, then I would have 
stood four-square at the time this 
Commission organized so that this 


` Board would not have been created 
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at the time of the organization of 
this Commission. But having been 
org nized with the unanimous con- 


sent of the members of this Commis- 
sion, and this Board now being oc- 
cupied in taking car2 of the welfare 
of the City’s interests to the extent 
of some $6,200,000, it appears to me 
that for the time being, at least, this 
Board should be permitted to func- 
tion. And as I understand it, it will 
require about a year for them to com- 
plete this work, much of which is 
in the process of litigation in the 
courts. 


This Board functions by having 
hearings before them of different 
property owners throughout ‘she City. 
In only two instances where :mprove- 
ments were made it invotved thirteen 
hundred pieces of property. Each in- 
dividual property owner appears `e- 
fore the Board. 


As I understand it from a report I 
have received from the clerk of the 
Board, they devote ut least four days 
a week in that direction. And there 
is so much involved in the interests 
of the City, that I feel it would be 
false economy to abolish the Board at 
this time. (Applause). 


Commissioner Parnell Now, in 
furtherance to what I have said, and 
so the public may know how much 
time th’s Board devotes to the inter- 
ests of the City and the $6,000,000 
worth of improvem:nts that are now 
before the Board, I want to render a 
report as to the time put in by mm- 
bers of this Board. 


In the month of June Commissioner 
Hogan put in two hours and fifteen 
minutes, Commissioner Meyaro put 
in two hours and fifteen minutes, 
and Commissioner Yeomans put in 
two hours and fifteen minutes. In 
the month of July Commissicner 
Hogan put in five hours and thirty 
minutes, Commissioner Megaro five 
hours and thirty minutes, and Com- 
missioner Yeomans five hours and 
thirty minutes. In the month of 
August Commissioner Hogan put in 
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eight hours and forty-five minutes, 
Commissioner Megaro eight hours 
and forty minutes, and Commissioner 
Yeomans eight hours and fifty-five 
minutes. In the month of September 
Commissioner Eogan put in two 
hours and fifteen minutes, Commis- 
sioner Megaro two hours and fifteen 
minutes, and Commissioner Yeomans 
two hours and fifteen minutes. In 
the month of October Commissioner 
Hogan put in three hours and twenty 
minutes, Commissioner Megaro three 
hours and ten rinutes, and Commis- 
sioner Yeomans three hours and 
twenty minutes. 
vember, Commissioner Hogan put jn 
fourteen hours end fifty-five minutes 
—-this is after I disciplined Commis- 
sioner Yeomans, of course-—Commis- 
sioner Hogan put in fourteen hours 
and fifty-five minutes, and Commis- 
sioner Megaro fourteen hours and 
fifty-five minutes, and Commissioner 
Yeomans fourteen hours and fifty-five 
minutes. 


And this is the time spent in City 
Hall hearing testimony from tax- 
payers and property owners of the 
City of Newark. From the time the 
meeting was called to order until the 
meeting adjourned, these men putin, 
in June, July, August, September, 
October and November, tairty-seven 
hours apiece, and that is all. And 
they got a salary of $2,164 eash. 
(Applause). 

Mayor Ellenstein: Are there any 
other resolutions? 


The City Clerk: That is all on the 
Clerk’s desk, Mr. Mayor. 

Mr. Clarence 465 Clifton 
Avenue:

Is that true? 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is the first 
time it has come to my attention. It 
appears to me, were I the Director

of Revenue and Finance and I de- 
termined in June that any one of 
those members of the Board had put 
in two hours and fifteen minutes dur- 
ing the entire month, I would have 
called a halt during June and not 
waited until November. 


Commissioner Parnell: Mr. Mayor, 
if I cannot convince you after six 
months of this loose kind of conduct 
and inattention, and negligence in at- 
tention to the City affairs, what 
chance did I have of convincing you 
after three months? (Applause). 


Mayor Ellenstein: You do not deny, 
Commissioner, that you never 
brought it to anyone’s attention that 
this Board only functioned two hours 
and fifteen minutes during June, do 
you? That this is the first time, that 
I, at least, have ever had any knowl- 
edge of this? 


Commissioner Parnell: I think as 
the Director of Revenue and Finance 
1 should decide what is the proper 
time to bring it to the attention of 
Board. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And you waited 
your decision from June to October. 


Commissioner Parnell: Until I was 
convineed of this slothful conduct, 
hoping I might be able to convince 
you by the weight of the evidence. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Board was 
under your supervision, and you— 


Commissioner Parnell: You are not 
conviced of it even now, or are you 
too obdurate to go along? 

Mayor E!lenstein: I don’t know. 

Commissioner Parnell: No. 

Mayor Ellenstein: But I do say this 


—I don’t know whether it is so or not 
—but I certainly am not going to 


judge by hearing one side of the 
story. 


Commissioner Parnell: And if you 


won't take the word of the Director ` 


of the Department, whose word will 
you take? (Applause). 


Mayor Ellenstein: I would rather 
not go into that. 
That is a 


Commissioner Parnell: 


wise decision, 


Mr. Lane: Mr. Mayor, it does seem 


- to the taxpayers of Newark that this 
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argument on economy should have 
more consideration than merely pass- 
ing and knocking down a resolution 
of this kind. It seems to me that 
this new deal that the taxpayers ex- 
pected is winding up in argument 
among the Commission. It does seem 
to me that in the interests of the 
taxpayers of the City of Newark that 
a matter of this kind should receive 
a lot more consideration. It does not 
make any difference to me which 
Comissioner proposes a measure of 
economy; I would certainly stand up 
and argue for that Commissioner’s 
stand insofar as economy is con- 
cerned, 


And it does seem to me, after the 
report that I just heard—I did not 
intend to say a word here today,—- 
but after this report, it does seem to 
me there is some very serious con- 
sideration to be put on this matter. 
If we are paying men $4,000 a year 
that are putting in thirty-one hours 
in six months, that looks to me as 
though there isn’t much trend toward 
economy if this resolution is knocked 
down, 


Of course, I don’t know the ins and 
outs of this thing, but it does seem 
to me as just a listener at this meet- 
ing, that such things as this should 
deserve a whole lot more considera- 
tion, in view of the hardship that is 


being placed on the taxpayers at the 
present time. And I feel that the 
eyes of the taxpayeis are on any Com- 
missioner that tries to economize, and 
I feel that if he is opposed in his 
trend towards economy, which we 
have been fighting for years, I don’t 
think that looks so good. 


But on the other hand, as I said 
before, I do not really know the ins 
and outs of this thing, brt it does 
seem to me that tie Direczor of Fi- 
nance has presented hig case fairly 
clear, and if it is correct, it does 
seem to me that you Com nissioners 
should not stand and vote no on a 
resolution of this kind, if that is so. 


Mayor Ellensteir: If it were pred- 
icated on economy I absolutely agree 
with you. I think it has been demon- 
strated that we have endeavored to 
practise economy but, however, there 
are other things that you are prob- 
ably unaware of. 


Did you know that Director Par- 
nell in July abolished thirty-four 
positions and within two weeks re- 
turned twenty-six of those positions 
back to his office? Do you know that 
Director Parnell, cnly in the last two 
weeks, added nine people to his de- 
partment, and among them were 
three who were receiving $2,200 a 
year. 


Director Parnell makes the claim 
that three assessors in his depart- 
ment can do the work of the Board 
of Commissioners of Assessments for 
Local Improvements. If that is so 
that the men in his department can 
do that work, certainly Fe does not 
need nine additional employees there 
if they have the time to do that. 


I am considering the fact that there 
is $6,300,000 involved. These men 
are now engaged in doing that work. 
They are called upon to testify be- 
fore the Circuit Court where their 
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findings are sent. Now, il, seems to 
me tnat $6,000,000 is way out of pro- 
portion to the mount involved. And 
I agree with Director Parnell only in 
this instance, that we do nct intend 
to have any mcre local improvements 
here for at least five years. When 
this Board is through functioning I 
am wholeheartedly in accord that it 
should be abolished. But Director 
Parnell comes in at this time, and it 
looks very significant, by virtue of 
the fact that tre Law Department in- 
tends to drop two of its legal as- 
sistants and to me it appears to be 
personal. 


Director Parnell, althougk I do not 
know where he gets his knowledge 
from, seems to infer or senses that 
the man that he recommended in the 
Law Department is to be dropped. Sc 
I think this is not an economy move, 
but rather a personal matter to get 
at the other Commissioners who are 
really trying to practise economy, 
and who are not doing this as a sub- 
terfuge. 


Mr. Lane: Mr. Mayor, it does seem 
to me that these arguments pro and 
con between the Commissioners is 
something tha: is all wrong, it should 
never come up. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I agree with you. 


Mr. Lane: I say this, that there 
should be accord in this Commis- 
sion, And it coes not seem that there 
is any accord, judging from the talk 
that you hear from here znd there and 
all over. Now, it does seem to me 
that if a Commissioner presents facts 
—it is all right to take care of the 
$6,000,000, but I do nct, think that 
the taxpayers feel that they want to 
pay $4,000 a year to a man for thir- 
ty-one hours work in six months, do 
you? (Applause). 


Mayor HEllenstein: 
not. 


I certainly do 
And I say to you again, that 
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if it came to Director Parnell’s at- 
tention that these men were only 
spending two hours a month, it was 
his duty, as the Director of Revenue 
and Finance, to call an immediate 
halt to it and not wait six months to 
reprimand them. (Appiause). 


Mr. Lane: All right, Mr. Mayor. 
In the interests of the taxpayers I 
move that you reconsider this resolu- 
tion and look into the matter and in- 
vestigate it, and if you find it is 
only necessary for them to spend 
thirty-one hours in six months, I 
think you should change your vote. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I absolutely 
agree with you. It is the first time 
I have had any knowledge of it; I 
hadn’t the slightest intimation that 
the men who were receiving that 
amount of money were only spending 
two hours a month. 


Mr. Lane: You know, Mr. Mayor, 
in the eyes of the taxpayers it looks 
as though it is just a question of ap- 
pointments being thrown out of office 
instead of the financial interests to 
the taxpayers. Now, that should 
never exist. We did not vote you 
gentlemen into office expecting any 
such methods as that to be capital- 
ized on. It does seem to me if you 
find where economy can be put forth 
by the elimination of boards in dif- 
ferent departments, I think that is 
what the taxpayers think you gentle- 
men are going to do. And if you 
don’t do it, why, then there is going 
to be the devil to pay, because that 
is the reason the people came out 
with such an outlandish vote for you 
gentlemen in the last election, on the 
grounds of economy. And the tax- 
payers made these proposals, and it 
was one of the proposals in the tax- 
payers’ recommendations last year, 
and they endorsed you, and they en- 
dorsed the majority of the gentlemen 


that were elected last May, and they ` 


endorsed you and elected you on the 
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grounds that you probably would 
carry out some of the recommenda- 
tions. And you said yourself here 
before election that if the taxpayers 
could prove to you where there was 
waste, you would be glad to modify 
the departments to cooperate and 0- 
incide with the taxpayers’ view jn the 
matter. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And I still say 
it, and I have always tried to prac- 
tise it. 


Mr. Lane: Well, I don’t think that 
these fights, Mr. Mayor, is the right 
thing: I think this body should be 
more dignified in this City; I should 
think they would have to cooperate 
a little bit more. You have to give 
and take in this world all the way 
through, and to make it go to one 
man, it don’t look good, honest it © 
don’t, in the eyes of the taxpayers. 


I am not figthing for Mr. Parnell. 
I did not even know that he was com- 
ing down here to pass a resolution. I 
just walked in here today casually to 
see what was going on, and when I 
hear things like that I cannot sit 
still, 


Commissioner Parnell: The Mayor 
has suggested here this morning that 
there was some underlying, some un- 
derhanded motive in this recom- 
mendation. And I feel very much 
hurt to think that the Mayor of the 
City of Newark would imply or im- 
pute any such motive to any member 
of this Board of Commissioners. I 
certainly do not impute any such mo- 
tives to him when he comes officially 
with his various recommendations. 
And I think most of you folks know, 
and the City at large knows that I 
am very happy to cooperate with 
recommendations when brought of- 
ficially by my fellow Commissioners 
in line with better administration. 


It may be, however, that I have 


such a motive. I don’t know that it 
exists, but I would like to know what 
motive the taxpaye:'s of the City of 
Newark had in rezommending that 
this Board be dropped. What under- 
lying motive was there? I would like 
to know what underlying motive the 
Citizens Advisory Finance Commit- 
tee had in making its report in this 
survey recommending this Board be 
abolished. And I am surprised to 
hear the Mayor say he knew nothing 
about any such recommendation, be- 
cause he certainly veceived a copy of 
the report, and if ne was ciligent in 
his duties, and I hone he was diligent, 
he must have read that report, o7 he 
should have read it. 


Then I want to know what under- 
lying motive the Sunday Call had in 
recommending this Board be abol- 
ished. 


Then his Honor has suggested I 
dropped some men and then put them 
back to work. It nay be I put them 
back to work. And he wants to 
know why? I steppose I put them 
back to work for the same reason he 
dropped Mr. Johnson and put him 
back to work at a salary of $3,000, 
for the same reason he dropped Mr. 
Henn and put him back at a salary of 
$1,980, for the same reason he drop- 
ped Mr. Nicholas Cinchino and put 
him back at a salary of $2,280— 
(Applause). 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who was that? 


Commissioner Parnell: And Mr. 
Brannigan, October 16, and pus him 
back at $1,200; and mace fourteen 
appointments there in that depart- 
ment of his. Yes, I dropped some 
men because I found out tie best way 
to find out how few I could get along 
with was to drop them and gradually 
fill them back in as the bareau heads 
called for them. And I dropped 
twenty-nine men that were getting 
paid $76,000 and I filled them back 
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with sixteen men getting $26,000, a 
salary saving to the taxzayers of 
$49,000. I put a few men over in the 
Collection Department as Deputy 
Collectors; and in the month of Oc- 
tober and November, 1932, the Col- 
lection Departraent of my depart- 
ment collected $9,529.14, but in this 
year, under my supervision it has col- 
lected $57,484.78. (Applause). 


Ard everything that I do in my 
department is done with the most 
honest intentions, and, I hope, for the 
welfare of the taxpayers,—at least, 
according to the best judgment and 


the best guidarce that I have. 


I am deeply hurt to think that the 
Mayor of the City would come and in 
public meeting impute some dirty, 
sly, underhanded, indirect motive for 
a recommendation that I am propos- 
ing for what I believe is the better- 
ment of the Department of Revenve 
and Finance and for the betterment 
and welfare of the taxpayers of the 
City of Newark. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I quite agree 
with the representative of the Tax- 
payers League that there certainly 
ought to be harmony for the best in- 
terests of the City; and I am not dis- 
posed to quarrel with anybody, I am 
not controversial by natare. And it 
is all right for Director Parnell to 
speak sweetly and softly, but he can- 
not deny the fact that even when the 
New Jersey Stock Exchange lease 
came up for passage by the Commis- 
sion at the conference yesterday, 
that Director Parnell said, “Why, I 
am not going to vote an this; you 
have got four votes anyway, and I 
don’t know anything about it.” And 
when I suggested to Director Parnell 
thet I would undertake to explain it 
to him, even though it had been 
brought befcre the Commission at 
least four or five times, Director Par- 
nel said, “Never mind explaining it; 
you have four votes anyway.” Now, 
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that does not appear to me to be 
fair and reasonable, that that is go- 
ordination, or that shows anything 
else but antagonism. I have never 
said anything antagonistic to Di- 
rertor Parnell, I have always tried to 
give him as much courtesy as I could, 
and much more courtesy than he has 
extended to me. 


From the very outset when this 
Commission was inaugurated; and 
when I went to Washington and ar- 
ranged the RFC loan and saved the 
City almost $2,000,000, Director Par- 
nell was foremost in opposition to it 
in spite of the fact that that money 
was saved, and that otherwise it 
would- have been necessary for the 
City to float the loan at six per 
cent. instead of four and one-half per 
cent. which the City eventually re- 
ceived. 


Now, there are statements that 
might be attributable to me which 
I did not make. I did not say J had 
no knowledge of the recommenda- 
tions, but I did say that I made no 
such promises to abolish the Board 
of Commissioners of Assessments for 
Local Improvements. But I say 
again, that if Director Parnell had 
called it to the attention of this Com- 
mission that this Board was only 
spending two hours during the month 
of June, that something would have 
been done then, and an investigation 
would have been made, and perhaps 
the Board of Commissioners for 
Local Improvements would have been 
abolished if that is all the time they 
devoted there. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission, I am 
not going to get in between this 
quarreling between the individuals of 
the Commission and I am not going 
to side with either one. But what I 
am interested in is the municipality, 
and things are going on that ought 
not to goon. When I see in last Sat- 
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urday night’s News a cartoon like I 
never saw in all the history of New- 
ark, the Municipality of Newark 
standing like a beggar in front of 
the bankers, and the bankers all 
sneering contempt and driving out 


the Municipal Commissioners and 
Mayor. “Retrenchment or get out. 
General economic clean-up.” The 


bankers talk to you that way. It 
would be better if the Mayor and the 
Commissioners were in a position to 
talk to the bankers that way. I am 
glad you brought up the Municipal 
Market situation with the Stock Ex- 
change. I do not believe you have 
got a bargain there. You went with 
the idea to get Wall Street to New- 
ark, and to me it looks that Wall 
Street got Newark. (Applause). 


In the general economy I know that 
the night schools where poor working 
people have to go, were closed down. 
Ecnomy has been made to the hard 
workers and meager earners, but 
when it comes to the $4,000 men, to 
those that produce least and receive 
more, we have always been anxious 
to protect the higher salaried people 
and take it out on the ones that 
hardly earn enough to make a living. 
And I know, and I have heard the 
gentleman from the Chamber of Com- 
merce—I don’t know whether you 
heard him or took notice of him— 
that you have a lot of people here in 
City Hall today that do not earn their 
salt. And I know it is not only sig- 
nificant or being done in Newark, it 
is being done by municipal officials 
throughout the country in making ap- 
pointments for offices, they do not 
appoint people that are efficient in 
their line and know the business, but 
appoint friends that worked in the 
campaign to see them elected, and 
hand out the offices as compensation. 


And if it comes to a showdown, I 
know that there are a lot of people 
that did no more than show activity 
in the last election and now they are 


drawing a salary in the City of New- 
ark, and they do not possess any ef- 
‘ficiency or ability to render any ser- 
vice to the City, for the money “hat 
they receive. And the way the City 
finds itself now, is broke ard financi- 
ally down and out. 


These here quarrels between the 
officials ought to stop. I like to see 
disagreements amongst you because I 
think you would al be dumb if you 
got along without quarreling or with- 
out differing. I like to see differ- 
ences of opinion. And pe-sonalities 
can be cut out. What we need, we 
who have the City at heart, the Mu- 
nicipality, we need to cut down ex- 
penses where they should be cut 
down, not from the people that 
hardly earn enough to get their bread 
and butter, but cut down on the high 
salaries and cut some of them out al- 
together, because I think you have 
got too many of tiem that are per- 
fectly useless as far as tre City is 
concerned. (Applause). 


You need money. You need money. 
You need it badly. You are standing 
at the bankers and surrendering 
every kind of a principle. Twelve 
thousand homes zre already to be 
sold by the Sheriff in Newark, and 
they have always nad, I think, since 
the City of Newa:k is in existence, 
two years in which time tc probably 
try to redeem thei: savings that they 
invested in their homes; and now at 
the will of the bankers and at the 
order of the bankers you are going to 
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make it harder for those people and 
you are going to reduce that to one 
year. I hope you did not decide to 
do that yet, bu: 1 hope if you decide 
to do that the property owners and 
little home owners where the man 
and wife went to work to save up 
some money to buy a little roof over 
their heads, if you are gcing: to con- 
cede that to the bankers znd you are 
going to take that one year’s grace 
away from them, I hope that the 
citizens of Newark will wake up and 
come down hete in a group and not 
let you do it. I thank you. (Ap- 
plause). 


Commissioner Duffy: I raove we ad- 
journ.

A special meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners will be held in the 
Mayor’s Office, this morning, at 11:45 
A. M. for the purpose of passing an 
emergency resolution for the pur- 
chase of plates, etc., for printing new 
tax bills for the year 1934.

Mayor Ellenstein: This meeting is 
being called at the request of Com- 
missioner Parnell who has a mat- 
ter to bring before the Commission. 


Commissioner Parnell: Under the 
law we have to get the tax bills out 
by the first of January. In order to 
do that we have to have 65,000 ad- 
dressograph plates made up as fast 
as we can get them at the rate of 
8,000 a day. Of course if we have 
to advertise for bids it will take us 
fifteen days before we can get any 
estimates for these addressograph 
plates, and if we do that we won’t be 
able to get the bills out on time. I 
have prepared a resolution authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of approximately 
$7,000, which I offer for your ap- 
proval. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is the Addresso- 
graph Company the only firm in 
Newark who can do this kind of 
work? -7 


Commissioner Parnell; Yes, sir. 


Mr. Fishack: Under the 266 act tax 
payments will be made in four quar- 
ters. The first payment will be made 
on February 1st. The question arises 
as to when you are going to’ begin to 
charge a penalty, on what day of the 
month. 


Commissioner Parnell: There is an- 


other matter we should consider. Un- 
der the new law tax payments will be 
made in four quarters. I do not 
know whether the penalty is going 
to be made right after the first quar- 
ter or in June. We should fix the 
amount of the penalty. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose we re- 
fer this to the Law Department for 
an opinion by Monday, so that if 
there are any corrections to be made 
in the law we can make an effort to 
do so next Tuesday when the Legis- 
lature meets. Ycur present ordi- 
nance provides for the penalties to be 
charged. 1 think it is 7 pez cent. Un- 
der the law you cannot charge more 
than 9 per cent. 


Corporetion Counsel Boettner: This 
can be taken care of under a resolu- 
tion. A resolution can be adopted fix- 
ing the amount of penalties. 


Mr. Fishack: You will have to put 
the amount of the penalties on your 
bills. What do you want to make 
the penalty? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You cannot 
make the penalty any more than 
what the Legislature fixes it. 


Mr. Fishack: This is a question 
that is up to the bankes. You 
should at least fix the discount based 
on four quarterly instead of a year- 
ly basis. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It will e neces- 
sary to have an ordinance. Discounts 
can only be made under the 266 bill 
as it now exists. 


Corporation Counsel Boettner: You 
will need a resolution to cover that. 
Nine per. cent. is the maximum pen- 
alty you can charge. 


Mr. Fishack: I think we are talk- 
ing about discounts. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That will require 
additional State legisation. I would 
suggest that you put in a resolution 
for four quarters, 


Commissioner Parnell: What about 
fixing the date on which we are to 
begin charging penalties? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Make no charge 
between the Ist and 15th of the 
month, begin the penalty charge 
after the 15th of the month. 


Mr. Fishack: Fix the penalties cn 
a monthly basis. If it is 12 per cent. 
a year charge 1 per cent. monthly. 
Payments should be made quarterly 
on the first day of eath quarter. It 
will probably work out much better 
that way. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose we put 
in a resolution in accordance with the 


state legislation. What is the state 
law? 


Corporation Counsel Boettner: The 
state law limits the penalty to 9 per 
cent. 


Mr. Fishack: I think the time to 
start fixing penalties should be after 
the first quarter, which is the first of 
February. ` 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are you going to 
Ax the penalties on a quarterly basis? 


Mr. Fishack: It would be better to 
fix it on a monthly basis, beginning 
with February Ist. Ag to the ques- 
tion of fixing amounts for discounts, 
I think they should begin after each 
of the four quarters. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think we will 
be able to do much better if you al- 
low the taxpayer a little leeway, say 
between the ist and 10th of the 
month. 
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Commissioner Parnell offered the 
following resolution:

$250 to $500 for Plenary Retail li- 
censes will foster the return of the 
old saloon, because no retail liquor 
store will be inclined to pay $500 
when for the same and similar sum 
they will have the privilege of selling 
over the bar. It will mean that any- 
body who wants to buy any liquor 
will have to go to a saloon. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Did you know 
that the license fee before prohibi- 
tion was the same as it was for 
Taverns? 


Mr. Jacob Glickenhaus, 60 Park 
Place: Mr. Mayor, J ask you to lay 
over this ordinance until you have 
heard persons from another angle. I 
represent an organization of beer dis- 
tributors. ° 


The City Clerk: There are only 
thirty distributors’ licenses. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There are only 
thirty licenses of that classification as 
compared to—how many others have 
taken out licenses? What is the 
-total number of licenses? 


The City Clerk: There are 1,004 li- 
censes for consumption on the prem- 
ises and and 180 off. 
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Mr. Abraham Mankowitz, 24 Cori- 
merce Street: Mr. Mayor, J represent 
a delicatessen store keeper who has 
been selling near beer, and with 3.2 
beer he applied for his license and 
has been selling 3.2 beer. Now he 
finds that his entire business in his 
delicatessen line depends on the 
carrying of beer. 180 people applied 
for licenses for consumption off the 
premises. They have to apply for 
the license that enables them to sell 
both hard liquor and beer. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might tell you 
that in every surrounding municipal- 
ity their license fee for that type of 
store is more than $250. Every sur- 
rounding municipality that has come 
to my attention. 


The City Clerk: Montclair is $1,000 
and Orange $450. We had 600 li- 
censees who sold bottled beer in the 
last licensing period and when we 
raised the fee to $200 only those 180 
applied. I think those 180 would pay 
the difference between that rate and 
the rate we are about to charge. 


Mr. Louis B. Englander, Lefcourt 
Building: I am here on behalf of sev- 
eral retail liquor stores and their em- 
ployees, about thirty in number. We: 
approve the prospective action of the 
Commission in increasing the license 
fee for retail liquor to $500 for those 
not consumed upon the premises. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The State law 
points out as to what is a retailer 
and who is a wholesaler, and there 
are only two classifications, and that 
is retailer and ‘wholesaler, 


Mr. Samuel M. Goodman, 24 Bran- 
ford Place: I represent the Lincoln 
Food Stores, Liberty Food Stores, the 
Individual Merchants Protective As- 
sociation, the Independent Druggists 
Alliance of New Jersey, and the Drug 
Federation of New Jersey. We are 
opposed to this increase, and I hope 


that you will defer shis resolution +o 
another meeting. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The only dith- 
culty with that is that it is necessary 
to re-issue the licenses in accordaice 
with the ruling made by Justice 
Parker, that the City was collecting 
a license fee for two months, and 
Justice Parker ruled the City should 
collect fees for seven months instead 
of two months. So the Cie Clerk 
was instructed to recall those licenses 
and issue new licerses. Now, chat 
would only complicate the situation, 
and the City would lose its revenue 
for the period if the matter were de- 
ferred. You see those license trat 
have been: issued, the status of thore 
people who are selling liqucr under 
those licenses is uncertain, end they 
have got to be recalled immediately. 
And those people are compelled to 
pay the additional §500 for a perm- 
anent legal license as issued. 


It was primarily the intention of 
the Commission to issue licenses for 
two months and await developments 
over that period, and make observa- 
tions and listen to recommendations 
of the different people, and thea pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations anil 
finally fix tre fee. Of course, with this 
contingency .arising where Lie State 
Administrator, Mr. Eurnett, questions 
the right of the City to issue licenses 
for two months, that was tested out 
last Saturday, and then, cf course, 
that placed the Commission in a gif- 
ferent position. Of course, some 
time in the future, perhaps at lhe 
termination of this seven months, the 
Commission, if it finds it is not for 
the best interest of the greatest num- 
ber of people and that it does not 
yield a larger revenue than hey ah- 
ticipated, will go back to any fee they 
desire. 


It is not the intention of the Com- 
mission to push these things over. 
We are gcing slowly about rules and 


regulations. But primarily, we real- 
ize the City needg the money and we 
cannot resist the insistence of the 
Administrator that we are to collect 
seven months’ fees, and it is to the 
best interests of the City to collect 
seven months. But we thought dur- 
ing the two month period we could 
make observations and act eccording- 
ly as to fixing rules and regulations. 
Bus we were not given that opportun- 
ity, and we are compelled to issue the 
licenses now because of Justice Park- 
er’s decision, for a period of seven 
months. Of course, that would give 
the Commission ample time to review 
the situation, and at the end of that 
period, or if the law permits, prior 
to that, if the Commission “eels it is 
engendering hardship upon, any num- 
ber of people, I am sure they will 
approach this with an open mind and 
they will be glad to correct that at 
the first opportunity. 


Mr. Charles Zemel: Mr. Commis- 
sioners, before prohibition we had in 
Newark some twelve or fourteen hun- 
dred saloon licenses. They were pay- 
ing $500 a piece. Naturally, that cid 
help the real estate man. Today you 
have candy stores, grocery stores und 
delicatessen stores, and they are all 
trying to chisel in on the legitimate 
saloon or tavern keeper. I think that 
$500 is a reasorable price to charge 
for a license. 


Mr. Goldsmith: Before prohibition 
there was no differentiation in the 
license fee. If you are going to make 
$500 for the retail liquor store, yuu 
cought to increase that type of busi- 
ness that does both retail on and off 
the premises, because they are doing 
two distinct classes of business.

A regular meeting of th: Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was heid on the ubove date, 
in the Commissiorers’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M.

The minutes of meeting of Decem- 
ber 12th were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An Ordi- 
nance to license and regul: te persons, 
partnerships, firms, or ecrporations, 
engaged in the business of retail 
dealers in bakery products in the City 
of Newark, and stated tha’. today was 
the time fixed for hearing on the 
same. 


The Board then enterec. upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Ellenste‘n: Ig there any per- 
son who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance ? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Gentlemen of the 
Commission. I understand this is an 
ordinance to raise revenue to help pay 
the taxes, help pay the budget that 
will be made up by you gentlemen. 
Impose on a grocery man or other 
Small dealer a $10 license fee, whether 
he is a big grocer or a small grocer, 
or any line of business 2nd you will 
find him struggling for existence. You 
will have to have the Police Depart- 
ment increase its personnel. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is no pen- 
alty upon any bakery owner, It costs 
the City now for inspection by ihe 
Health Department just $12,000 a 
year to do that particular work. It is 
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anticipated that the revenue it will 
yield will be from 312 stores at $10 
each, amounting to eignt cents a 
week, $3,120. Now, that is a special 
service that the City gives to bakers 
to see that the health of the indivi- 
duals throughout our City is safe- 
guarded. Now, I do not see any rea- 
son why a property owner or a per- 
son in another vocation throughout 
the City should pay for that service. 
This is only a small percentage of 
what it would cost the City to prop- 
erly supervise it as it nag done in 
she past. And further, every City of 
a like size throughout the country 
makes a charge for things like that. 
We have carefully compiled statistics 
to show that the City of Newark in 
this ordinance is charging less than 
the average throughout the entire 
country. Now, obviously, if we are 
going to help the taxpayer whom we 
all admit is carrying the burden of 
approximately 85 per cent., we have 
got to make a step in that direction 
to derive revenue from some other 
source. I might say further that ine 
source of revenue, license revenue, 
derived by the City of Newark is 2.2 
per cent. of the total revanue as com- 
pared to 4.9 per cent, throughout our 
country on the average. Some cities 
like the City of Atlantic City, whick 
receives move than 17 per cent. 
froin license revenue, the City of Los 
Atgeles receives more than 20 per 
cent. from license revenue. That 
helps the taxpayer, and, collaterally 
it helps the rent payer, because if 
the taxes are lower, the tenant will 
pay a lesser rental for his flat. It is 
not any penalty; it js engendered not 
only to derive revenue but to give 
protection which the City now gives 
ard for which they have received no 
compensation in the past. And this 
ordinance ¿mounts to eight cents a 
week, 
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Commissioner Franklin: Further- 
more, Mr. Zemel, it is not necessary in 
order to carry on this service, to in- 
crease or augment our forces. This 
is a service that has been given to 
the people in the past. The only thing 
is, that heretofore in the past we 
have collected no revenue for the ser- 
vice rendered by the various depart- 
ments, the Health Department and 
the Police and Fire Departments. I 
think that probably one of the great- 
est proponents of relief of real estate 
from taxation ig yourself, and if we 
are going to assist in any way to re- 
lieve the real estate owner, and you 
are a big real estate owner, from 
carrying this 85 or 89 per cent. of 
the burden we must necessarily look 
to sources of personalty for revenue. 
This is one, ag has been pointed out 
by the Mayor, that is not a hardship 
on the owner of the store; it is ten 
dollars a year, eight cents a week— 
eight cents a day, or whatever it is. 
It is a small amount anyway, for 
which he gets inspection—about 
twenty cents a week, for which he 
gets constant inspection by the "of: 
ficers and inspectors of the Health 
Department. If his store is on fire, 
he has the Fire Department there im- 
mediately, and while the fire is in 
progress he has the Police Depart- 
ment there to protect his property 
from vandalism and against theft; 
and he should contribute to the taxes 
of this City and help to relieve the 
over-burdened taxpayer such as your- 
self. f 


We are starting with my depart- 
ment pecause we instituted it in the 
Department of Health and it just so 
happens that this source of revenue 
is coming before us at this moment. 
Now, everyone who is properly reach- 
able from the standpoint of revenue 
from personalty will be reached in 
time. We cannot do everything at 
the very moment. We are taking it 
as it comes along. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Now, Mr. Zemel, 
we are all in sympathy with the poor 
fellow; none of us on this Commis- 
sion’ was born with a silver spoon in 
his mouth, you know that. That is 
just a question of difference of opin- 
ion. We are just as sympathetic with 
the poor people as you are, ana per- 
haps a little more. And I nave lived 
among more poor people than you 
have, and have always been sym- 
pathetic. And it is unfair for you to 
create any impression that we are not 
whole heartedly in sympathy with the 
poor people. And you get up and 
talk about a whole lote of things you 
don’t know what you are talking 
about. 


Mr. Henry Green: I am opposed to 
this ordinance inflicting tax on vege- 
table dealers, grocery dealers, butch- 
ers and bakers. The places where 
they live there is a realty tax; there 
is a tax on their furniture and they 
are paying a poll tax. They have all 
kinds of taxes and they pay taxes on 
what they buy. 


Mr. Abraham Persky, 75 Avon Ave- 
nue: Honorable Mayor and Commis- 
sicners. All these storekeepers and 
retailers are taxed terribly through 
other means. Half of them are un- 
able to meet their obligations today, 
with keen competition. They are be- 
ing heavily competed by chain stores. 


Commissioner Franklin: The chain 
store is being taxed. 


Mr. Leo Steinberg, 186 Sanford 
Street, East Orange: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners. I think the Mayor is 
trying to follow the principles of our 
worthy President of the United States 
to help this situation of unemploy- 
ment. He has NRA here up on Broad 
Street which is trying to put the peo- 
ple to work. But with this tax the 
small storekeepers will have to give 
up their business and be listed on the 
roll of unemployment. The worthy 


Mayor of this City is doing his best 
with this Committee to put people to 
work. Now, instead of relieving 
azxemployed people you will form an 
army of more unemployed people. It 
is not the time now to put 2 tax at 
any price, and if it is five cents a day 
they cannot pay it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is not five 
cents a day. This is only $1C a year. 
That is not going to increase the 
army of unemployed. We are trying 
to distribute it equitebly. How about 
the poor man who owns his own home 
and is unable to meet his taxes and 
is now unemployed? How about the 
burden. on nim when he is faced with 
foreclosure because he has fallen 
away with hig taxes? This is dis- 
tributing the burden; it is not putting 
any great burden on you as an indi- 
vidual storekeeper. You are only going 
to pay $10 a year. This is not going 
to increase the army of unemployed. 
The Commission is in sympathy with 
conditions; they know exactly how 
conditions are. Each one of us has 
been in close contact with the situa- 
tion. We have thought it out care- 
fully and we are not trying to add 
hardship on any individual. When 
we tax a man $10 a year we are not 
going to put him out of busiress, you 
know that. If we try to distribute it 
equitably, every man that is affected, 
even if it was only $2 a year, he 
would come in and protest, because a 
man’s most vulnerable spot to touch is 
his pocketbook. Even if the tax were 
$1 a year there would be people here 
to cbject to it. We know conditions. 
But at the same time we have to pro- 
tect the life and health and safety of 
these people. We have to furnish 
thein with police protection, we have 
to have a Health Department, we 
have to give them education. How 
are we going to do that? 


Look at the problems this Commis- 
sion has. Look at the efforts they 
are putting forth trying to adjrst 
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things. Many people own their own 
homes and cannot meet their taxes. 
They have been carrying too much of 
the tax levy. This tax is vital, and 
it ie necessary for the City to func- 
tion. 


Commissioner Franklin: You see, if 
we take the burden off real estate 
your taxes are going to be less and 
consequently your rents wil. be less, 
and the store you occupy will not be 
vacant. It is on a rate less than 
three cents a day. 


Mr. Albert Braun, 825 Sanford 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and Coramission- 
ers, I also represent the storekeepers. 
There are about twelve hundred 
stores in the City of Newark in our 
particular line. These shops today 
are practically bankrupt, they are 
not able to meet their bills as they 
run at the present time. Do you 
want to put a tax on the soft drinks 
and so forth when your Board of Edu- 
cation itself is allowing in the public 
schools and high schools in the cafe- 
terias, allowing them to sell candy 
and in some cases stationery, taking 
away the business from the small 
man, When conditions were such 
that we could make a profit on those 
items, there was no tax. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know 
that every other City of this size 
taxes the storekeepers more than this 
contemplated tax? You admit the 
City of Newark has to function? 


Mr. Saul Bressel, 1060 Broad 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers, I alco represent the Essex Cou.- 
ty Cigar, Stationers and Newsdealers 
Association. 


Commissioner Franklin: Excuse me. 
I do not like to interrupt you, but 
you say cigars and stationery. 

Mr. Bressell: Cigars, Stationery 
and Newsdealers Association. 
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Commissioner Franklin; This ig the 
bakers’ ordinance. 


Mr. Bressell: But the principles of 
the baking ordinance applies to us. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you want to 
say anything that is directed toward 
this ordinance, this ordinance regu- 
lating bake shops, we will permit you. 


Mr. Bressell: The bakery chain 
store, when they are taxed ten dol- 
lars per store it is not fair to the 
small man in this way: the small 
bakery man, he has to make a living 
for himself and his family out of that 
one store. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You see, the 
chain store would not be taxed only 
for the bakery, they would be taxed 
for the bakery, grocery, meats, if 
they carry them, so they would have 
to pay more than one initial tax. 


Mr. Bressell: But I would like to 
urge this Commission that the chain 
stores be taxed on a graduating scale. 
If they operate one store they pay 
ten dollars— 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Commission 
has considered that, and we realize 
the problems that the small owners 
have, and you can rest assured that 
the entire Commission is entirely in 
sympathy with them. We realize the 
problems and competition that is 
created by chain stores, It is to our 
interest to see everybody get along. 
Don't you think the Commission 
wants to see that done? They are 
using their best judgment in that di- 
rection. We know your problem. 


Commissioner Franklin: Further 
than that, we are opposed to the 
supermarkets, the markets that 
create unfair competition. We had an 
instance of that kind before us just
